"The Beport of the state and progreBB of our Society whicli I 
bave this daj the pleasure of presentiug, ie one on whieh we may 
well congratulnte ourselves. 

*' On the morning of our Meeting at Canterbury, last year, our 
Society numbered 561 members. Since then, 89 candidates have 
n elected, and I shall this day hare the honour of submitting to 
foa the names of 46 more. Should you elect them, the total nurabur 
f those who have joined the Society since its institution in Sep- 
bemb«r, 1857, not yet two years ago, will be 696; a significant reply 
to the question somewhat tauntingly mooted at tbe time, ' Is Kent 
■ble to institute an Archeeologicai Society F' 

" But the most gratifying part of this day's Eeport, and one which 
immeoBurEibly adds to the force of our reply, ia the announcement 
of the publication of our first Volume. It is, we hope, already in 
the hands of all our members, and we trust has given them satisfaC' 
tion> It has met with much commendation from literary men of 
eminence, and we shall be much disappointed if the general opinion 
be not in its favour. 

" At our Bankers' we have a balance of £161. "We have also funded 
£283 in Three-per-cent. Stock. A sum of nearly £200 is due to ub from 
our members. Our avaUable assets for current expenses should he 
£365. From these assets a competent sum for the expenses of this 
day must be deducted. Nearly half a year's salary ia due to our 
Aaaistant Secretary. A very few small sums are due to other par* 
_1ao». On payment of all these demands, the balance will be entirely 

lorbed in discharging the costs of printing our first Volume. 

" It is to the question of this £200 arrears, that we witih specialty 
S call the attention of our members. We cannot for one moment 

lubt their ultimate payment; but it will be palpably impossible to 
carry on the ordinary business of the Society, much less to publish 
B Volume, with anything like regularity, if the promised payments 
be not duly and regularly made. We would urge our Local Secre- 
taries to give their special attention to this point. If members 
would have the kindness to furnish their bankers with a general 
order for the annual payment of their subacription, all further 
trouble would be removed. It ia the amallness of the sum, 10s., 
that cauBOB it to escape the memory and makes it difficult of trana- 

Iiasion. The best remedy is a general order upon a bunker. But, 
bnteTer mode of payment be adopted, wo press it most earnestly

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Upon our members to make their remittances regularly ; 
disappointment in tlie operations of the Society muBt be the rcBult. 

" We would also draw the attention of the wealthier menibere of 
the Society, who have not yet contributed to the Illustration Fui 
to the great service they will render by giving their aid in that i 
pnrtment to the regular production of a fully and richly illustrii 
Volume.

Mr. Roach Smith undertook the explanation of the varioi 
collections, which were arranged in groups aa exhibited by the 
several proprietors. He commenced an extemporaneous address 
by a review of the general state of Kent under the Romoi 
its towns, roads, military stations, and those great establii 
ments situated between the chief towns, which served ai 
places for the troops, and as inns for merchants and travellera,-^ 
places, the names of some of which are recorded, and their dis- 
tances from well-known towns ; but their remains had wholly 
disappeared, and respecting the very sites of some there 1 
consequently been much discussion. These subordinate statioi 
termed mansumvs and mutaiioiwe, formed unbroken lines frfl 
all parts of the Roman empire, and converged at Rome, 
almost total absence, in Kent, of monumental iuacriptions, 
as are found so frequently in the north of England, and are J 
justly prized by the historian, though it deprives the countyS 
an interesting source of archfeologicAl inquiry, affords strong 
negative evidence of its tranquillity under the Roman rule. 
Lapidary inscriptions usually spring from long military ooq^^ 
piition, to which Cautium was never subjected; bat, on \ 
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ntferBTy, its sitnation and tho character of ita population fitted 
■it for that superior civilization under which commerce and the 
■indnstrial arts flourish, contributing in peace and quietude to 
}^he comfort and prosperity of the tillers of the fields and the 
■artisans and traders of tho towns and viliuges. The silence of 
■.the historian, whose pen was seldom employed but to chronicle 
Invasion and conquest ; and the character of those remains which 
tyei abound, and wliich were represented upon the tables in the 
Society's temporary museum, significantly reflected the flourish- 
ling condition of the county ; and tliia although a high state of 
Bcultivntion is necessarily unfavourable to the preservation of the 
mgUe and perishable works of art. 

The vestiges of splendid viUas, such as are mot with here 
tad there in more remote parts of this couutrj', ore not at the 
Ipreeent day to be traced in Kent ; but neither the vicissitudes 
*t>( time, nor the constant operations of the spade and the 
jplongh, have effaced the foundations of numerous buildings, — 
e habitations of the agriculturist, of the artisan, and of the 
meral body of the industrious classes. Almost daily, the co- 
metcries of the Romano-British population are met with, not 
nly near the towns and villages, but in retired spots ; and it 
B not unnsual to discover that land now uncultivated must have 
1 tilled by the Romans. This is proved when we find villas 
md extensive burial-places in tho midst of woods and copses.' 

The exhibition of the antiquities discovered at Harthp by 
Wr. Bland, afforded a good example of the miscellaneous con- 
tents of a Roman villa of snch considerable size that Mr. Roach 
emith said it was not improbable it might have been one of the 
s between Durovemum and Durobrivis. Its existence 
i long been known ; but until Mr. Bland undertook its cx- 
Buination, it had never been explored. The foundations of tho 
nilding were veiy ext^ensive,^ including one large semi-detatched 
rtment supported by buttresses, which was sufficiently capa-

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cious for the reception of a consideralile body of troops, 
of two kinds, admirably constmctod and in excellent preBCrvatii 
heated, as well as some of tbo roomB, by a hyjiocaust, illiifltral 
the domestic manners of the Rom ano-Bri tons ; and tho generot 
contents and fittings of a Roman eoimtiy building of the better 
fciDd were well reflected in the Hartlip villa, and the miscella- 
neous objects discovered. The latter have now become the p«l 
perty of the Society, and are deposited in the Charles Muse 
A selection was made by Mr. Pretty for this occasion. 

From the Upchurch marshes the Rev. J. Woodrufle exhibited 
a large collection of fictile ware, which gave Jlr. Roach Smith an 
opportunity of describing the peculiarities of the workmanship 
of the various kinds of vessels, and the nature of the locality in 
which they had been found. It is now marsh land, almost impuss- 
able from the encroachments of the sea ; but in the time of tho 
Romans it was covered with llie works of potters, for several miles 
at least ; and what are now found (such as the vessels exhibited) 
are the il^briit and rejected vases. Many of them are of elegant 
forms, and none positively ugly, like much of the modern pot- 
tery. Although comprising hundreds of patterns, they are all 
marked by certain leading and general features, which, Mr, 
Roach Smith said, had enabled those who had closely studied 
them to recognize the chief kinds made on the Medway wher- 
ever they may be met with ; and it appears that the potters 
there estabbshed must have carried on an extensive trade with 
the interior pai-ta of Britain, No evidence of the red, sliining 
pottery, cidled ' Samian,' having been made there occurs ; but, 
on the contrary, it is now well understood tliat it was imported 
from Gaul and Germany. The clay of the Upchurch marshes is 
particularly fine, and is capable of makiug very superior pottery, 
equal, as regai-ds quality, to the Roman. Mr. Humphrey Wick- 
ham, who owns a considerable tract of this laud, has had the 
clay tested by one of the chief Stntfordshiro potters. It is pro- 
nounced of the best description, showing the good judgment o' 
the Romans in selecting the site for a manufactory, 

Mr. Humphrey Wick ham exhibited his collection of Rom 
and Saxon remains discovered on the Temple estate, adjuinil^ 
Strood, some years since. It consists of sepulchral ' 
personal ornaments, coins, and weapons, the last being Saxon, 
The whole of these wore brought to tight by excavations fyr 
brick earth, wliich laid open a very extensive Roman and ^ 
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■ it appears the Saxons liad interred their de-ad 
I Alongside of their predecessors. Among the ornaments exhi- 
\ bited were some amuUcii, in what is caltod Kiimneridge shale, 
Ian inferior kind of jet ; and a bulla, in pure jet, bearing a M^ell- 

■ 0xccuted representation of Medusa's head. Upwards of six hou- 
|dred coins were found, ^ 

Mr. Wickham also exhibited a gold British coin, a now variety 
I of the coMi . K . type, foond in excavating the new railway be- 
I tween Chatham and Rainham ; and some Saxon remains very 

■ recently dug up midway between the Tomple Fann and Cuxton. 
I They included an example of the angon, which the lecturer said 

B first ever discovered in a grave in this country, this 
■*veapoQ being peculiarly Frankish, and not Saxon. It is de- 
li jBcribed rather minutely by the historian Agathiaa. This fur- 
I nidable weapon, when entire with its shaft, was probably six or 
I seven feet in length. Its point was quadrilateral, below which 
I were barbs turning inwards. If a thrust from the angon failed 
I to inflict a mortal wound instantaneously, it usually waa propelled 
witli force sufficient to penetrate the euemy's shield, llie barbs 
hindered its being withdrawn ; and the Frankish soldier, tread- 
ing his foot upon the shaft, bore down his adversary's shield, and 
despatched him with another weapon. With it was a spear, a 
[ knife, and an earthen vessel resembUng those discovered near 
Canterbury by the Rev. Bryan Fauasett, and figured in his ' In- 
[ ventorium Sepulchrale.' 

The Roman remains exhibited derived additional interest from 
I the collections, forwarded by Mr, Biggs and Major Luard, from 
' tho neighbourhood nf Ightham. They contained examples of 
the ' Samian ' ware, and other varieties of fictile vessels differing 
L in mode of manufacture and in ornamentation from those made 
L on tho banks of tho Medway. Major Luard's collections com- 
I prised also a very remarkable example of a Roman flue-tile, co- 
I vered with a stamp, reading cabrubanti[vs], and a brouKe sta- 
\ toette of PaUas, of exquisite workmanship, found at Plaxtol, an 
©ngmving of which Is given in this Volume. 

Mr. Rolfo, of Sandwich, exhibited two leaden seals of tho 

! Emperor Constantino, recently found at Richborough. They 

Itear on one side the head, name, and titles of Constantine, aa 

I they appear upon his coins, but in somewhat higher relief. The 

' A dctnilod ftad illuatrutcd occoaut of tbo discovery is priatMl in tho 

first vulumu uf tlio ' CuUuuIudcu Aiiti<jua,' 
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I ia plain and slightly convex. They hiwl evidently been 
attached by meana of a string to documents or to other objects 
sent from Rome to Rutupise, Mr. Roach Smith observed that 
the only other examples of Roman leaden eeaJa he had known 
to be fonnd in England were discovered at FcHxstow, in Suf- 
folk, and at Broughton Stanmore, in Westmoreland; but 
of these were marked with an Imperial impress.* 

The department of Kentish Saxon antiquities received ai 
expected accession in addicioual discoveries made in the King*! 
Field, at Faversham, which on this occasion were first 
known to the Society by Mr. Gibbs, whose former acquisitii 
from the same site are already made known to the Society, 
fibulte, pendants, and buckles, are mostly in the precions metals, 
and comprise novel varieties. One of the graves contained a 
quantity of the teeth of horses ground down as if to adapt them 
to be used in some game. 

Lord Amherst exhibited his splendid gold Saxon brooch, found 
at Sarr, in Thanet, in 1843. The face of this jewel, upwards of 
two inches in diameter, is divided into four compartments by 
concentric circles, which are subdivided into cells of triangular 
and other forms. Some of these nre filled with a triple ranga 
of ornaments, formed of gold wire twisted like cord or laid <H1 
in Uttle circles. Other cells contain garnets, turquoises, and 
white cretaceous substance, apparently mothor-of-pearl decoi 
jjosed. The reverse is plain, except at the head of the acus 
which fastened it, where a single square garnet is inserted. Lord 
Amherst having accidentally dropped this fibula, the jar of the 
fall displaced the hinder part, when it was discovered that ths 
interior was filled with a substance resembling, if not idontii ~" 
with, plaster of Paris. 

Mr. Clayton contributed some bronze enamelled omameni 
found near Dover. They may be assigned to the British epi 
under tlie Roman rule ; and are similar in character to sol 
found in a barrow in Derbyshire, and engraved in Mr, Bat 
man's 'Vestigesof the Antiquities of Derbysliire,' p. 25. Othi 
chiefly found in the northern and central counties, are presei 
in the British Museum. 

At tlie conclusion of his address and description of the fc

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ON THE RECENT DISCOVERIES OP ROMAN 
* REMAINS AT PLAXTOL, IN KENT.

Though the sites of most of the principal cities and 
stations of Roman Britain are prettj- clearly defined, ^M 
there are some the position of which is still a matter of 
dispute. 

Such is the station called Vagiiiacte. The only datum 
we have for the position of this place is to be foimd in 
the second Iter of Antoninus, who there tells us, tliat 
from London to No\iomagu8 was ten miles, Noviomagus 
to Vagniacie eighteen miles, and Vagniac® to Durobrivis 
' nine miles; and though from these distances (Novio- 
magus being at Hollwood Park, and Durobrivis at Ro- 
chester) we may infer that it stood not very far to the 
south of that part of the "VVatUng Street that lies be- 
tween London and Rochester, antiquarians are not agreed 
as to its exact locality. 

Gale places it at Maidstone ; Horsley finds it at North- 
fleet. Latterly Southfleet seems to have been generally 
received as the site of Vagniacse, and were I now argu- 
ing in favour of the latter place, I might advance that 
the road from Hollwood Park to Southfleet, at the pre- 
sent day, probably on the line of a British way, as it is 
not very sti'uiglit, would pass near Fai'tliing Street, near 
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or throiijE[h Green Street Green, on the London an" 
Sevenoaks roa<:l, throngh Clement Street, and Green 
Street Green, near Darent. The term 'street' being gene- 
rally looked upon as evidence of an ancient way, might 
not Green Street be considered still stronger evidence l 

But such is not my present object, especially now that 
numerous evidences of Roman occupation have come 
to light in the parishes of Ightham and Plaxtol, By 
being allowed a little latitude as to distance, we might 
bring VagniacEE nearer to those localities : the decision 
of tliis point, liowever, I must leave to those possessed 
of inore antiquarian research than I can pretend to. 

Plate I. is a copy from the Ordnance map of the dis- 
trict in question, and I append it, not only to point out 
to the reader the exact spots of these discoveries, B, 
C, D, E, F, G. but to show their relative bearing to the 
Camp at Oldburj', A, which from its size (enclosing an 
area of 127 acres*) and highly commanding position, 
must have been a station of some importance amongst 
the Romans; and we may infer that their occupancy of 
the Plaxtnl valley was the result of the security afforded 
by the proximity of the strong garrison at Oldbui 
Camp. 

I do not moot the question of its Roman origin ;1 
, is pnibable that it may have been a British earthwoi 
and the Romans, seeing the advantage of the position 
established themselves there. 

Allen's Farm, B, in the parish of Plaxtol, is the pro-" 
pertj' of Mr. Mai'tin, a respectable farmer of that village, 
who has taken great interest in these discoveries on his 
land, and is most anxious to preseiTC them. He is an 
antiquary at heart, well deserving the thanks of the 
Societ)', and mine in particular, for the kind and liberal 
way in which he has allowed me to go to and fro over 
bis laud, and dig when and where 1 pleased ; and I am a«-

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that we shall find in liim and Mrs. Martin able co- 
rators in oiir future proceedings. 
On that farm there is a small field of about two 
;res, now in hops. It is bounded to the east and 
luth by arable fields, and to the west by an ash-plan- 
tation, which divides it from a stream that, rising in 
the parish of Kemsing, to the north-west, after running 
through the parishes of Ightham and Plaxtol, pursues 
a south-easterly course till it joins the Medway near 
little Mill, in the parish of East Peckliam. The ground 
-ialls gradually from the north-east comer towards the 
'est and south till it meets the stream, and it must have 
■n a pleasant site for a residence in former days, when 
the valley was better wooded, and the stream unpolluted 
by paper-mills. This piece of ground had been arable 
for some years, and in ploughing, the labourers had con- 
stantly tuined up bricks and tiles, and fi'agtnents of pot- 
tery ; but they saw no difference between these and the 
jubbish of the present day, that finds its way to the dung- 
aud from thence to the field, and no notice was ever 
;en of the circumstance. At length (1857) Mr. Martin 
itermined to plant hops, and the land had to undergo 
process of deep ploughing ; when not only was the 
Lough obstmcted by stone foundations upwards of two 
feet thick and four feet deep, but the beautiful bronze 
statuette of Miiiena Victrix, that through Mr. Mai'tin's 
Jdndness was exhibited at the local Museum at Roches- 
at the last meeting of the Society there, and an 
;ribed tile, were turned up. Then curiosity was 
awakened, and in process of time I heard of it, but too 
late to watch proceedings and take a plan of the foun- 
dations, for by the time that I visited the place they had 
been dug up, and were Ijing in heaps by the side of the 
village road awaiting the hammer of the stone-breaker. 
.Still, from the description of the labourers, I was led to 
lieve that the form of the buildings had been rectan- 
B 2 
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gular, and their direction parallel to the building sub- 
sequently discovered in the adjacent plantation. 

I found the ground coveretl with fi-agments of Koman 
tile and pottery of every description. The various ma- 
terials for making hypocansts* strewed the giound in 
evciT direction, and were in such quantities that the use 
of hjpocausts in the buildings that once covered that 
field must have been very general. Amongst the fiag- 
raents of pottery were some highly ornamented, of Sa- 
mian ware: one with the usual subject of a gladiatorial 
combat, and the moulding so common to that ware. On 
one spot was found a considerable deposit of remains 
of bones of animals. 

My impression, founded on the information I collected 
from the labourers, combined with my own personal ob- 
servation is, that the field had been covered with build- 
ings, either of Homan occupation or of a Roman type. 

Of the statuette a lithographic di'awiug, from a pho- 
tograra kindly furnished by J, Mitford, Esq., is given in 
Plate VII. The goddess appears to have been armed 
vrith a spear and shield. The height of the figure is 8 
inches. The tile, inscribed with the letters CAUIilA- 
BANTI, is represented in Plate VI. and Mr. Eoach 
Smith's remark in his interesting work on the Eomaii 
Castrum at Lymne. when speaking of stamped tUes found 
there, is applicable here, for the formula of all the fi-ag- 
ments^and they were many — which we found was un- 
varjing. His obseiTations are well worth perusal, and 
may help to elucidate the tile before us. 

I^ast spring, on grubbing up some of the ash-stuba in 
the adjacent ash plantation, Mr. Martin came to more 
foundations, of which he has kindly allowed me to 
luperintend the excavation. Our progress has been 
necessarily slow from the closeness of the stubs. I trust, 
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however, with Mr. Martin's goodwill and assistance, that 
by the next annual meeting of the Society, I shall be 

tie to lay before them a perfect plan of the building, 
or rather, I should say, of the foundations, and possibly, 
by analogy, of the construction of the floors. More we 
cannot hope for, as from the ruthless way in which all 
«boTegronnd seems to have been destroyed, and the 

■poms filled up, the hypocausts are all compressed into 

1, confused mass of solid lUhris. 

Plate III. shows a plan of the present state of these 
excavations. The walls are of strong masonry, varj-ing 

■om 1 foot 6 inches to 2 feet 3 inches in thickness. 
In the semicircular room, a, i is a step or seat 1 foot 
(ride, of tile laid in concrete ; c is paved with stone on 
the solid ; d appears to be a drain, it is 1 foot wide, and 
made of flanged tile ; / is a room 5 feet 6 inches by 9 
feet, paved and faced with tile, the facing being laid in 

I a 6-inch coating of concrete ; the floor of this room is 
^ feet below the surface of the drain, d. May it not 
liave been a bath, and d the di-ain for conducting tlie 
[irater to it ? e is a mass of brickwork laid in concrete ; 
P conjectiu-e it to have been steps; there has also been 
brickwork at g. The semicircular wall at h is built in 
■Qtematc courses of Roman tile and stone ; its present 
depth is 3 feet 6 inches. On its flat side the wall is of 
solid stone for 18 inches from the angles and for a foot 
from the bottom ; the remaining space is filled up with 
^ concrete, in the centre of which a flue, made of tile, 
les through the wall into the room h On opening 
he flue I found it fidl ol" soot, that smelt as if a fire 
I been but recently burning there. The room ff is still 
\ heap of rubbish, with the exception of the soutli-Hcst 
jomer. There are here indications of a hypocaust, and at 
[ came to a paved floor of tile, 32 inches below the ]>re- 
Bt surface ; which floor I conceive was for the supjiort 
f the piliB. At 1 tliere were wood-ashes and charcoal, 
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also several broken 8-inch bricks, flanged tiles, and con- 
crete. At m I found a mass of brickwork, consisting of 
four layers of tiles, the surface of ^vhich is 18 inches from 
the present surface. Of the arrangement of the walla 
the south-east comer I ara still in the dark. 

Soon after these discoveries in 18.57, a cemetcrj' 
found on a farm rented by Mr. 'lliompson. of Plaxtol, and 
belonging to Mr. Golding, of East Peckliam. Mr. Thomp- 
son's labourers, being employed in removing the ragstonc 
that cropped out near the surface, dug up a large urn, 
10 inches in height by 38 in circumference, containing 
a skuU. They broke it to pieces, expecting to find gokl ; 
what became of the skull I know not, but the fragments 
of the urn we earned home, and by means of cement 
have partly restored it. I have several fictiha in the 
same condition, especially a beautiful bottle made of a 
kind of biscuit-ware (see Plate IV.). Tlie eight of this 
induced us to search farther, and the result of our la- 
bours is shown in Plate No. V., and from the descriptioii 
of one of the labourers belonging to the fann, that there 
had been a shaw partly covering the place where we were 
digging, and a large hillock at the very spot, which hil- 
lock was levelled when the shaw was removed, it ^vas 
evident tliat we had been working on the base of a tu- 
multis, tlie skeleton being at the centre, and the groups 
of pottery round the circumference. The body had been 
carefully laid out, with the head to the uorth-by-east 
There was not a vestige of arms or ornament, and from 
the length of the tibia, which I measured at the time 
(but my note of which I have mislaid), it must have been 
a person of short stature, possil)ly a female. A large, 
rude, semicircular stone was laid across the breast, 'llio 
deposits at a, «, a, were either entire, or the respective 
fra^^inents were found together ; not so on the other side, 
at />, h, b, where they were broken and dispersed. Doubt- 
less the sliaw, having covered the grnui)s on the south 
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tade, was the means of presening them ; whereas the rest, 
■ extending further into the field, came more under the 
iction of the plough, and suffered accordingly. The ai'- 
ticles found consisted of Samian ware of various shapes, 
black, hrown, and red pottery, a glass lachrymatory, two 
bronze fibulae, two bronze locks, hinges, clamps, studs, 
nails, fragments of wood, leather, chipped flints, pieces 
of glass, etc. 

Tlie vases, urns, and Samian vessels, were filled mth 
■bones, burnt and uubumt, some apparently of birds and 
Animals. 

On digging to the west of the cemeter>% we came to 
Kthe foundations of a wall (Plate Il.-B), so close to the 
■deposits of potterj- that we concluded the cemetery had 
Ibeen surroimded by one. 

We were told that about twenty years ago a paved 
Iroad (Plate II.-C), about 4 feet wide, or thereabouts, was 
Ifound running fi'om the tumulus across the field in a 
■diagonal direction towards the north-east. 

Fragments of " crocks " were described as having been 
Ifound in or near the sides of this roadway. Tlie hedges 
Ihave now all been removed, but by pacing, I estimated 
I the original field iu which this cemetery was found to 
■ have been a square of 100 yards. It is marked C on the 
^tfap (Plate I.). 

On the spot marked D, Plate I., which is on afarm in 
he occupation of Mr. Biggs, of Borough Green, about 
wenty years ago some labourers came to a cinerarj- de- 
(Odt Many of the luiis are now iu the possession of 
[r. Biggs, of Strood, and I was glad to see them at the 
1 Museum, at the late annual meeting of the Society. 
An old man at work on the spot at the time of this 
iiscovery carried liome some of the urns. This act be- 
ing succeeded by bad luck or ill health, his conscience 
heither pricked him, or he came to the conclusion that it 
a " no cannie " to have such things in his possession ; 
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lie buried them in his garden, and died soon afterwai 
and the spot of tlieir re-interment is now lost. 

At E, Plate I., near Ightliam Court Lodge, a cinemrj 
urn, about 8 inches in bright, was dug up. Itwasiilledl 
with burnt bone and ashes, and bad a Samian patera I 
reversed over the mouth. The stamp on the patera isJ 
D I V I X I. 

Nearer to Ightham church several Roman coppi 
coins have been found. They are now in the possession^ 
of Mr. Benjamin Harrison, Jun., of Ightham. 

At F, Plate I., is a field belonging to the St. Clerei 
estate. Some years since, Mr, Children, who then heldil 
the farm, broke it up to plant hops, when gro\ip9 of J 
pottery, equidistant, each deposit being accompanied! 
by a glass vessel (lacbrj'matorj), were discovered extend»J 
ing diagonally across the field from the south-east to the' 
north-west comer. Some of this potteiy went into the 
possession of Mr.Evelyn. of Wootton, the possessor of the 
Boil, some to the British Museum, and some Mr. Chil- 
dren took home, where they were converted into toys 
for the children, and feeding-vessels for tlie chickens, 
and between cbildi-en and chickens but two are now 
left! I 

I stated at the beginning of this paper, my conviction f 
that these sevei-al spots which I have now pointed out 
had a relative bearing to the Camp at Oldbury. I trust 
the reader will consider that opinion not lightly advanced, 
but rather borne out by the eridence adduced. That 
there must have been considerable occupation of these; 
parts by the Ttomans is evident ; whether it is siifficient 
to rob Maidstone of its honour and bring Vagniactel 
into the Plaxtol valley. I must leave to the learned in 
antiquarian hu-e to determine. 




BBNEALOGICAL NOTICES OF THE NOBTHWOODS. 

(from the sukbbnden collection.) 

I A GENUINE Roll, devoted to the biographical and genea- 
llogical records of a distinguished family, and bearing 
I date as early as the fourteenth centui-y, is of rare oc- 
l currence. We have the gi-atification of presenting our 
I readers \vith the transcript of one, written between the 
I years 1385 and 1405, as is evidenced by the hand\vriting 
I and by its own statements. It seems to have been the 
I work of some one in the sen'ice of the family whose 
l.llistory it relates — probably Thomas Bnimpston, who is 
I mentioned at the close of this paper— and it can hardly 
I fail to be of great interest to all lovers of genealogical 

■ research, especially as it contains most circumstantial dc- 
K tails of the descent of a baronial family of great wealth 

■ and importance in the county, whose representatives at 
l.this moment are among the coheirs to several ancient 
I baronies, viz. Grandison, Northwood, etc. etc. There ai'e 
\ little biographical sketches and touches of character 
I thrown in here and there, relating to more than one 
L knightly family in this county, which we cannot doubt 
Iwill be considered sufficient to warrant the insertion of 
I this Record. There is moreover one circumstance at- 
Itachiiig to this Roll, that adds greatly to its value. It 
frcites undeniable authority for most of its statements, 

nauy of them to this day of easy reference, being still 
lamong the records of the difl'erent Courts. Other facts 
B (juotod from the lips of tliou living witnesses, and 
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with very few exceptions the authenticity of ite stat^" 
ments is unquestiooably satisfactory. 

The Roll itself, as stated above, is in the handwriting 
of the latter part of the fourteenth century; it is 7^ inches 
wide, and consists of several membranes stitched to- 
gether. It was found in the Surrenden collection, in a 
box containing the ancient muniments relating to the 
manor of Thumham. This manor being still the pro- 
perty of Sir Edward Bering, the contents of this box 
are actually legal evidence, being, as the language of 
the Courts has it, in " right custody." These muniments 
continue in almost unbroken series from the time of 
Heniy II. to the present day. l"hey commence with the 
original gi'ant of the Church of ^Aldington,' * in Thum- 
ham, by William Fitz-Helte to tho Priory of CombweU, 
. temp. Hen. II. They then continue through the De 
Thumhams (one of whose coheirs' seems to have brought 
the estate into the family of Northwood), the North- 
woods, and the Wottons, (to whom the Northwoods 
alienated) down to Catherine, Lady Stanhope, (the 
daughter and coheiiess of Thomas, Lord Wotton), who 
in the middle of the seventeenth century alienated 
Godden ; and onwai'd thence to the present day. 

In the earlier part of these muniments, the de8ci 
of the baronial family of De Thumham to its extinction 
in coheirs is fiilly de\'eloped, and among them we have 
their grants of the C'hiu-ch of Thumham, etc, etc. etc., 
to the Prioiy of Combwell ; but this portion must 
be deferred to a future paper, the present one being 
confined to the subject-matter of the Roll before us, viz. 
the descent of the Nortlnvoods, or Northwodea. 

It begins with the following introduction ; —

Then commences the chronicle of the Northwodes, 
written in Latin, which we render into English ; and to 
secure ourselves fiom error, we make the translation a 
servilely literal one :— 

"In the first place, Sir Stephen de Northwode, Knight, ■ 
waa seized of 310 acres of land, 500 acres of marsh 
in the Isle of Shepeye, and four score and ten acres 
of marsh with their pertinencies in Upcherche, and 
of other manors, lands, and tenements in the county 
of Kent. And he had a son, by name Sir Eoger, who 
succeeded by inheritance to those manors, lands, and 
tenements, after the death of the said Sir Stephen his 
father, as in fact appears by the letters patent of the 
Lord Henry, late King of England, son of King John, 
the date whereof is 8th January, in the forty-first year 
of his reign, by which the said late King granted, that 
those tenements in Shepeye and Upcherche (contained 
in the said letters patent), which are now called North- 
wode Scepeye, which were formerly held of the said late 
King, aa of his manor of Myddelton,^ in Gavelkind, 
should henceforth be held, by the said Sir Roger, of the 
said late King and his heirs, by semce of the twentieth 
part of one knightVfee, and by certain services also 
annually to be rendered. Which Sir Roger married 
Bona Fitzbemard,'' and on account of the great affec- 
tion which the same Sir Roger bore to the monastery 
of St. SLxburge, in the same island, — considering that 
the said monastery, owing to defect of right government. 
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had fallen to ruin, — he, with no sparing bounty, reliei 
it from the greatest penurj- ; wherefore, among the aef^. 
■\'ants of God there, he is to this day called the restorer 
oi" that house. Of which Sir Roger and Bona issued 
Sir John de Northwode. The said Roger died the 9th 
day of November, in the year of our Loiti 1286, 
the fifteenth^ year of the reign of Edward, son of t! 
aforesaid King, and he and the said Bona are burie( 
before the altar of the parish church of Menstre, in 
Shepeye. And the said Sir John succeeded him as son 
and heir, and did homage and relief to the said Lord 
Edward, late King of England, for his lands coming< 
to him by inheritance after the death of the said Siri 
Roger, as appeai-s among the Records* of the Exchequer, 
in Easter Term, the eighteenth year of the foresaid 
Lord Edward. Which Sir John married the Lady Joan 
de Badlesmere, lady of the manors of Horton near 
Canterhuiy, and Beausfelde near Dover in the county 
of Kent ; she possessed also certain tenements in South- 
werke, in the county of Sun-ey, and rents in the city 
of London, Of which Sir John and Joan issued Sir 
John, the eldest son, James, Thomas, Richard, Simon, 
and Humphrey. The said James died without heir of 
his body. Sir John, the eldest son,^ manied Agnes, 
one of the daughters of Sir William de Giundisson 
and SibiUa his wife, and, with the consent of the said 
Sir John, his father, endowed the said Agnes with the 
manor of Northwode Chasteners at the door of the 
church.^ And of the said Sir John the son and Agnes 
issued Sir Roger, Sir John de Northwode, Otho, Sir 
M'illiam, Knight of the Order of St. John of Jerusalem 
in England, Thomas, and Robert. The said Sir John, 
the eldest son, died during his father's lifetime 
that the said Sir John son of Sir John, and AgiM 
daughter of .Sir William de Gmndisson, were marrii 
and that the said Sir Roger was their issue, is evidci

to Sir Bartholomew de Badlesmere, Knight, to hold tUl 
the legal age of the said heir ; who sold that marriage 
to the Lady Idonia de Leyboume, late wife of Sir Geof- 
frey de Say the elder; which Sir Geoffi-ey begat of the 
foresaid Idonia, Sir Geoffrey de Say, Sir Roger do Say, 
Juliana de Say, and Isabella de Say, as I have been told 
by many; amoug them, by John Wantynge, who was the 
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Eaqnire and Secretary of the said Sir Geoffrey the son, 
and knew them all personally." Which Idonia, to whom 
the maiTinge of the foresaid heir belonged, by ^irtne of 
tlie grant of the said Sir Bartholomew, committed the said 
Juliana, one of her daughters, to wife to the said Eoger, 
the foresaid heir, between the fourteenth and fifteenth 
year of his age. And the said Sir Geoffrey the son deli- 
Tered over the foresaid Isabella, another of his sisters, 
to John Chaumpayne, lord of Norton and Newenhara, to 
"wife ; and by pretext thereof, the said John Chaumpayne, 
by fine in the Court of the Lord the King Edward III., 
on the morrow of St. Martin, in the eighteenth year of his 
reign, acknowledged the foresaid manors, with their perti- 
nencies, to be the right of Ralph, Parson of the chmxh of 
Cudliam ; and for that acknowledgment, the said Ralph 
granted that the foresaid manors, with their pertinencies, 
which Alice, widow of Sir William Dages, Knight, and 
Robert Newelond, held for the life of Margery, widow 
of Sir John Chaumpayne, Knight, of the heirs of the 
foresaid Ralph, and which, after the decease of the said

Roger, now" wife of Christopher de Sluikkcbiugh; and of 
Thomas Chicche of Balnerle, late his esquire, who often 
heard it stated by the said Roger himself. After their 
marriage they lived together for nine years and more ; 
and he sued for his writ de cPtate probanda after the 
feast of Easter, in the first year of the reign of Edward 
III. ; and about the feast of the translation of St. Tho- 
mas, lie obtained livery of his inheritance out of the 
hands of the Lord the King.

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" So that, in the superscription of the said stone, onff 
hundred years are omitted from the date of our Lord. 
But consideration being had to the date oi' the deeds 
executed on effecting the said marriage, and to the date 
of the foresaid fine, by which the said manors of Horton 
and Beauesfeld were granted to the said Sir Roger and 
Elizabeth, and to the superscription of the said stone, 
by which it is supposed that the said Elizabeth was the 
daughter of Sir John de Segrave and the wife of Richard 
Ffoliot, who were surviving in the time of King Edward, 
son of King Henry, as appears among the Records of 
the Exchequer, in a book of fees of the county of Kent ; 
and it being supposed afterwards, that she was the 
second wife of the said Sir Roger ; and chiefly by the 
information of certain who saw her, and knew, that she

of Folkstane, with its pertinencies, in her demesne as of 
fee ; and that she died without heir of her body, by

year of our Lord 1340, she made her will, by permission 
of the said Sir Roger ; and, on the last day of December 
next follomng, in the said fourteenth year, died without 
issue. And immediately after the feast of Easter in the 
sixteenth year of the said lord the king Edward ITT., he 
contracted a fourth man-iage, \iz. with Joan, relict of 
Thomas de Ffaversham, lord of Gravene ; and because 
Sir John de Northwode, first-born son of the said Sir 
Roger and Juliana his first wife, as is aforesaid, then 
being twenty years old, wanted more for his establish- 
ment than formerly, at the instance of Mr, Otlio de 
Northwode, brother of the said Sir Roger, he, by a cer- 
tain deed, dated at Ewelle in Faversham, the 4fh day of 
October, in the said sixteenth year of King Edward III., 
granted to the said Sir John his son a certain annual 
rent of ten marks, to be received from his manors of 
Bykenore and Wychelyng, at the four terms of the yeai", 
in equal portions, to him and his heirs for ever ; and 
he gave to Sir Roger de Northwode, his other son, and 
brother of the said Sir John, his manor of Beausfeld; to 
him and his heirs for ever, to the value of ten marks of 
land by the year. 

" And afterwards, the said Lady Agnes, mother of the 
said Sir Roger de Northwode, died, viz. on the 4th day 
of December, in the year of our Lord 1349, by which the 
manor of Northwode (.'hasteners came to the hands of 
the said Sir Roger, as to the party to whom the revcr- 
l sion thereof belonged. And, in the follonnng year, \iz. 
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^^v&ther, married Joan, one of the daughters of Robert 
^H^Here, of Faversham, Sir Ralph Spigiirnell maiTyiug 
EUzabeth, the other daughter of the said Robert s^" for 
which, the said Sir Roger was tliinking of disinheriting 
the said Sir John, because that raaniage seemed to him 
to be manifestly in dispai-agement of his blood ; but, 
with the greatest difficulty, and by the mediation of Sir 
LAmold Savage, Knight, that thought of the said Sir 
■Roger was prevented. Yet he was unwilling to inter- 
■fere any further about the said Sir John with respect 
the said marriage ; but to exonerate himself from 
Jsupporting them, more for honour than love, he gave 
I the said Sir John the foresaid manor of Northwode 
iChastenera to him and his heirs ; and lest the said Dame 
iJoan should obtain any profit of dower from the 

manor, if the said Sir John should die during the life of 
Vthe said Sir Roger, be reserved to himself an annuity 
herefrom of £oO for the term of his life ; but nothing 
was exacted or paid therefrom in his lifetime. And, 
I»fterward, in the month of May, in the thu-tieth year of 
Ithe reign of King Edward III., the said Dame Joan, the 
Ifourth wife of the said Sir Roger, departed from this life 
Ito the Lord. And, afterwards, on the feast of St. Peter 
Bad Vincula then next following, the said Sir Roger, 
lltook a fifth wife, viz. the Lady Agnes relict of Sir John 
Fde Cobeham. as she herself tells us ; and, in order to 
obtain the effectmg of that marriage, before the es- 
pousals were celebi-ated between them, he gave to Sir 
-John Sholdone, Rector of the church of Coulynge, and 
John Bamy, nine marks rent in Sutbewerke, in the 
irisU of St. Olave, in the county of Surrey ; and a rent 
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of fifteen pounds, six sJiillings, and eiglitpence in tlie 
city of London, which he ha^l before given to Dame 
Elizabeth, his second wife ; that they should give those 
rents to the said Roger and Agnes, and the heirs male 
begotten between them, and. in default of heirs male, as 
is aforesaid, that they should remain to the right hei 
of the said Sir Roger for ever; which gift they 
wards completed. And, for the very g^at afiectii 
which he continuously bore to the foresaid Dame Agne* 
afterwards, viz. in the quindain of Michaelmas, in the 
thirtj-third year of the Lord Edward, late^ King of Eng- 
land, by tine raised in the Court of the Ijord the King, 
he acknowledged the manor of Horton, with its perti- 
nencies, to be the right of Richard Sheme, Vicar of the 
church of Eastcherche, as that which the said Richard 
and Peter Hadland had of the gift and grant of the said 
Sir Roger; and, for this acknowledgment and agree- 
ment, the said Richard and Peter granted to the said 
Sir Roger and Agnes the foresaid manor, with its perti- 
nencies, and rendered it to them in the same Court, 
to hold to them and the heirs of the said Sir Roger 
for ever. Of which Sir Roger and Agnes** there issued 
Juliana, the wife of Peter Rede, of Dover; and Agnes, 
the wife of Stephen Pysinden ; and, as the same Dame 
Agues tells ns, he caused his foresaid first-bom daughter 
to he called Juliana, in memory of the name of Juliana 
Ms first wife. 

" And aftei-wards. \iz. on the 6th day of November, 
on the vigil of St. T^onard, in the year of our Lord 1361, 
and in the tliirty-fifth year of King Edward III., the said 
Sir Roger made his will, and appointed the Ibresaid

Tye, then Escheator of the said ICing in the connty of 
Kent, at Newenton, on the 7th day of December, in the 
said thirtj'-tiftli year, by pretext of the writ of the Lord 
the King oi diem claiisit extremuiii, directed to the said 
Escheator ; by wliich it was fonnd tliat he died on the 
day and year aforesaid, seised of many lands and tene- 
ments in the aforesaid county ; and that of the foresaid 
manor of Horton, he died seised conjointly with Agnes 
his \Tife, by pretext of the foresaid fine, as is aforesaid. 
And that John de Northwode was his son and heir, and 
of the age of thirty years and more, and justly more, 
because he had then nearly completed forty years ; for 
by computing from the fifteenth year of King Edward, 
son of King Edward, in which year the said John was 
bom, to the day of the deatli of the foresaid Sir Roger, 
forty years passed, and so in this that they said " more," 
they told tlie truth. And if, perchance, any one should 
say that he was the son of Elizabeth, it appears expressly 
false in this, that by computing ti'om tlie feast of St. Peter 
ad Vincula in the fifth year of King Edward III.,at which 
time the said Sir Roger and Elizabeth were married, to 
the vigU of St. Leonard's in the thirty-fifth year, as is 
fiforesaid, on which day the said Sir Roger died, thirty 
years elapsed, and as much more as the distance from 
the feast of St. Peter ad Vincula to the \'igil of St, Leo- 
nard; and thirty years being deducted from the age of 
the foresaid John, at the tune of the death of liis foresaid 
father, as was found by the said Inquisition taken after 
the death of his said father, there then remains only as 
much as there is between the feast of St. Peter ad Vin- 
cula, and the vigil of St. Leonaitlthen next following. So 
that if by any means there must be a begetting between 
the foresaid Roger and Elizabeth, and a birth, from this 
it fctUoHs, that he must have been begotten and born 
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within thirteen weeks, which is unintelligible to any one 
who examines the case justly and impartially. On the 
return of wliich office, the said Dame Agnes sued to have 
her dower out of the tenements whereof the said Sir 
lloger died seised, and had a writ directed to the said 
John Tye, the Escheator, to deliver to her her dower ; 
which said John Tye, with the assent of Sir John de 
Northwode, heir of the foresaid Sir Roger, on the 20th 
day of December, in the said thirty-fifth year, assigned 
to the said Dame Agnes the manors of Shome, Heriettes- 
ham, Yoke, and Wychelyng, with their pertinencies, to 
hold in the name of her foresaid dower. And because 
in the said manors there were many lands and tenements 
in gavelkind, it was agreed between them that although 
the said Agnes should maiTj',^ yet she should hold those 
tenements for the term of her life, rendering to the said 
John and his heirs fourteen marks a year, to be le\ied 
by distress in the said manors, if, after she be married, 
that rent should happen to be in arrear at any term, and 
this by indenture between them signed. 

"And afterwards, the said Agnes, Fulco Payfrere, and 
Richard Blore, as executors of the said Sir Roger, pro- 
secuted against the said Sir John a writ of debt, by r 
son of the arrears of £30 rent reserved by the foresai 
Sir Roger upon the grant of the manor of Northwo 
Chasteners, as is aforesaid, demanding of him, by the 
foresaid writ, £600, as appears among the Records of the 
" Common Bench, in the thirty-seventh and thirty-eighth 
years of King Edward III., and, pending that undecided 
plea, by the mediation of Sir Amald Savage, they entirely 
set it at rest in the house of the frafreit minores at Cai 
terbury ; viz. that the same Sir John should satisfy t 
said executors with £2.10, which in fact he had pai 
to the said Agnes, wilhout obtaining any favour for I 
and the same executors remitted the residue of the fon 
said debt. 
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"And aftenvards, the said Dame Agnea married Chris- 
topher Shukkebiirgh ; and the foresaid Sir John, think- 
ing how he might avenge himself on the foresaid Dame 
Agnes for the receipt of the foresaid £250, searched out 
the ways and means by which he might annoy her ; at 
length, finding the foresaid deed of ten marks rent made 
I to him by his father, in the 16th of Edward III., aa is 
I aforesaid, (to receive from the manors of Bykenore and 
[ Wychelyng ten marks a year, as is aforesaid.) he prose- 
cuted, after the death of the foresaid Fulco Payfrere, one 
f of the executors of his father, a writ of debt against the 
I foresaid Richard de Blore, (executor of the will of the 
I said Sir Roger,) and Christopher Shukkeburgh, and Agnes 
his wife, co-executors of the foresaid mil of the said Sir 
Roger, to have by the foresaid writ two hundi'ed marks ; 
' Btating that the foresaid annual rent was in arrear for 
twenty years before the death of his foresaid father ; and 
because those tenements whereon that rent arose had 
fallen to him by inheritance ; therefore an action by writ 
of debt accnied to him, as appears in Easter Term in 
I the forty-ninth year ; at length, perceiving that the jury 
L in the foresaid plea woidd go against him, by the media- 
tion of Sir John Barri, at Canterbury, they compromised 
it ; viz. that the said Christopher and Agnes should pay 
I to the said Sir John £10, and the foresaid Sir John- 
I should deliver to her the foresaid annual rent of ten 
1 marks ; and so he gladly ceased from his action. 

" Of which Sir John and Joan issued Sir Roger de Nor- 
I wode, William de Xorthwode, James de Nonvode, Jidi- 
ana de Norwode, now wife of John Digge, and Joan, now 
wife of Sir John Dengeyne, knight, of the county of Cam- 
bridge ; and he caused his said first-bora daughter to be 
called Juliana, in memory of the name of Juliana his 
mother. And he died on the 27th day of February, in 
the second year of the reign of King Richard,"^ as appears 
:hc office returned uito the Chancery of the King, 
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taken after the death of the said Sir John, at SidjTig- 
bome, before John Erode, then Escheator of our said 
lord the King, on the Wednesday next after the feast of 
St. George, in the said second year ; and it appears thereby 
that the said Koger, then of the age of twenty-three years, 
wjis son and heir nf the said Sir John, as to the manors, 
knds, and tenements held by knight's-service ; and as to 
the tenements in gavelkind, his co-heirs were the foresaid 
William and James. And because the said manor of 
Horton was of the tenure of knight's-service, the rever- 
sion of the said manor fell to Sir Roger, which Sir Koger 
granted that reversion, on the 13th of December, in the 
eighth year, to Thomas Chicche of Balnerle, Gilbert 
Manfeld, citizen of London, Nicholas Potyn, Jolm Drey- 
lond, William Emery, and William de Makenade, and 
the heirs of the said William Makenade, by a certain 
deed of his, enrolled on the dorse of the Chancery Close 
Roll, in the eighth year of King Richard II., and the 
month of February ; under pretext of which the foresaid 
Cliristopher de Slmkkebergh, and Agnes his wife, at- 
torned to the said Thomas and the others aforesaid, by 
certain deed of theirs, enrolled on the dorse of the Chan- 
cery Close Roll of the aforesaid King, in the month 
Februaiy, in the year aforesaid." 

Thus ends the Roll before us ; but there ia a ti-anscript 
of it upon a paper, in a hand apparently of the time of 
Henrj' VIL, in which the descent of the manor of Thm-u- 
ham is continued from the close of this Roll to the alien- 
ation of it to the Wottons, temp. Hen. IV. Tliis must 
be deferred to a futm'e paper, as the genealtigical de- 
scent of the Northwodes (nith which we have been 
cliiefly concerned in our present paper) is not continued 
in it. But there is another Roll, which it may be 
to print here, as adding a few notes to the pedigi 
The title to the Thurnham estate had evidently 
questioned ; and among the muniments we find the 
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lowing case prepared for counsel, in a handwriting of the 
time of Henry IV. It is in itself a curious document, 
which will justify us in printing it entire, although the 
greater part of it is only a recapitulation of the pedigree 
which we have already obtained.

Aldington and Thnmham were formerly distinct pa- 
rislies. — Among our muniments of the Manor of Thumham ia 
the original inatrument, by Archbishop Chichole, A.d. liSS, for 
their ecclesiajstical nuion ; and another, by Archbishop Kempe, 
A.D. 1453, ratifying tlie same. 

In the document, of which we have given a facsimile, we 
have William fitz Helte, as Lord of the manor of Aldingion, 
granting the Church to the Priory of Combwell in these 
words (see Post Note, p. 40) ; — 

" Universis sancte matris eecleaip filiis, Willetmus filiua Heltonis 
Balutem. Kenim geetarum mcmoria idcirco in acriptura redigitur, 
ne processu teinporum in obliTionem labatur. Ideo nutiim fieri 
desidero, tam preaenlibus ijuam futuria, quod ego WilJelmua filiua 
Heltonia dedi ct conceaai Deo et ecclesie Saucte Marie Magdalene 
de Ciimbwelle. et fratribus ibidi'iu Deo Berviontibua, in perpetuam 
elemoainam, ecdeeiam beati Petri de Aldintunia, et hoc feci pro aalute 
onitne Hcnrici Begia, et anime mee et auteccBBorum meorum. His

Whether Fitz Helte held the advowson as appendant to the 

entire manor of Aldinton, or merely to the moiety afterwaj^s 

called Aldinton Septvans does not distinctly appear. He died

[ year, for Kent, under the he-ading " De placitis Curie," wo 

have this entry : —

TliiB iiiqai] 
would seem to indicate that she had bad a son by a first has*, 
band, Setvans, whose heirship it was necessary to prove and 
place on record, in order to aecnre its own and the king's rights. 

Thus far, then, it would appear that "William fitz Helte'a 
lands were inherited by "William do Cyriton, Amfrid de Canci, 
and Emma de Setvans, as his three coheirs ; but there is no 
evidence by which we can at present determine what the pre- 
cise relationship was, in which each of these parties sti 
towards him. 

In 31 Hen. 11., 1185, it is evident that a division of his 
tates had been made among his coheirs, — Aldinton (or rati 
as the subsequent history of the manor indicates, a moiety 
Aldinton) falling to the share of Emma de Setvans 
have this entry, under the heading " De oblatis Curie,

We may conclude therefore that the Jury of Matrons re- 
turned her us having home a son, by Setvans, who was now a 
minor, and his estates, as such, in the King's wardship.

^^* ton Setvans, or West Court. It was still held by her repre- 
Bentatir^s in the time of Edward III., for in the " Probatio 
jEtatis" of William de Septvans (' Archasologia Cantiana,' 

PVol. I. p. 128), the Jury return that he held, "inter alin," the 
laediety of the manor of Aldington. 
In Domesday it stands thus, — "Ansgotua de Houcestre 
tenet de episcopo Audinton," etc, etc., and " Grodwiuus et 
Alnninns tenuerunt de Rege Eduardo pro dnobua maneriis," 
vhich would indicate that it had been in two moieties in the 
time of the Confesaor, but on the taking of the Survey consisted 
of only one manor. And here arises the question with which 
■we started. Did this state continue, and was William Fitz 

• Helte owner of the whole as one manor, or did he possess 
merely the moiety afterwards called Aldington Septvans ? If 
the former, which most probably was the case, the division 
oust have taken place, at hia death, by apportionment among 
his coheirs, the eldest, of course, taking the franchises and 
jurisdiction. In that case, the Cobhams, who seem to have 
held one portion, viz. " Aldington Cobham alias East Court," 
must have obtained it by inheritance from William de Cyriton 
or Amfrid de Canci, and the manor was thus again held in two 
jnoieties, one by the family of Cobham, the other by that of 

IBeptrans, aa coheirs of Fitz Helte, for many generations. Wo 
should not have entered into this discussion but that it involves 
a question of some importance as affecting the genealogy of 
the Cobhams. We must, however, wait for further evidence 
before we can speak decisively on the subject.

Now, among our Thumham muniments, there is a Roll on 

Jrhich it is recorded that Mabil de Gatton was the eldest of 

B daughters and coheirs of Stephen de Thumham, and that, 

X her death without issue, this Alianora, the second daughter, 

lucceeded to the fi-anchises of the manor, because, being held 

by knight -service, however the lands themselves might have 

fceen appropriated, the " caput manerii," its franchises and ju- 

p risdiction were indivisible ; and, in conformity with this state- 
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ment, wo have a lease for six years of the manor of Thumhri 
granted by Ralph Fitzbemard, A.d. 1230, to Osbert, Vicar of 

Thurnham. 

Had it not been, therefore, for a record on the Patent Roll, 
that Bona, the wife of Sir Roger Northwood, was the daughter 
of Henry de Wauthatn, we should very reasonably have con- 
cluded that she was the daughter and heir of Ralph Fitzber- 
nard by Alianore de Thurnham, and that, as such, she brought 
the manor of Thurnham, as her inheritance, to her husband. 
The entry on the Patent Roll is as follows : —

It was however by no means an uncommon practice, in these 
early times, to designate an heiress, nut by her paternal name, 
but by that of the party whose estates, or Barony, she had 
eventually inherited. We have an instance of this practice in 
the "Inquisitio post mortem," cited note (17) itifra, wherein 
Agnes, the wife of John de Saudwico, is called Agnea Dave- 
renches, whereas she was the eldest daughter of Hamo de 
CreveccBur, by Matilda Daverenches, whose coheiress she was 
in the estates and Barony of Daverenches ; and so it may have 
been in the case of Bona de Wautham alias Fitz Bernard. 

In Teata de Nevill we have— 

■' Jolm de Waltham boldo iu Thurnham one-fifth of a knight's-fee 
of the heir of Pitz Bernard, and he of William de Say. 

" Reginald de Cobhani holds in Thurnliam one-fifth of a knighfs- 
fee of Alice de Bending, and eh© of William do Say." 

[N.B, — Tliis Ahce do Bending was another of the five 
daughters and coheirs of Stephen de Thnrnham.^ 
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mongthe Pedes Finium, 32 Hen. III., 1248, is an Assise nf 
Mortdimoestor, in which Sir John de Cobham is plaiutiff and 
6ir John de WaltliRm deforciant, who acknowledges one ca- 
mcate in Thiimham to Sir John de Cobham, and he, at the 
bstance of Sir John de Waltham, grants it to Sir Roger de 
Kortliwode and Bona his wife, and the heirs of their bodies. 

From these combined evidences it can hardly he doubted 
that Bona brought Thumham to her husband, as heir of Ralph 
Pitzhemard. Either, then, her motherj the wife of Henry de 
Waltham, was daughter and heir, or Henry De Waltham him- 
Belf was son, of Ralph Fitzbernard, and called " De Waltham " 
Erota his place of residence. 

»It is difficult in any other way to reconcile the discrepancies 
of the various evidences which we have cited. 

By a reference to the 
Escheats, wo find the " Inquisitio post mortem " of this Roger 
Northwode was taVen on Friday, on St. Andrew's day, 14 Ed. I., 
i,e, 30th November, 1285.

her ft suitable matcli, without disparagement or inequality 
which if the infants refusedj they forfeited the value of tlie 
marriage ; that is, so much as a jury would asaeas, or auy cue 
would bond fide give for auch an aUinDCe; and, if the infants 
married without the King's consent, they forfeited double the 
value. And the same rights which the King had in this respect 
over his tenants in aipite, belonged also to all feudal lords over 
their tenants who held by knight- service. 

The wardship and mari-iage of the heir were fruitful sources 
of revenue to the Lord, They were saleable as ordinary chat- 
tels, and were so treated.

Among the Suirenden muniments, there is also the Coi 
ation of this Charter, granted by the Pope's Legate, Richard, 
Archbishop of Canterbarj-, to William Fitz Helte, on hia peti- 
tion for the same. We refer to our iUiisti"ations for an engraving 
of the archiepiscopal seal attached to this instrument. Richard 
Monachus was Archbishop of Canterbury from a.d, 1171 to a.d. 
1184, and was acting as Legate A.d. 1174. Fitz Helte was dead, 
as we have seen, in a.d. 1180. We may therefore fix the date 
of his grant as between 1170 and 1180, 

Hia own father, Helto, may possibly have succeeded the 
Ansgotus of Domesday, as owner of the manor. That survey 
was completed a.d. 1086, i.r:. about ninety years before the 
date of our grant. Under ordinary circumstances, the interval 
of two owners between Ansgotua and himself would suffice to 
supply this gap ; but, in this instance, we do not necessarily 
require more than one. Fitz Hclto sveiiis to have been suc- 
ceeded by grandchildren ; and, if so, was probably old at the 
time of hia death. Even if he were then no older than seventy, 
he waa not born after 1110. This will readily allow for one 
owner only bettveen himself and Ansgotus, and that one may 
have been his father, Helto. Be this aa it may, we have, at 
all events, an unbroken series of evidence, from the present 
day up to A,D. 1170, incontestably proving the ownership of 
Aldington during the whole of that period, a space of nearly 
seven hundred years. 

One word more as to the coheirs of William Fitz Helte, It 
will be observed that, among the witnesses to his grant of 
Aldington Church, are Hoqh de CiEiNTrNiA, and Walter db 
Chaxci. May not these two have been husbands of two of Iub 
danghtcra, and, by them, fathers of his coheii's, WilUAH DS 
Cyeeton and Amprid db Canci ; and may not hia othea- coheip, 
Emma, the wife of Sktvanh, have bren also his daughter? We 
advance these conjectures merely as suggestive queries.

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NCIENT SEPULCHRAL SHAFT AT BEKESBOURN.

Towards the end of October last, the workmen of the 
f" London, Chatliam, and Dover Railway," in fonuing a 

cutting upon Bekesboum HiU, tliree miles from Can- 
t terbiirj, came upon a large wooden structure, about 
|.^irteen feet below the surface of the soil. 

Oaken beams, a foot square, first appeared, and then 
' the planking of a quadrilateral oaken shaft, to the depth 

of six feet ; then heavy crossbeams, then planking again, 

terminated by four crossbeams as at the top. These lay 
I twenty-five feet below the surface. 

The crossbeams were six feet six inches in length, 
f firmly mortised together ; the planks were mortised or 
* rabbeted together, and let into the beams, each plank 
[ being pierced by tnmsverse ties, crossing the comers of 
, the shaft inside, and giring to the entire structure the 
' appearance of having a flight of steps or stays within. 
The ties projected two or three inches on the outside, 

as shown in the illustration. 

There was no appearance of iron, or any other metal, 

having been used in the construction of the shaft, but 
I the whole fabric was closely and skilfully knit together 

by the mortises and ties, while the weight of the nia- 
Mterials themselves, and the pressure of the soil ai'ound, 

|)revented any of the parts becoming displaced. 

The entire fabric was of oak ; the crossbeams evi- 
Bdencing by their grain that they were the pmduct nf 
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large trees. The wood had become jet-black by ; 
but, although somewhat soft on the surface, was hai 
and compact at u short distance within. 

The interior quadrature of the shaft was three fed 
three inches, the cross ties about a foot long, the beatD 
six feet six inches, and twelve inches square. 

The soil where the fabric was found was gravelly I 
the surface ; lower down of a sandy loam. 

The beams and planks were probably all hewn by the 
axe, yet were as neatly fitted and as well proportioned 
as if done by a skilful artisan in the present day, each 
m(irtiaed plank exactlj' corresponding «ith the alternate 
one above it. 

We ha\'e been thus minute in detail, as we know i 
no other example of cai-pentiy ever having been foim 
80 perfect, of the undoubted antiquity of the fabric i 
have described. 

As it was cleared away from the soil, it loomed out 
against the dark earthen bed from which it had been 
esca\'ated, like a mysterious record of a past and uos^ 
known age, exliibitiug in some respects features nei 
and strange. 

'ITie top of the shaft, when found, was covered with 
oaken jdanks, the structure being entii'ely filled with 
large flints. The workmen speedily broke down one 
side, and threw out the stones. As they approached 
the base, they came upon a single urn, about ten inches 
in height, and formed of hlnish-black clay. It was pro- 
tected by large flints, in some manner arched over it; 
beneath it was a layer of flints; then Ave urns, one 
central, and one in each comer of the shaft. Among 
the latter was an urn with a lai'ge piece of baked clay 
placed over its mouth. 

The author of this paper was on the spot shortly after 
the contents were removed from the shaft, and found 
fragments in the soil taken out of it, and from thej 
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"pieces he obtained, concludes there had been seven or 
eight urns include,! in the entombment. 

' The workmen having acted with the precipitancy 

^^ujsual upon such occasions, as soon as the urns were 
^^Hiscovered, in their eagerness to obtain what they 
^^Heenied the vahiable contents of the jars, partially or 
^^nrhoUy destroyed all of them but three. 
^B Nothing but a soft white clayey matter was found 
within them. This might be burnt bones in a deliques- 
cent state, for the shaft was very wet, having either acted 
as a drain to the soil in which it was placed, or having 
1 small spring percolating through it To this cause 
lloubtless we may assign the perfect preservation of the 
' Len structure. 
t Some substance of a fibrous texture was found. This 
alight have been yam which went round the necks of 
the urns, or matting or woollen cloth laid over their 
mouths. Upon exposure to the air it speedily dissolved, 
B8 did for the most part some walnut or filbert shells. 
Beneath the last deposit of urns was a fiat piece of 
»ne, over a concavity in the earth at the bottom of the 
haft. It was kept in its place by six pegs, apparently 
r chestnut-wood, pinned round it. 
On the stone imbedded in the soil was arranged a 
^cle of horses' teeth. 

Although every effort was made by the writer to 

feresene the shaft, it was soon partially destroyed by the 

■orkmen ; while the continued rains, and the excava- 

bons going on in the cutting, undermined it and com- 

[lleted its destruction. Some of the timber however has 

een presen'ed. 

In contemplating this strange resurrection from the 

*past, we are reminded by its form and design of the 

Roman C'olumbanuni ; yet, composed of oak and buried 

at such a depth in the earth, wbere shall we find an- 

bthcr example i 
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The urns are mostly of a fine dark material, 
hard, sorae with a slight polish. Their height varies 
from nine to eleven inches; diameters eight inches; 
most of them with narrow necks and small mouths, 
some with marks of wickerwork pattern. One or two 
are of a coarser fabric. They have the character of 
Boman. 

The 'Archgeologia,' vol. xxvii. p. 148, contains an i 
count of a planked pit or well, found in Lothburyj*^ 
London, communicated in a paper by C, K Smith, Esq, 
In this well were found earthen Roman vessels in con- 
siderable numbers. '* Vases placed longitudinally on 
their sides, as if packed, and imbedded in the mud or 
sand. A coin of Allectus, and a small Samian patera 
of the ivy-leaf pattern border," were also found. 

Tlie character of the above discovery admitted of no 
doubt but that its contents were Roman. 'ITie place 
of deposit formed a pit " about three feet square, 
hoarded on each side with narrow planks about two 
feet long," and exhibited all the character of being a 
well or pit, into which the relics had either been thrown 
or hastily deposited for security ; the presence among 
them of two iron implements, one representing a boat- 
hook and the other a bucket-handle, the latter of no 
very ancient construction, seems to indicate the uses to 
which the place of deposit had been applied. 

Pits and upright shafts have from time to time been 
found on our chalk hills and in other localities, but, 
devoid of woodwork as far as we know, they do not seem 
to offer any resemblance to the shaft at Bckesboum. 

What then is the nature of this singular relic, and 
by what people or tribe was it constructed t 

We may answer the first query by assuming it to be 
sepulchral, and that the urns, one or more of them at 
least, from the contents found therein, contained the 
romaius of burnt bones ; the confined area of the shaftg 
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rendering untenable any idea that it was devoted to 
funeral rites by inhumation. 

Was the fabric the funeral vault of a chief or leader 
and his family, or devoted to the burial of one indi- 
vidual ? Tiie urns being deposited in two or more 
^^ layers, seem almost to favour the first hypothesis ; yet 
^Hwe can hardly judge from circumstances so inconclusive, 
^Hthe Roman modes of sepulture being various, 
^H The presence of the horses' teeth seems to refer to 
^Hjthe rites or superstitious of a northern nation ; but the 
^^Fflat stone at the foot of the shaft, which has been pro- 

I nounced by some authorities to be a portion of a Roman 
millstone, seems to favour a different conclusion. Some 
^of the urns doubtless were stored with such articles of 

^L food as the affection of survivoi-s contributed for the use 
^B of the departed on his long and unrecorded journey. 
^H The depth at which the shaft was buried in the earth, 
^Bits entrance being about thirteen feet fi-om the surface, 
^^ris one remarkable character in the discover}' ; the elabo- 

II rate nature of its conatniction is another. 

We have not, that we are aware of, elsewhere, any 
similar example of a Roman interment The Danes, 

■ who were sometimes in possession for months of this 
part of Kent, used much timber in their gi-aves, and 
Worsaae's description of the harrow of Thyre Danebod 
at JeUinge, in Jutland, has some remarkable features in 
common with the shaft at Bekesboum. The former is 
described as " being a burial-chamber, formed of wood, 
twenty-four feet long, four and a half feet high, and co- 

vered with beams of oak. Tlie walls, which had been 

I covered with woollen cloth, were formed of oak planks, 
1 behind which was a bed of clay, trodden down, in 
Lwhich the beams of the ceiling rested." 

This oaken structure, unlike our example however. 
*vas horizontal, and, besides containing costly relics, was 
devoted to the practice of burial by inhumation. The 
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carpentry was inferior ; in fact, the planks, so far from 
being mortised and uniformly shaped and fitted, were 
merely placed together, resting on each other. 

The ships of the Danes, however, their elaborately 
carved heads and stems, and their dimensions, such as 
those of the ship recorded to have been built by Haco 
at Bergen, do not render the construction of the shaft 
by the artisans of this people a matter of impossibility. 

The preponderating evidence favours the supposition 
that the structure was a Roman sepulchre ; yet a strange 
and isolated example, exhibiting, after the lapse of ages, 
another phase of the rites and customs of a people : the 
silent exhumation of a single relic, or the resurrection 
of a buried city, alike attesting the dominating genius, 
and the mighty energies which at one time subjugated 
half the world. 



Note. — Since the above was written, additional remains have 
been discovered near the same spot. A shaft, but without 
timber, filled with flint stones ; and, at the distance of about 
fifteen feet below the surface, two or three urns, and a vessel 
(for the writer has not seen it) answering in description to a 
large Roman amphora. 



A HELP TOWARD A KENTISH MONASTICON.

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Rev. and dear Sib, 

I esteem myself pretty sure of your concurrence 
when I say, that a Society which has so rich and various 
a field as the Archeology of Kent before it, cannot fail 
to achieve permanent success, if but a fair proportion of 
its members will render such help as they may to the 
furtherance of its objects. The field indeed is so wide 
that there is ample room for all, however diverse may be 
their tastes and pursuits. While some discover, and de- 
scribe from actual obser\'ation, the edifices or the sepul- 
chres, the arms and the ornaments of our ancestors, 
others may, by the production of family papers, illu&> 
trate genealogy and historj-; and others, again, may 
draw from public records precise infi^rmation on sub- 
jects that have been but lightly treated by authors, 
whose works are yet desening of aU the collateral help 
that can be bestowed on them. 

Among such subjects I venture to class the monastic 
history of Kent. It is true that Dugdale and Tanner 
have touched on it (with that of other counties) in their 
valuable works, but much additional information is to 
be gained from a record now in the custody of the 
Master of the Rolls, and which, as far as I know, has 
not yet been printed, except a few fragments by Hasted,'

In order to tlie understantling of this very curious and 
valuable record, it will be necessary to go back some 
twenty years prior to its date, to the first Statutes for 
the suppression of the Monasteries and the division of 
the spoil. 

In the year 1536 two Acts were passed, which in the 
Record Commission edition of the Statutes are numbered 
chapters 28 and 27 of the 27th of Henry VIII. By the 
first of these Statutes, all the monasteries that had less 
than £200 of yearly revenue were suppressed, and their 
possessions of every kind granted to the Crown ; by the 
second Statute, a court was established, which was 
" commonly to be called the Court of the Augmentations 
of the Revenues of the King's crown," for the pui-pose of 
managing the property thus acquired, and also of dia-

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pensing "some convenient charity" to such of the dis- 
placed religious as might choose to return to the world.'

13) was passed, when the conventual 
ife was broken up, and, according to the received view

iff, but the great majority of the monastic body was 
Nimed out literally to star\'e. Documents, however, 
xist, which show this to be untrue. Tliere are four 
looks of the Court of Augmentation (now in the Public 
lecord Office, numbered 244, 245, 246, and 248) detail- 
; the grant or the payment of monastic pensions, the 
jst of which belongs to the year 1 .543 (34 Henry VIII.). 
"here is also proof in another set of documents that these 
payments were kept up, at least until the year 1552. At 
that time commissioners were appointed in each county, 
who were to summon the recipients before thera, and to 
learn whether any of thera had assigned away their pen- 
toons, and what deaths had occurred among them. The 
jetimis that have been presei-ved are unfortunately very 
few, but in them we have the parties uniformly acknow- 
idging that they have been " fully and duly paid unto 
i day." 

We may fairly presume that matters remained the 
lame when Marj' came to tlie throne. As is well known, 
he gave up such Church lands as had not been already 
!old or granted away, but it was thought necessaiy to 
■ocure the formal san(;tion of Parliament for a new dis- 
losition of the first-fruits and tenths, which had been 
riven to the Crown in 1534, by the 26th of Henry VIII.

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Statute 2 & 3 Philip and Mary. c. 4, was passed " for the 
extinguishment of the first-fruits, and touching order and 
disposition of the tenths of spiritual and ecclesiastical 
promotions, and of rectories and parsonages impropriate 
remaining in the Queen's Majestj^'s hands." The first- 
fruits were to " cease and be clearly extinct and detei> 
mined for ever," from the preceding August, but 1 
tenths were to be received by a body of clerical conn 
sioners, who were to pay thereout the pensions to the 
monastics, as long as any remained alive, after which 
time the tenths were to cease also. The carrying out 
of this measure was committed to " my Ijord Legate's 
Grace" (Cardinal Pole), and he had power, according 
to his " godly wisdom and discretion," also to employ a 
portion of the tenths in the augmentation of poor linngs, 
In finding preachers, and in exliibitions for poor scho- 
lars. After the death of the Legate the two Archbiflhopg 
and the eldest Bishop by consecration were to execute 
the Act. 

The Pension Book with which we are now concerned 
is in the form of an Indenture between the King and 
Queen on the one hand and Cardinal Pole on the other 
to give efiect to the Statute. It bears date the 24th of 
February, 1556, and contains, in seventy-seven schedules, 
full particulars of the " rents, pensions, annuities, cor- 
rodies, fees, and other yearly payments," for which the 
Crown was liable in respect of the dissolved monasteries. 
These particulars are by the Act directed to be set fort 
" in a certain book indented," one copy of which was t 
be signed by the Queen, and the other by the Cardinal^ 
it is the latter that has been preserved, and hence thflij 
name. 

The book commences with Kent, the pensions payablel 
in which, as will be seen, amount to £1203. 1G«. bd.^ 
London comes next, at £1605. 16«. 8rf.. and Middles 
at £1075. G.S. Wil. The highest amount is Lincoln, a 
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f £2008. 168. lOd., but Yorkshire is returned at only £875.

Tanner enumerates thirty-six religious houses in Kem 
beside one alien prior)' and six colleges, but the names 
of only seventeen appear in our lecord, which, allowing 
for the hand of death among the pensioners in the course 
of near twenty years, is not sm-prisiug ; it will be found, 
however, to mention some minor foundations, as chan- 
tries, of which probably no other memorial exists. ITie 
Order to which each house belonged, and its value, have 
been added, from Tanner, Dugdale, Speed, or Leland, 
as mere starting-points for the illnsti-ation that we trust 
the record may receive at the hands of those who have 
knowledge and time to devote to a subject that will re- 
pay any amoimt of laboui- bestowed thereon. 

We will only further remark that the payments in the 
record are distinguished as " Pensions," " Fees," or " An- 
nuities." The first of course represent the " convenient 
charity" nf the CVown ; by the second we understand 
(subject to correction) compensations for loss of office, 
as in the case of the clerk and the auditor of Dartford ; 
and by the third, money payments for which the religi- 
ous houses were liable at the time of their suppression.

rANCIENT ROCHESTER, OR DTTROBRTV^, VIEWED 
I AS THE SITE OF A ROMAN CAMP AND STATION.

J nature of this subject is such, that in order to sui> 
ply due iUustmtion to it, it is necessary to refer to the 
conquest of Britain by tlie Romans in the years 43 and 
44 of the Christian era, and to ascertain what legions and 
troops were employed in that conquest; and to indicate 
what numbers those legions bore, as among them we may 
perhaps find one legion which was connected with form- 
ing the original military works at this place. 

The first army, commanded by Aulus Plautius, a dis- 
tinguished Roman senator and genei'al, was, what was 
teraied "double Consular," by which it is known to have 
consisted of four legions. To these are to be added, 
according to the customary arrangement of those times, 
an equal amount of auxiliaiy troops ; and, as each legion 
1 was at that date 6,500 strong for its usual cstablish- 
\ ment, we shall thus find that the whole army must have 
amounted to about 52,000 men. The numbers of the 
said Roman legions arc well known, and were the Second, 
the Ninth, the FtmitTEENTD, and the Twentieth, and 
I seem to have been speciallj' ajipoLnted as the army which 
Kahoidd occupy Britain, since none of them left the king- 
dom for about a quarter of a century afterwards. 

At the end of the first year the issue of the war still 
remained doubtful ; and in the beginning of the second 
jrcar the Emperor Claudius, leaving his imperial mctro-

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polis, came over in person to endeavour to bring the 1 
contest to a conclusion : which indeed he effected. 
About the same time ivith him arrived also the Eighth 
legion, which^as we know the dangerous foes the Ro- 
mans had to contend with in the Germanic nations, 
they ha\iag had three legions cut off in former years, 
under Varus, in the reign of Augustus — was no doubt 
extracted from the Continent with difficulty, and after 
its services in the field, might, for its winter quarters 
that year, ha^'e been stationed from prudential motives 
in some locality whence it might have advanced further 
into Britain, or have returned quickly to the Continent, 
as in either case its destination might have required. 
This legion, we may understand, formed the reinforce- 
ment which Zonaras, the Roman historian, informs us 
the Emperor Claudius brought over with him. 

It may be asked : How do we know that the Eighth 
legion came over to Britain, since, strictly speaking, it is 
not mentioned by the Roman historians Dion Cassius, 
Tacitus, and Snetonins, nor even by the said Zonaras ? 
This may be so ; but an ancient Roman inscription, dis- 
covered formerly at Turin, and mentioned by Du Choul 
(p. 167), notices the circumstance, and leaves no doubt 
of it as a fact I give it as imder : —

There is nn evidence that the Eighth legion r 
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for more than a short time in England, — a few months 
perhaps. I have mentioned the Eighth legion as one 
which apparently wintered in Britain about this period, 
and possibly might have been connected mth the ancient 
Roman casfrtnii hibernvm, or winter camp, at our Duro- 
brivm, or Rochester ; but the discovery of inscriptions at 
this place like that at Turin, or of coins inscribed with 
the number of the legion, would be necessary to verify 
the fact, and such it must be admitted have not hitherto 
come to light. 

However, whatever Roman legion may have formed 
the camp, it is now time to say a few words respecting it. 

The city of Rochester then is verj' evidently laid out 
and disposed on the lines of an ancieut Roman camp — 
one of that form which was called a castrum tertiatum ; 
that is, a camp one-third longer than it was broad. The 
form is nearly quadrangular, and the four original gates, 
now long since removed, but the positions of which 
are still traceable, were placed opposite to each other. 
Faint traces of the Via principalis, anciently one of the 
most important features in a Roman camp, and invaria- 
bly of the breadth of a hundred feet, are still to be seen, 
though of reduced dimensions, besides being built across 
in medieval times by the constructors of the Bishop's pa- 
lace. This crossed the present High Street nearly at 
right-angles, leading from the former South-gate, pulled 
down in the year 1770, and passed through the site of 

I the episcopal building just spoken of, to the former 
North-gate, which was called also Cheldegate. The Via 
principalis passed close by the doors of the present ca- 
thedral ; and on the opposite or western side of this said 
Via principalis, the Pratorium, or Basilica, of the com- 
mander of the garrison, or, in other words, his quarters, 
would be to be looked for ; contiguous to which would 
have been like^visc the Augnrnlf, or place of worship for 
the troops, where also their standards were deposited. 
¥ 2 
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The space occupic{l by the former Roman circuni^"a] 
lation is twentj-nine acres, which, acconling to the I 
writers, ancient and modem, on Roman military affai 
woxild have been about the extent required for the en-" 
campment of a Roman legion, the strength of which 
was, as before said, in the first centuiy 6,500 men. Nu- 
merous Roman coins of various emperoi-s, early and late, 
ha^'e been found in the Castle enclosure, and in the gar- 
den plots and other pieces of ground which occupy the 
ditches which surround it. 

The said Castle enclosure is considered to have formed 
the Itinerary station of the place mentioned in the IH- 
neraries of Antoninus, under its name Ditrobrince, and 
placed as coming between Vagmacas and I>}irolemni in the 
course of the road from London to Richborough, Dover, 
and Lymne. The present lofty castle keep or tower was 
built by Bishop Gundulph, at the end of the eleventh 
century ; but the walls of the castle enclosure, or double 
ballium,^for there was anciently a middle wall, — were 
not coDstmeted till after a considerable interval. In 
other words, Mr. King, in his ' Observations on Ancient 
Castles,' considers all balliums to Nonnan keeps to be 
of about the date of Edward I. 

The Roman ramparts of the ancient town, city, or 
camp, including those of the station just spoken of, were 
without doubt earthen, and are rather to be supposed 
to have continued so through Saxon, Danish, and early 
Nonnan times, till, according to the historical accounts 
of the place. Henry III,, in the year 1225, surrounded 
the city with a wall. There are no remains of Roman 
walls of masonry round the whole circuit of the place. 
Indeed I may here observe, that the entire abstmce of 
Roman foundations of every kind, both in the Castle 
enclosure and in everj' other part of the city, is very re^J 
markable. 

Henry III.'s walls of Rochester have one very 
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f markable peculiarity, that uf being built on arches, as 
I may be seen in the portion of them in the gardens near 
I the end of Crow Lane, and in every other place where 
I the earth has been removed to a sufficient depth. The 
I walls of Lynn and Norwich are built in the same way, 
I OS also those of the Castle of Northampton. No cause 
I can be assigned for this style of building, — certainly no 
I good architectural reason. The walls of the Castle en- 
I closure are no exceptions to those of the rest of the city, 
I save only on the side towai'ds the river, and are built on 
I these arches ; as can be seen opposite the cathefhal. 
I They were all then built at the same time, city walls 
r and Castle-enclosure walls, as seems a' very fair conclu- 
I mon to form. 

I It is recorded, that the monks of St. Andrew's Priory 
I obtained permission to alter a part of the line of the 
I city walls in the year 1290, in the reign of Edward I. 
I Which they did, and enclosed a piece of ground, of in'e- 
I gnlar sliape, on the south side of the city, opposite tlie 
I cathedral. But the original course of Henry III.'s wall 
I and ditch is still plain enough to be seen in the garden 
I of the Deanery. This wall, now removed, was built no 
I doubt on the precise line of the Roman rampart, extend- 
ing in a straight line to the Prior's Gate, and to the spot 
a little beyond, where the former South-gate stood, 
whence there is everj' reason to believe it went direct 
, towards the river ; though the ground has been so al- 
I tered in that part that now no traces of it remain. The 
iBoman rampart, in fact, with its ditch in front, may be 
■.considered, in this part of its transit, to have passed in a 
■line parallel with the south waU of Gundulph's tower, 
"or otherwise keep, and at a distance of about forty or 
forty-five yards from it. 

The Prior's Gate seems to have been altered into 

I a more ecclesiastical form than an Anglo-Nonnan city 
gate about the year 1330, or at some period between 
I AM 
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the Bavons' Wars and the Wars of the Roses, which _ 
mised peace and security. 

There may be a good reason assigned wliy Henrj' III.'b 
walla followed so closely the Mne of the Roman ramparts. 
In the first place the space they enclosed, twenty-nine 
acres, would apparently have contained all that was re- 
quired for the site of an Anglo-Norman city of the thir- 
teenth century ; and secondly, the ramparts afforded 
firm ground to build the wall upon ; and as the ditches 
with which tlie Roman ramparts were flanked were 
twent)'-four feet wide and twelve deep, this might supply 
sufficient reason for not deviating fiom them unless some 
special cause required. The Anglo-Nonrian fortifiers 
enlarged tliese ditches, thus made ready to their hands, 
exceedingly. The eastern ditch in the gardens at the 
side of Crow Lane cannot be less thau about eighty-fivo* 
feet wide ; and originally about twenty feet deep. Much 
of the earth, I may add, was probably cai'ted down to the 
marshes, to make firm ground at the spot called the 
Common, and at other places. 

There are appearances that the eastern wall had fop-' 
merly been strengthened by a large square tower, from 
the cavities for fixing the floor-beams being still remain- 
ing in the wall. If so, nothing is now left of it, It ad- 
joins the spot where the extension of the eastern wall 
by the monks began. These ecclesiastics, in prolonging 
their wall, threw a somewhat wide arch of constniction 
over the fonuer Romano-medieval ditch, crossing at right- 
angles at this place ; the span of which was filled up with 
raasonrj'. Tlie foundations of the former wall in the 
Dean's gaitien before alluded to, according to informatioi 
from a jjerson accustomed to work there, ai'e often strui 
against by the pickaxe and the spade in the usual 
vation of the soil. 

Some foundations of walls were met with many yt 
since, running diiigonally across thn Vines for some 
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tance towards the BOuth-west; but as there is nothing to 
induce a supposition that they were of the solid nature 
of city walls, and as they were not skirted by a ditch, 
so, they can only be regarded as remnants of strongly 
constructed enclosures for gardens, or for other purposes. 
However, though the medieval architects of Henry 
III.'s wall showed their attachment to the Roman ram- 
parts and were unwilling to leave them, yet they were 
obliged to make a decided lUtoitr in the south-west part 
of their circumvallations by an incidental circumstance, 
which was this. The Danes, arriving in great force, made 
a most vigorous though unsuccessful attack, in the year 
884, on the ramparts and fortifications existing at that 
time in this quarter. Their proceedings are recorded in 
a somewhat brief form in the Saxon and other ancient 
chronicles, including also Asser's Life of Alfred. The 
chief feature in their attempts appears to have been, 
that they threw up immense mounds of earth to endea- 
vour to o^'ertop the works of the besieged, and by their 
superior ad\'antage8 of position thus acquired, to drive 
them away from their defences by their missiles. AVhen 
the siege was over, the mounds remained, and indeed 
even now remain. They seem in Gundulph'a time to 
have supplied a reason for the position of his lofty tower, 
placed at the angle of the ballium, and intended to com- 
mand them in its turn. These earthworks, then, of the 
"Danes, now known as Boley Hill, had altered the fea- 
tures of the city in this part for attack and defence, and 
Henry III.'s medieval fortifiers of the city, not thinking 
Gundulph's tower a sufficient counteraction, enclosed 
them with a strong wall joining on to their other newly 
constructed walls at the South-gate, and thus made them 
a species of outwork to the castle and to the city. They 
seera to have been much lowered in modem times, par- 
ticidarly towards the Castle. The ancient boundary wall 
of this addition ai)i)eara to have been met with, sonii- 
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years since, in digging the foundations of the Rev. Mr. 
Conway's house. It is described as standing parallel to 
the present brick walls, and as two feet within them. 
It is not impossible that this outwork might have been 
strengthened, like the city wall, with towers, but this | 
point has not been hitherto ascertained. 

The extent, limits, and direction of the whole of the 
south wall have been topics somewhat disregarded, and 
till quite of late years fallen much into oblivion among 
the inhabitants of this ancient city. Indeed it had been 
removed in places with great assiduity, and the ditch 
very completely filled up. Add to which, only the most 
vague accounts of its former course existed. With re- 
spect to the side of the city next the river, the discovery 
of authentic traces of the west wall and its gateway, ex- j 
cepting one short length of the former, has not yet been J 
made.

By the kind courtesy of the Mayor and Coiporation of 
Rochester,' in freely laying open their Records to our 
investigation, when we held our annual meeting in their 
ancient city, we are enabled to present our readers with 
transcripts of two very interesting and valuable docu- 
ments, >iz. the ancient Custumal of the city, temp. Edw. 
IV.,' and an account of the expenditure of the Corpo- 
ration during two years' mayoralty of Richard Harlowe 
in 1578-9 and 1579-80, the earliest memorial of that 
nature among their Records. 

Both these documents are full of indications of the 
position which Rochester occupied as the great thorough- 
fare between England and the continent, and the con- 
sequent necessity of stringent laws for facilitating and 
regulating the traffic. 

In the latter of these records will be found many 
very curious entries, relating to the visits of grandees 
and high officials, when, in their passage through the 
city, they were received by the Corporation and treated

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with civic hospitality. Thus we have items for wine 
and apples and lambs, etc., as given to my Lord of Hun- 
tingdon, and my Lord Cheney, and my Lord Deputy of 
Ireland, at a costly price, considering the value of money 
in those days. 

"NMien Duke Casimir, son of the Elector Palatine, 
came to England, to trj" his chance with many others for 
the great matrimonial prize, the hand of Queen Eliza- 
beth, he seems to have caused some trouble and no 
small expense to the loyal citizens of Rochester, as the 
entries relating to his reception and entertainment ini 
these accounts bear ample testimony. 

It will be seen, too, by this document, that the assizeffj 
were occasionally held at Rochester, and that it was 
clearly high time that the Court House there should be 
put in sufficient repair to receive the Judges, and for 
the tiial of the prisoners. And there is a curious chai'ge 
of 3». for the erection of the gallows, that gi'eat engine 
of punishment, which in those days, called by some " the 
good old days," groaned under the weight of its wretched 
victims. 

Some of the items in this account are of peculiar in- 
terest, as evidencing the troubled and anxious condition 
of public affairs in England, and the plots that were 
formed agsiinet the life of the great Protestant Queen ; 
such as the entries of sums paid to pursuivants for 
bringing down pi-oclamations against the dispersing of 
seditious books, — against the fljing of rebels out of the 
realm, — those relating to parties jirosecutcd for speaking 
words against the Queen's majesty, etc. 

The entry respecting the probate of Mr. Watts's Will, 
will be read with considerable interest by our friends 
at Rochester, llie tradition is still current, that Queen.! 
Elizabeth, in one of her progresses, spent four or 
days at the Cro^vn Inn, Rochester, fi-om whence 
removed to Mr. AV'atts's house on Bnley Hill : np 
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Heaving which stie gave it the name of " Satis," to inti- 

1 mate her perfect satisfaction with the reception he had 

I given her. Without paasing to inquire into the authcn- 

I ticity of this tradition, we may well pass on to remind 

' our Rochester readers that this W'ill, whose probate 

is here recorded, was that containing the well-known 

munificent bequest of alms-houses by Richard Watts, 

which still render nightly service to the houseless poor 

wayfarer. He died lUth September, 1579. His will 

was dated September 10th, and proved September 25th, 

in the same year. 

The entry relating to the " Banckite given by Mr. 

' More at his decease " seems to require a passing notice. 

I It was a common practice in those dajs for a testator 

I to direct by Will what hospitalities should be exercised 

at his own funeral. They were often upon a verj" large 

I Bcale, and there was much drunken reveliy. Ralph

directs that, for his funeral expenses, there shall be 7

Another series of charges, viz. those relating to the

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early mom, making their way to Gravesend; " th« 
coats, gowns, and cloaks," as Harrison describes the atdr^ 
of that day, " of brown, blue, or purple, with some prett 
furniture of velvet or fur, or a doublet of old tawn^jfl 
or black velvet, or other comely silk." They rea< 
Gravesend in somewhat soiTy plight from the mirine^ 
of the road, but tlie " ostiler " soon scrapes the mm 
from their begrimed boots, and enables them to repaiu 
on board the tilt boat in trimmed attire, suited to thei 
dignity. Arrived in London, we may picture to our^l 
selves the inn to which they would resort. The arch- 
way, the large courtyard, the galleries, one above the 
other, on which the chambers opened, and the horses 
stabled underneath ; each chamber containing many 
beds, and each bed pmbably more than one occupantfJ 
and the common room, where they supped, crowded^ 
perhaps with guests of aU degrees. One item there is, 
the payment to the servants of the Lord Ciiief Baron, 
indicative of a private visit to the judge, and of evil 
omen to Mr. Martin Coatis, as to the result of the suit 
with the Corporation of Rochester, which brought them 
up to London.

THE DUMB BORSHOLDEB OF CHART, IN THE 
PARISH OF AVATERINGBURT. 

BY THE REV, HENRY STEVENS, VIC<Ut OF WATERINGBURY. 

Many of the readers of the ' Archseologia Cantiana ' 
may remember to have seen, among the curiosities and 
antiquities exhibited in the museum formed at the 
Deanery, Rochester, a somewhat cumbrous-looking club, 
with an iron spike at one end and an iron ring at the 
other, of which we furnish an engi-aviug from a pho- 
togi-Bph drawing by our Honoraiy Pliotographer, Mr. 
Cruttenden. This is the Dumb Borsholder of Chart, 
whose histoiy is here given, so far as it can be ascertained. 
The most authentic portion of that history is perhaps 
the " Kxti-act from the Court Rolls of the Manor of 
Chart, in Wateringbury," for which thanks are due to 
our Secretarj'. 

It would seem that a tj'thing freeburgh, or decemiary, 
originally consisted of ten freemen householders, who 
were answerable to the King for each other's good be- 
haviour. Each tything formed a little state or common- 
wealth within itself, and chose its o^vn dean or liead, 

' who was sometimes called the alderman of sucli a 
tything on account of his age and experience. Most 
commonly however he was called the borsholder, from 

' the Saxon word borh^ a ' surety,' and alder, a ' head ' or 
'chief.' The members of each tything, with their bors- 

j holder at their hea<l, formed a court of justice, in which 

I all the matters of dispute within the tything were heard 
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and determinecl. Tlius much 
for the term borsholder. 

Tn 4 Edw. 11., a.d. 1310, 
Henry de Leyboume obtained 
a charter for a market in his 
manor of Wateringbuiy, to be 
held on every Tuesday ; and 
three days' fair on tlie vigil, 
feast, and morrow of St. Jo] 
the Baptist (to whom tJie chui 
is dedicated), i.e. on 23rd, 24l 
and 25th of June; and 
warren in his demesne lands 
his manors of Wateringbury" 
and Chart (Rot Cart. 4 Edw. TI. 
No. 42). But it is probable 
that this market was never of 
any great account, in conse- 
quence of the vicinity of those 
more noted markets then in 
being, viz. Tunbritlge. Mailing, 
and Maidstone. Nor are we 
informed how long tliis market 
continued in force, or in what 
' part of the parisli it wa-s held. 
Come we now to our main 
subject of investigation. Pizein 
Well is a hamlet within the 
manor of Chart, in this parish. 
The "Dumb Borsholder of 
Chart," as he was called, for- 
merly claimed a separate and 
exclusive jurisdiction over the 
inljabitaiits of that Liberty, 
which originally consisted of 
onlv twelve hmiscs. This Dui 
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Borsholder was always first called at the Court Leet 
holden for the hundred of Twjford ; when his keeper 
(who was yearly appointed hy this Court) held liim up 
to his call, with a neckcloth or handkerchief put through 
the iron rings fixed in his top, and answered for Mm. 
This ancient custom has now been discontinued one 
hundred and four years, and the Borsholder put in hy 
the Quarter Sessions for Wateringbury claims juriscUc- 
tion over the entire parish, including the liberty of Chart 

The Dumb Borsholder of Chart is a stafi" of wood, 
that by age has become perfectly black ; it is three feet 
and half an inch long, and has an iron ring on the bot- 
tom. It once had four more hy the sides near the top ; 
three of these however arc now wanting, though the marks 
remain where they were inserted. The circumference is 
greater at some places than at others, and it has a squai'e 
iron spike fixed in the top, four and a half inches long, 
which perhaps was used to break a door open upon 
occasion, which was done without a warrant from a jus- 
tice of the peace, when it was suspected that persons or 
things were unlawfully concealed in any of those twelve 
houses above mentioned. 

As to the precise antiquity of this Dumb Borsholder 
of Chart it is not easy to determine, but we may with 
great probability take it as the type of the original staves 
borne by constables in early times. 

Tlie last person who acted as deputy for the Dumb 
Borsholder was Thomas Clampard, Blacksmith, who 
died in 1748. The following is the inscription on his 
tomb;^ 

" M7 slcdgo nnd nnfil I've declined r 
Mj bellows, too, hoMo lost their wind ; 
My fire 'b oitinct, mj forgo decayed. 
And in the dust my vice is laid ; 
My coals are spent, my iron's gone. 
My nails are drove, tny work is doDe." 

We mil close this short history with an extract fi'om 
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the Court Bolls of the Manor of Chart, in Watering- 
bury. At — 

" The Court Baron of Sir Roger Twysden, Enight and Bar- 
ronett, holden there on Taesdaie the twentieth daie of May, 
in the yeare of our Lord God 1657/' 

among other returns from the Homage is the following: 

'' Item — ^they presente that within this mannor there is a 
costome^ which is that the tennants belonging to this man- 
nor have a staflfe, which is the bosholder, and is called a 
dombe bosholder, and that anie man Uveing within this Hbertie, 
which are only twelve howses, may with the same staffe search 
within this precinct, and that this bosholder evrye yeare is 
carried to Talding, to the Hundred Court, and there is called 
the ffirst of all the bosholders, and there does his service as 
a bosholder ; and that whosoever of the Twelve carry him the- 
ther, eleaven howses paie a penny a piece to him that carried 
it, and that evrie one of the twelve take their tume for car- 
rying of it.

COWLING CASTLE. 

The foUomng transcripts of vouchers and receipts for 
moneys expended on the erection of Cowling Castle 
were exhibited when we visited that ancient dwelling in 
August last. Theii' appearance caused discussion at the 
time, and some doubt was raised as to their authenticity, 
because their dates did not exactly correspond with the 
period at which some of our members have conjectured 
that the Castle was built. To set the matter at rest, we 
give them as they were found among the muniments at 
Surrenden, leaving them to teU their own tale ; and we 
complete their authenticity by furnishing a facsimile of 
one of them, in the unquestionable handwriting of the 
period. Still further to perfect om- eridences of date, we 
give from the Patent Rolls a transcript of the original 
license to crenellate, thus fm-nishing a series of incon- 
testable evidence as to the precise period when the cas- 
teUation of Cowling was first made. 

With these documents in liand, a very interesting sur- 
vey might be made of the Castle, and much of the de- 
tail and measurements of its works verified and exactly 
dated.

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The Manor of Cowling was, from an early period, part 
of the possessions of the Cobhams, who only occasionally 
resided at the Castle. "We have an old lease, dated 23rd 
May, 1429, by which Thomas Brook, Lord Cobham, lets 
to John Smith of Cowling, two hnuses, with a marsh 
called Leth .... for four years fi'om Michat4mas nest, 
at £5 per anmun. One of the clnuses in this lease is 
cui-iously indicative of the scantiness of furniture needed 
in those days. Among the contlitions is one, that the 
tenant or hi.t executors " straniinabnnt aulain vt camera.s 
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de Castro de Coweling, cum cirpis de novo colligatis, 
contra quemlibet adventum predict! domini ad Castrum 
predictum." 

To strew the floor with fresh rushes was nearly all the 
preparation needed to receive the lord on his arrival 
The arras, the costers, dorsers, and bankers, and coverlets, 
etc., were shifted and brought with him ; a few benches 
and stools, and steddles, and a few chairs formed the 
standing furniture of the house ; and he could migrate 
from one mansion to another with his other furniture as 
readily as a soldier shifts his tent and its gear.

NOTES OF BRASSES, MEMORIAL WINDOWS, AND 
ESCUTCHEONS, FORMERLY EXISTING IN ASH- 
FORD AND WILLESBOROUGH CHURCHES.

The Eu^Iishman whose span of existence was allotted 
during the middle of the fifteenth centmy, or the thirty 
years' wai^s of the Koses, had but little settled peace. 
Whether he were prince, noble, or plebeian, the buck- 
ling on of his annour was not for the mere parade of 
cliivaby or ornament of the gallant. The violence of 
partisanship cut asunder the dearest ties of family circle 
and friendly board. 

It was through this period that he whose effigy lies 
before ua lived. 

"Sir John Fogge, Knight, Privy ConncOlor, Treasurer,' 
Comptroller of the Household, personal friend, faithfid 
adherent, and, by the Wood\illes, a family connection of 
Edward IV., — for his first wife, Alice Haul, was first 
cousin to the Queen, her mother having been Elizabeth 
WoodviUe, a sister of Lord Ri\'ers. — According to the 
evidence of the Patent Rolls, he received numerous 
grants from the Crown, and consequently may well be 
sujjposed to have played no trifling part in the stirring 
events of the agitated age in which he existed. 

His devotional attitude in the brass, and that in 
which he appears in the memorial window of our third 

' Auno 4. Ed.v, IV. vide p. G2G b, vol. v. HoUs of Parlinmezjt. 
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plate (althoup;h in most monumental reprpaentations a 
mere conventional form), and the many and still en- 
during acts of munificence which enshrine his name at 
Ashford, in his case seem almost the natural expressions 
of a mind alive with gratitude to that divine I*ru\'idenco I 
which carried him through such vicissitudes, and idti'^ 
mately gave him rest, and restoration of affluence, iindi 
the happy union of the long ctmflicting Roses. 

We may reasonably suppose that when the romantic ' 
Edwai'd raised the siipplicating widow, and placed her 
at once on the throne of his affections and his realm, 
he drew around him all the adherents of her house, and 
among them Sir John Fogge ; for, bearing in remem- 
brance the fact that the first husband of Elizabeth de 
Woodville, Grey of Groby, perished as a Lancastrian 
in the second battle of St. Alban's, and that Sir John 
Fogge himself had been Keeper of the Wardrobe to 
the unfortunate Henry in the last year of his reign, we 
can scarcely fail to admit that his change of badge, from 
red to white, was due to this marriage. 

It is by no means improbable that Sir John may have 
been with his kinsman Grey in the battles of St. Alban's 
on the side of Henry, and wearing the red rose on the 
snow-clad field of Towton, and at the subsequent san- 
giiinaiy battle of Hexham, Aft^r which events occurred 
the maniage of Edwai-d, and with it the family changi 
we have suggested. 

At this period Sir John was a young man in th(S 
%'igour of life, and henceforth must have played a con*i 
spicuous part in the stiixing events of that distract* "" 
time, such as the banishment of Warwick and Clarencsi,! 
and their return, the ex])ulsion of Edward, and thaj 
restoration of the feeble Henry. 

Much as the passions were excited by these evend 
we will hope that, though cognizant of the end of I 
unha]>py innNter whom he once served, he in i 
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contributed to bring about the miserable death of that 
monarch, or the hard usage of the gallant Mai'garet. 
His counsels, if not his personal services, assisted doubt- 
less in the subsequent invasion of France, and the many 
curious negotiations which ensued. 

The trial and tragical end of the Duke of Clarence 
in the butt of Malmsey were events of his day, if not 
actually with his concurrence. Finally, it is very pro- 
bable that he was about the King during his last hours, 
and, as a near kinsman and faithful servant, was among 
those who pledged their fidelity to the interests of the 
infant successor and his brother. 

How, under the protectorship of the artful Gloucester, 
he escaped the fate of Hastings, Rivers, Grey, and 
others, seems surprising ; for no time was lost by Richard 
in the attainder of Sir John, and in depriving him of 
all his possessions.' Perhaps he lay concealed, or escaped 
abroad. Possibly he might have been found amongst 
the two thousand followers of Richmond, when he landed 
in England, or was one of those who immediately re- 
paired to his standard and played a part in the field of 
Boaworth ; for the removal of the attainder, and the 
restoration of his honours and estates, are eni-olled as 
occurring in the fiist year of Henry VII.' 

'Hie ensuing six years of his life seem to have been a 
period of peaceable possession of his restored fortimes, 
and to have been occupied in setting his house in order, 
and in preparing for the time of his departure, which 
occurred in 1499, the sixth year- of Heni-y VII. 

Some of the offices of Sir John Fogge have been al- 
ready alluded to, but it may bo well to observe some 
further particulars respecting him. The family of Fogge 
appear to have conic originally from Lancaster, and to 
have been brought into the possession of Kepton House, 
' Aniio I Eic. IT I. p, 216 r. vol. vi. RolU of Piirlininont. 
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and large Kentiah estates about Ashford, by moma^ 
with an heiress of tlie huusc of Valoignes. 

Sir John was more than once sheriif of the count) 
His benefactions to the town and church of Ashfotx 
were numerous and valuable, and, so far as we can i 
certain, were commenced in the later and more peaceable 
years of the reign of Edward IV., in whose time he 
founded the choml college. He restored or rebuUt the 
church, built the bell-tower, enriched the church-porch, j 
and greatly adorned the high-altar, and bestowed maa^ 
jewels; "all which," as the inscription observes, ' 
manifest to the sight, and to be kept in remembrance 
by posterity to the praise of the Lord." In order morei 
effectually to perpetuate the devotional deeds of 1 
life, he bequeathed to the town of Ashford, in tn 
lands and houses, for the maintenance of the repairs o£| 
the church and worship of God therein, which bequest 
at the present time produce about one hundred j 
twenty pounds a year. 

On the decease of Sir John, he was buried beneath a 
handsome altar-tomb whiclj still stands between the 
chancel and Fogge Chapel, and which appears to have 
retained until the days of Bering the greater portion of 
its original ornamentations : these consisted of brass 
effigies of himself and his two wives. He is attired in 
rich plate-armour, and decomted with the Yorkist collar I 
of suns and roses, with the white lion of Mai'che at-J 
tached.' His head reclines on his helmet, which ; 
adorned with mantlings and crest. At his feet sits 9 
Italian greyhound. On either hand lie his two wiv( 
each the counterpart of the other in attitude, featu: 
and attire, as in name. Their mantles arc fastened wia 
roses; at the feet of each crouches a dog with knottej 
leading-strings. On one of the three sides of the torn! 
wliich was enriched by panelling of Gothic arches, wei

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r three shields of arras, that to the right bearing Valoignes 

I impaling Fogge, which arrangement can only bo ac- 
counted for by some unknown maniage of a Valoignes 
with a lady of the family of Fogge, or by an error of the 
draughtsman in transcribing his notes, — dimidiating 
quarterly Fogge and Valoignes into Valoignes impaling 
Fogge. The centre shield had the aims of the first wife, 
Haut, and probably the third contained those of the 

I second wife, Kiriel. 

On the front of the tomb the centre ornament was an 
angel supporting an inscription-plate, within an endless 
circle formed of rose sapling sticks firmly bound toge- 
ther, perhaps to represent the stability of family unity, 
the ■vitalitj' of which is also indicated by four small 
sprouts of rose-branches with leaves and blossoms. On 
the tablet are inscribed the Latin verses which are given 
in our plate : the whole of tliis is on one piece of brass, 
and was for a length of time removed from the monument 
to a place in the wall of the church, but is now restored 
to the tomb. Four largo bosses of the united Roses pro- 
claimed a Yorkist's acquiescence in the peaceable con- 
clusion of intestine commotion. An inscription round 
the margin of the slab, of which only a part remained 
in the days of Bering, completed the memorial. It 
seems to have recorded " that Sir John was a special 
friend of Edward IV., .... and departed this world 

i universally esteemed by the common people." 

Bering has given us the notion that the figures were 

I of a large size, whereas, judging by the chasings stUl 
left in the stone, they were smaller than life ; they are 
now wholly gone, with the exception of the helmet and 
crest. It has been supposed that this destruction oc- 
curred at the same time the churchwardens, S. Worthy 
and another, defaced the high-altar, in 1644, or thirteen 
j'eai"S after Bering's notes were taken. 

Our next plate exhibits the oulUue of the complete 
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set of brasses which once existed iu 



memory 
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Fogge,Esq., the son of the above Sir Joliii. Of these only 
the labels, two children, and inscription-plate remain, 
thus inscribed ; — 

" Here under tliia stone lyeth the bodyes of Thorns Fogg, 
esqayer, lately Sergeant Porter unto the moate ItimoDS prtuoes 
Kinga Henry tlie VIJ. and the VIIJ., and Klifmr hi« wyf. "Hia 
whiche Thomas deceased the XVI. day of August, y" yea' of o* 
Lord M' V'= XII., and Eiiuno' deceased tbc day of 

the yea' of o' Lord M" V" on whose Soulea I.H.U. liavo 

nicy." 

Dering, though he gives this inscription, does not do 
so on the plate we have copied ; it was therefore more 
convenient to introduce it into our text, flaring com- 
pared the copy with the original brass, we find the spaces 
left for the date of the wife's decease were never filled 
up, which would lead to the conclusion that the wife 
surrived her husband ; but although every arrungement 
was thus made for burial with her late husband, when- 
ever her death might occur, from some accidental cii'- 
cumstance her interment took place elsewhere, or if 
with her husband, the insertion of the dates was care- 
lessly forgotten. 

Dering has misplaced the inscriptions on the labels, 
giving to the man the wife's, and to the wife the man's ; 
in other respects they are coiTectly rendered. The chil- 
dren should have been on the plinth between their 
parents, and the two lower shields of arms below the 
inscription. 

Of the historj- of this Thomas Fogge we have but lit- 
tle to record. The thorough exhaustion produced by the 
past tumultuous reigns doubtless predisposed him to in- 
action and rest. Probably his time was divided between 
the routine of a quiet court, and the peaceable enjoy- 
ment of his country possessions. The office of Serjeant- 
Poller, however, implies an appointment of trust, and 
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proves him to have been employed about the court in a 
confidential capacitj'. 

In full armour, his feet rest upon his crest, a unicorn ; 
his wife, without any accompaniment or distinction, is 
by his side. The first escutcheon bears the arms of 
Foggc ; the second Fogge impaling Browne, the coat of 
tile wife's family ; the thh-d \Vood%Tlle and Fogge im- 
paling Haut, which would seem to indicate that he was 
the son of Alice Haut, not of Alice Kiriel, as stated in 
iiie pedigrees, and that this Alice Haut had been the 
wife of a WoodvUle before she married Sir John Fogge, 
else the arrangement of the shield is a mere caprice ; 
we are not. however, in a position to off'er anything be- 
yond this conjecture. The fourth shield is that of 
Browne quarterly. 

By our third plate we are brought back to Sir John 
Fogge, who is represented in the coloured glass of a 
memorial window, northward in the cross aisle. He is 
kneeling at his devotions, in full annour, covered by 
a tabard of his arms, Fogge quarterly ivith Valoignes. 
Before liim lies an open missal upon a table covered 
with a cloth diapered with roses, and the rose, probably 
of York, is repeated as the boss on a pendant over his 
head. The back was a coloured diapering indicated by 
the letters B and P. At the side is the representation 
of a church, the badge of a builder or founder. This 
window was probably executed in the later years of 
Edwaid IV. 

In the north window of the gallerj' was a shield of 
the arms of Fogge impaling Haut, aud another of an 
unknown coat, gules a fess between six martlets or, with- 
in a bordoure of argent and sable. 

Amongst the coats of arms formerly in the windows 
of the minister's house is this,— Argent on a chevi'on 
between three boars' heads, gules a trefoil, or within a 
bordoure engrailed. Some correspondent may in our 
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next Volume be able to appropriate these two coats and 
more completely emblazon them. 

Our last plate is from the church of Willesborough, 
and presents us with the portraits of benefactors or 
builders. The inscriptions appear to have been very 
defective in Bering's time ; the surname in one, and the 
Christian name in the other, being lost, also the date. 
Unfortunately one of these persons for whose souls we 
are invited to pray, has no cognizance by which we may 
be assisted in filling up the gap, " Rici . . . Gen." Both 
name and tabard of the other indicate an individual of 
an ancient family flourishing in the period of Edward II., 
Brent of Charing : he was an ancestor of the Derings, 
and proprietor of the manor of Willesborough. Each of 
the above persons is praying before an open missal. The 
costume is that of the end of the fifteenth or beginning 
of the sixteenth century. 

Below these, the two figures kneeling present us with 
the portraits of Richmond Bare and his wife Juliana, 
for the repose of whose souls there occurs the usual in- 
vitation to pray : they are both in the civil costume of 
the early part of the sixteenth century. The Bares 
were of an ancient family, whose ancestor. Sir John 
Bare, was a knight of great reputation in the reigns of 
Richard I. and Henry III. The Bare here represented 
was of the Mote House, Sevington, who died in 1463, 
or possibly his son.

■ to the repairs of Rochester Castle in the time of Ed- 

wai-d III., one of which we here present to our readers. 

Although on the Pipe, and in other miscellaneous 

Rolls, we have general entries of repairs done to this 

fortress, yet they furnish us ■nith very few particulars. 

The Roll before us is the earliest record with which we 

are at present acquainted, in which the details of repairs 

I to this Castle axe minutely given.' Tliey are thus

In K communication with Mr. Eussoy on this subject, he writes, — " The 
atones specified are Uaidstone rag, Boughton, Beer.

a hard strong stone, which woold bear the journey in a finished state,

MONUMENT IN FOLKESTONE CHURCH. 

The engra^Tiig wMch we have here the gratification of 
presenting to our readers, is copied fi^om an exquisitely 
beautiful di-aw-ing of an ancient monument in Folkestone 
Church, by Edwaed Blore, Esq., the distinguished artist 
and antiquary, who, with a rare liberality, has taken it 
from his own unrivalled collection, and most kindly 
placed it at our disposal to illustrate our present Volume. 
'ITie monument stands against the north wall of the 
chancel, and is in a very dilapidated state, mthout arras 
or inscription to identify it with any mdi^idual or family. 
We are left therefore entirely to conjectwej who it is to 
whose memory tliis sumptuous tomb has been raised. 

Mr. Blore unhesitatingly rejects Hasted's supposition, 
that it is " for one of the Fiewnes family, a Constable 
of Dover Castle and Warden of the Cinque Ports;" 
the monument evidently belonging to a period much 
later than that to which Hasted's conjecture could be 
applicable; and we agree with Mr. Blore, that the 
ownership of the monument must rather be sought 
among the Lords of Folkestone, or of some of its depen- 
dent manors. 

The first step in our inquiry, then, must be an en- 
deavour to obtain a con-ect account of the descent of 
the manor and barony of Folkestone, and an authentic 
record of its successive lords down to the time when the 
monument was probably erected;' which, in Mr. Blore 's

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Opinion, was the latter part of the reign of Edward ] 
or very early in Edward III. 

In the Inquisition, on the death of Hamo de Ckeve- 
C(BUB, taken at Folkestone, on 16th April, 47 
in., A.D. 12G3, the Jury return- 
That Haho de Crevecieub died seized of eight hundred and 
twenty-five acres in hia dotutun, pertaining to the nmnor of 
Folkestone, as of tlie inheritance of his wii'e, Matilda de Ave- 
BENCHES (who was heir to her brother, Wu-LiAM DE Avebenches, 
in the barony of AvEBENCHia) ; that her eldest daughter, Aqseb, 
was married to John dk Samdwtco ; that hor second dstighter, 
IsoLDA, had married NiCBOWfi de Leneam, and, by him, had a 
son, John, now ogeA twelve; that her third daughter, Elena (or 
Elenob), was married to Beetbam de Criol;' and that her 
fourth daughter was married to Henry de Gaitnt; that tlio siud 
three danghters and the said son of Nicholab de Le?iham were 
her nest heirs, " et debent tenere totum prcdictum manericm de 
PoLEESTOfTB, cum pertinentiis auis, de domino Rege, in oapite, 
per Baroniam." 

The next evidence which we shall quote in tracing 
the descent is a document preseiTed among the " luqiii- 
fiitiones post mortem," being an " Extent" or survey of 
the manor of Folkestone, taken 55 Hen. III., i.e. A d. 
1270-1271 (see Esc. 55 Hen. HI., No. 34), eight yeara 
later than the Inquisition just cited, to the following 
effect, viz. — 

That on the Monday " post dominicam qua cantatur roias do- 
mino " (? Monday after the second Sunday after Easter, i.e. 
20th April), 55 Hen. III. (a.d. 1271), on a division of the in- 
heritance of Matilda Daveeenches, the Manor of Folkstosb, 
with its purtenancea and the advowaons of the churches, fell 
to the purparts of John db Sandwico and Bertram db Cbiol, 
in the name of Aonbs and Alianor, the eldest [aTMiafamm)

Four years later, in the Hundred Rolls, S Edw. I., — 

The Jury retnrn that Sir John de Sanowico and Sie Bkb- 
TRAM DB Cbioll hold the barony of Folkstone of the King, in 
cajiHe, whereof the said Sir John de Sandwico haa seven fees, 
and Sir Bertram de CrioU seven fees, and that they hold in 
common^ [commit dU't) the hundred of Folkstone, by 20». per 
annum, to be paid to the King, by the liandB of the Sheriff. 

Thus far, it seems that the two coheirs, on the partition 
of the inheritance, took the barony in divided moieties 
of seven fees each, and the hundred in undivided moie- 
ties. In the same way, in a Plea of Liberties, on the 
Quo Waranto Roll, 7 Edw. I., they claim to hold to- 
gether the hundred of Folkestone of the King in capite. 

Sixteen years later, on the " OriginaUa " Roll, 1 9 Edw. 
I., rot. 6, we have this entry (12th Feb., A.D. 1290-1, i.e. 
twenty-eight years after the Inquisition on the death of 
Matilda Daverenches) : — 

" Bex commisit Ricardo Fihol et Johanni de Mose, euutodiam 
HANEEii DE FoLKEBTAN, cum pertineutiis, quod est in manu Regis, 
ratione minoris etatis JnLLANE filie et heredls Johani4IS de 
Sandwico defiincti, qui de Rege tenuit in capite, usque legitimam 
etntem prodicte Jdliane.

Here, then, it is clear that, however the lands may 
have been apportioned among the four cohehs of Ma- 
tilda D'AvEKENCHES, the eldest, Agnes, had taken the 
" caput manerii," according to the doctrine laid down, p. 
31, supra ; for lier eon and successor, John de Sandwico,

his wife (who still survives), of the King, by fee-farm of 10«. per 
annum. That he held the manor of Newinoton, near Eythb, 
of the same inheritance ; and that John, son of the said Bbk- 
TRAM, ia his next heir, and aged thirty -four years. 

In a Plea on the Quo Waranto Rolls, 6 Edw. II, (aM 
1313), rot. 1-d,— 

JoBN DE Seqrave and Joliaka his wife, and Richabd de Eo- 
KESLB and Joan hia wife, are gammoned to answer by what war- 
rant they claim to have the hundred of Folkstone, " emendos 
assise panis et cei-eviaie," etc., "visum franci plegii, aok et 
toll, infungenthef, furcaa," etc, etc. etc., " in omnibus doininJcis 
terns suis de Folkstone, Terlingham," etc. They answer, that 
this aaid manor of Folkstone, of which Teblingham is a limb, 
waa once in the seisin of Matilda db Ateeenches, who died 
thereof aeiweJ ; that after her death they descended to AoiJSS, 
Aliaxork, Isolda, and Isabella, as her daughters and heirs ; tJiat 
Isabella was dead without issue, her purpart falling to the other 
three sisters; that in the division between the coheirs, the suid 
manor with its said limb were assigned to the purparts of the 
said AoNES and Alianobk. From AoNES, the right of her pur- 
part dcHceudt'd to her son John, as eon and heir, and from the 
said John to the claimant Jduaka. That from the fnritsiud

In an Inquisition at Loden, Norfolk, lOtli Februi

nor of Loden in Norfolk, ete. etc., and died 23rd Sept., 
23 ¥Aw. III.; and that John de Segrave, " dorainua dc 
Segrave, consanguiueus pivdicli Johannis, est heres ejus," 
ia his next heir therein, and is thlrtj' years old and more. 
The conclusions to be gathered from these different 
records, secra to be these : — That the Barony of Folkb- 
BTONE, with the manor and hundred, fell to the four 
daughter and coheiresses of Matilda de Averenches, 
on the death of her husband, IIamo de CitEVECffiUR (the 
tenant by courtesy for life), 47 Hen. III., a. D. 1263. 
That in 60 Hen. HI., A.n. 1271, a division of the inhe- 
ritance was made, by which tlie Barony of Folkestone, 
and its manors and purtinancies, were assigned as the 
pui-i)art8 of the two eldest daughters, viz. Agnes, mfe 
of JiiiiN DE Sandwich, and Alianohb, wife of Bertram 
he ('lUOL. In this dinsion, the eldest, Agnes, seeras to 
have taken, us of right, tlio " caput manerii,"— the manor 
of P'olkestone. — -wliile its limb.TERLiNGHAM, was assigned 
to lier sister Amanuhe. The other demesnes and pur- 
tinancies were jirnbably then regularly apportioaetl be- 
tween them. The hundred of Folkestone, with its frau- 
chises, seems not to have been divided, but to have In 
held " in common" between the heira and their respecti' 
representatives ; and in this stale of undivided moietii 
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it e\"idently remained in 17 Edw. II., at which period 
an apportioimicut of Alianore de Criol's half of the 
inheritance had become necessaiy by its descent to her 
grandchildi'en, the two daughters and coheiresses of 
Richard de Hokesle. 

From the above authentic history of the descent of 
the manor, and from the fact that these Segraves were 
actually styled Loeds op Folkestone, and that the last 
of them, if not both, were resident in the palace of the 
manor' verj* early in Edward III.s reign ; we can hardly 
doubt that the monument is that of Sm John de Se- 
GRAVE, Lord of Folkestone, the last of that Ime of Lords 
of Folkestone, who died 23 Edw. III., and who is most 
specifically recoi-ded as " of Folkstone." 

Since the completion of the above remarks, I have 
been favoured with the following communication from 
Mr. Blore, whose authority on such subjects is too gi'eat 
to justify the omission of his letter. lie says :— 

" I should have no doubt of your being right in assigning tho 
FoUtstone effigy to one of the SEOBAVEa, as the documents to 
which you refer locate that family there so distinctly. The only 
difficulty I hftve is, the style of tho armour, which, as far as my 
experience goes, belongs to the period of late Edw. II. or 
very early Edw. m.; I should rather think the former. It 
hft8 occurred to rae, that there is a remarkable rcaemblonco be- 
tween this effigy and the mutilated one in St. Clement's, Sand-

In the Korthwood Gene-alogical RolJ, p. 16, supra, the miuTiago Bcttle- 
tneut of Sir Roger de Northwodo with Eliialieth. daughli^r of Sir John de 
Begrafe, 25tb June, 5 Edw. UI., a.d. 1331, is cited as signed at Folre- 
STONB, which ie a strong indication that Sitt John db Seobatb was then 
actually resident there. 

On the Close BoUs (Eot. Claus., 22 Edw. III.. No. 29), 22 Edw. III., 
A.D, 131S, there is a grant to John de Segrave, of two raarkela in Folke- 
itone. and he is styled therein John db SEOEiVE, of Folkebtonb, aa he 
is also styled in the Inqniaition taken at Cnnlerbiuy, 23 Edw. HI., and 
1)000 of flie others are imid to he " of Folltstone." 
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wiCH, and the Laveboce in Ash Chnrch — ^though there is great 
variety in the detail. There is a De Sandwich one also^ in the 
Hospital at Sandwich^ which I have not seen^ not knowing of 
its existence when I was there ; this may, possibly, further illus- 
trate the subject. What occurs to me is, that, if the dates of 
the three first effigies agree, they may assist in identifying each 
other, provided the date of any one can certainly be ascertained. 
Besides which, if they can all be embraced in the same article,^ 
it will add much to its value, though it will increase your labour, 
for which, perhaps, you will not thank me. It strikes me, with 
regard to these effi^es, as weU as those at Winchelsea, that they 
all, more or less, belong to official personages. Admirals of the 
Cinque Ports, Constables of Dover Castle, and such-Uke ; and 
the evidence in favour of Bichabd db Eokeslb (who died a.d. 
1820, 14 Edw. II., see Inquisition, p. 137 supra) being an official 
character, has induced me very much to select him as the person 
represented at Folkestone, added to his family connection with 
the place, and the style of the armour being suitable to the 
period.^' 

In another communication, Mr. Blore observes : — 

" In its perfect state, this must have been a very handsome 
monument. The mourners on the side of the tomb, though very 
much defaced, are designed in the varied attitudes and costumes 
of those on the tombs of Aylmer de Valence, Lady Montacute, 
and other monuments of the same period. The details of the 
effigy are nearly obliterated ; but, as far as they can be made 
out, they correspond with numerous examples of the same 
period.^

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HSOOTERT OF A ROMANO-BRITISH CEMETERY 
AT WBSTBOROUGH, MAIDSTONE.

'lUB cemetery appeai-s to have been rich in its contents, 
d would, no doubt, have proved very illustrative, had 
lot by far the greater portion of the objecta found been, 
through absolute neglect, broken in pieces, dispersed, 
and lost. The follomng are neaiiy all the particulars 
wliich can be collected in reference to it. 

The cemetery appears to have occupied a long and 
.ther narrow slip of ground, about one hundred and 
fifty feet by thirty, Ijing across the river, in the part of 
Maidstone parish called Westborougb, and according to 
the map of Maidstone, four hundred and ninety-five 
yards west by north of All Saints church. It lay on 
the top of the bank of the former Tunbridge and Maid- 
stone i-oad, which is now removed to another direction, 
lore to the north, and the site is part of the new nur- 
'ry-ground of Mr. Epps, lying nearly parallel to his 
ircing-house for exotics, which indeed stands on a part 
llie eastern half of the cemetery only has been 
:en up. The remainder is crossed by a road, and 
being laid out and partially planted for nursery pur- 
poses, has not been disturbed. Strictly speaking, only 
one interment was found out of the limits assigned 
the cemetery, which appeared to be by the side 
»f a. pathway lined with stones, extending in nearly 
north-east and south-west direction, and approaching 
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the cemetery from the river. This pathway was « 
covered on the ground bemg deeply trenched. The( 
diggings and mo^^ng of the ground continued from 
about November, 1S59, to February or March, 1860. 

The quantity of ground to be trenched or otherwiso3 
moved being considerable, namely some five or six acres, 
the chief object of the workmen was evidently to get 
on as fast as possible with their task ; nor did their 
foremen or directoi-s, though otherwise men of intelli- 
geuce, appear to have been in anjTvise sensible that the J 
objects found were of the least consequence, or worthy' 
of any particular notice. Thus no pains whatever were 
taken in extracting the various objects from the earth, 
or preserving them from being dashed to pieces by the 
workmen's tt>ols; and so little was tlioiight of the dis- 
covery, that it was almost entirely unmentioned in the 
atljoining town for some considerable time. The ruth- 
less destruction which took place, leaves me but a short 



As a general summary, and on a somewhat rough 
calculation, about twenty-tive or thirty skeletons were 
dug up ; as a cart-load of bones was mentioned as re- 
moved ; and about one hundred and fifty urns, or sepul- 
cliral vessels, including some of glass, were met with, as 
also coins, as it was said, in gold, silver, and copper, 
were obtained : though I could not ^'erify this last pai"- 
ticular myself, not having succeeded in jiurchaeing or 
meeting with a single one of them. The purpose of 
the workmen, as the reader will easily imagine from the 
previous observations, was by no means to dig down 
beyond their required depth, in search of urns or anti- , 
quities ; we have therefore no means of knowing howl 
much of this natui-e they may have passed over, undi 
covered in the progress of tlieir work. I vnli |)re8entj 
enter into a short detail of what the objects whicii wen 
found principally consisted. 
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A very noticeable circumstance connected mtli this 
Maidstone, or rather Westborough cemeteiy, is, tliat it 
is exclusively Romano-British. These, from some cause 
not easily assignable, are far more rarely met Avith than 
those of the Anglo-Saxons. We find that Faussctt, in 
£ast Kent, examined seven extensive cemeteries, of which 
six were Anglo-Saxon, and only the seventh Eomano- 
British, thongh partially Anglo-Saxon likewise. A rea- 
son may be, that the Saxons did not always respect the 
sites of the burial-places of the former inhabitants when 
they wanted them for other pui-poses, but nsed up their 
sarcophagi, and other stonework of these repositories, if 
they required them (see Bede's ' Ecclesiastical History,' 
book iv. 19, and Mr. C. R Smith's 'Collectanea Anti- 
qua,' vol. i. p. 1 88J. At other times, again, they used 
these places of sepulture for themselves, which had the 
effect of obliterating former interments. 

Another thing to be observed in this cemetery is, that 
ihe inteiinents are partly pagan and partly Christian. 
The burning the dead, and urn-burial, denote the former, 
and the skeletons the latter, as is now universally agreed 
since tlie late Mr, Kemble's admissions on the subject, 
published in the Journal of the Archaeological Institute 
for 1855, No. 48. However, as to the distinction of 
pagan and Christian, 1 have met with nothing among 
the things found at the cemetery which could be con- 
sti-ued as being a sjTnbol of Christianity. Tlie popular 
tion which supplied tlie interments was apparently a 
limited number of families, who resided near the bridge 
or in the environs, of whom a relic, a small statuette or 
figure of Sylvaims, is engraved in our Vol. I. p. 166, 
which was found some three hundred yards to the north- 
east of the cemetery, in the gai-den of the foimer hos- 
pital of Newark. 

Such details as could be procured have been collected 
respecting Roman Maidstone in our first Volume, pp. 

VOL. 11. L 
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164-175, from which the relative situation of the pi 
cemetery, with respect to the supposed former site of 
the Roman military station, VagniacEe, at the uorth-west 
extremitj' of the present town, and distant nearly a mile, 
can be sufficiently understood. There were, of course, 
numerous outlying hamlets, villas, and agricultural 
dwellings in communication with every Roman town or 
station ; and the fonner existence of these is generally 
ascertained by the discovery of foundations, or of coins, 
or of objects of potterj', or of an ornamental nature. 
Accordingly, traces of Roman occupation have been 
found in various localities within a mile or two of the 
town, as in Hayle Place grounds, Postley Fields, Ailing- 
ton Fields, Grove Green, and Vinter's Park. Our pre- 
sent cemetery takes its place among these as one of the 
number connected with the former station. 

No traces of Roman foundations have ever been re- 
corded as having come to light at Westborough ; but we 
see from the experience of the present discoveries how 
easily they may have been overlooked. Two hills, or de- 
clivities of the ground, on either side of the Med\\'ay, 
approached each other where the original Romano-British 
hamlet, near the present bridge, may be considered to 
have been situated, which made a fa^'ourable place for 
the passage of the river ; since below, on the site of the 
Fair Meadow, was a small lake or sheet of water, aa was 
sliown by a deep longitudinal cutting made through it 
in the year 1852, for the purposes of the Public Baths 
and Washhouses ; whilst immediately above, opposite the 
Palace, Church and College, there was another lake of 
some fifteen acres in extent, formed by the sjireading of 
the channel of the river. These lagoons, or sheets of 
water, now mostly verdant meadows, were shown to be 
rather numerous along the ancient course of the Medway, 
by the borings for the jjrojected atmospheric railway 
in 1848. The hamlet, then, or dwellings, to wliicli tlio 
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Roman Cemetery at Westborough belonged, would ap- 
pear to have been connected with the ferry or other 
passage across the river in those times, in this its nar- 
rowest part ; it being sufficiently known that the present 
bridge was not bnilt till long after the C'onquest. 

I need not say much on the subject of the date of this 
cemetery, coneludiug that it extended through the 
greater part of the period of Roman occupation : that 
is, beginning with the Emperor Antoninus, or about the 
year 150, down to the Saxon invasion, when, by the year 
473, the Britons in Kent were either di'iven away, or 
thoroughly subdued, and the Anglo-Saxons occupied 
their places. 

The objects found, as far as they have come to notice, 
may be now described,— 

I. A large eai-thenware um, of the species called " Olla," (by 
estimfttioii) about one foot eleven inches in diameter, and rather 
more in height. It contained a globe of green glass, about ten 
and a half inches in diameter, which was filled wilh fragments 
of human bones. These glass glohes are not nucoramon with- 
out handles ; the present specimen however had two very broad 

es, set opposite to each other, and fluted. I conclude the 
pattern of this is rare, as I cannot find that any have been before 
found of the same form. The Olla was destroyed by a stroke 
of a mattock, and the same fate awaited the glass globe ; some 
fragments of this last however were preserved by Mr. Barling, 
of Maidstone, to whom the Society is indebted for the first in- 
timation of the existence of these interments. 

II. Other glass vessels were found, but, aa it should seem, not 
preserved. Among which was a canthams, or libation vessel or 
jug, with a long narrow neck, about nine inches high, and in 
good preservation, except the handle. This specimen of ancient 
art, becoming the property of one of the labourers, was a few 
days afterwards, on tho family moving, consigned, with two 
urns, to the parish dustman. 

III. Samian ware. There is a patera of this species of pot- 
tery, of the unomamented kind, in Mr. Barling's possession. 
The maker's name is stamped upon it, very plain to be read, — 
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IV. Urns, sepulcliral vessels, bottles of a rounded shape, pa- 
teras, drinking-cups of the ancient form, ampullaB, cruets, etc. 
etc., all in a veiy common sort of earthenware. Of these, Mr. 
Barling has seven or eight specimens, more or less perfect ; two, 
also, are in my possession. I may refer to plates ix. and x., vol. i., 
of Mr. C. Roach Smithes ' Collectanea Antiqua,' for some good 
representations of these kinds of objects, as also for a great 
variety of them. 

V. A ring, three inches and a quarter in diameter, of a species 
of bituminous shale, otherwise brown jet. This ring, which is 
in my possession, is of a thick form, the hoop or round of it 
measuring half an inch, notwithstanding its interior surface has 
been worked away, and made quite flat. The other dimension 
of the round or hoop, which likewise has been flattened on one 
of its sides to the extent of an eighth of an inch, measures 
three-quarters of an inch. One of these rings, but larger and 
more ornamented, is engraved in Douglas's ^ Nasnia Britannica,' 
plate xiv. flg. 1. Antiquaries are not decided as to their use. 
They have been suggested as being artnillce, that is, ornaments 
worn on the arms ; and, again, as rings through which the hair 
was passed in female head-dress. Jet (in Latin gagates) was 
used as a charm, as we flnd by ancient authorities, which would 
not have interfered with either of the above uses. These rings 
are rather rare. In the present case a skeleton wa^ found, 
towards the middle of which lay the bones of a dog, with this 
ring between ; at least, so the account was given, which also 
added that nothing else was found.

hertie wise I thank your grace, assuering you that unlea I had had 
in your gracia undoubted favors and beiugnite towardis me verey 
singulier trust ajid confidence to write without displeasure, not 
only the playnea of my mynde, but also suche reportoa as were 
brought unto me, I wold in no wise have attempted to disclose 
my said mynd and reportes so openly. 

And where your grace adviseth me from henafurth to give 
lesse credence to all thoea that have made auche untrue reaportes 
as bee contejmed in my said letters, studieng more to make divi- 
sion than to noriashe good amite and accorde bitwixt your grace 
and me. Suerly albeit I rehersed in my said letters suche rea- 
portes as were writen and spoken unto me, and none otherwise, 
as I shall anuBWore affore god, yet I trust it cannot bee gatberd 
of my said letters that I gave any firnie credence to thoes re- 
port. For nnfaynedly whatsoever aurmiaes ainister reportes or 
insinaations have been made or sbalbe made unto me, by what* 
soever menys they com, they have not, and shall not rayae, 
kendyll, or ingender in me any part of grudge of mjTide towardes 
your grace, oreJs any myatmat in your siuguher goodnes, favors, 
and benivolence towardes mo, which evidently towardes me and 
myne by substanciall experiment appereth dayly more and more, 
which your graces manifold good dedea bee more depcly fastened 
in myne hert and remembrance, than can bee reinf)ved hy a 
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wordes or renportea whiche your graces goodnes I am not ahle '

only apperteyiied to the jurisdiction of my prerogative, 
that without any bi'eche of the said composition. If any li 
wol afhrme and prove the same, snerly be hath seen other lawi 
or other iinders tending of lawea than 1 could ever know or p 
coyvB, and yet I have taken some payno to loko for suche ma- 
tiers.

And certaynly the good Acts past this session deserve 
as much as wee have payd. I conlease, if it bee lawfnll for 
me to speak my owne thoughts, the thing I most mislike in 
our payments is, that the two howsea are as well expenditors 
as grauntors of them, w''' I apprehend is a poj*nt may prove 
dangerous ; for certaynly your nwe officers must eat up muc]^< 
of what wee pay, beesides what else. 

" But as for that you write is endeavoured about Epi 
pacy, 1 professe I see a groat tempest hanging over y* 
<lonie ; for beesiilea y' remoe^-ing ordination from y" Bishu^' 
questiouk'sse that will give our iwlversariea advantagi 
could never fixe it as not Apostolicall in tliis Church, and w] 
I nm persuaded, y* King and Lords will never be induced 
pafiae, 1 doo tuko many things annexed to their calling 
absolutely spirituall, yet not so proper for lay mon to 
w"'. But to let that passe,. — where you nay it is desired 
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Ecclesiastique care may have a paynfull resident preacher, 
none of w^ to have lesse than an hundred pound a jceit, 
treble, quadruhle, or more, etc' This is, auer, a thing to bee 
hoped rather then expected. Truly no honest conscientious 

.n but doth wish, when the great inundation happened on y" 
icclesiaatiques in Henry y* 8"" tyme, many appropriations, 
w"' the religious bowses to w^ they perteyned, coming to y° 
Crowne, but y' the Parlyament would have given them to y* 
Parishes to v/'^ they first beelonged ; but they beeing now in 
Lay hands, I see no possibOyty of doeiiig it, unlease by applying 
that little remayns from Bishops and Cathedrall churches to 
y* parochiall incumbent, W' is y' I can not desire ever to see 
done ; first, in respect of y^ revenue of y' crowne ; for I hold

8 v.l Edw^ runtnvr'-rat oji- 
prensa ;' Heyward' that Edward y° G"" debts were snyd to bo 
251,000 pounds; and this, after ao large contribntiona, as, for 
my part, I can not reckon the troaaure spent in fiufteene years, 
what in snbaidieB, fiefteenths, and other graiints, Icsse {rather 
more) then y* value of Iialf y' kingdome to bee sold, I shall 
conclude this long letter w''' one observation : that whilst the 
Church was ritch (in taking away or altering whose estatca, I 
doe not onety looke at them, but myself; for who doth from 
one may from y° other), there was no compulsory Act for re- 
lieving y° Poore, growne now so numerous, as you well know 
how burthensome thoy are. I have heard, y^ 'd9 Eliz., there 
was not lesae than eleven bylla propounded for their reliefe.

43. Whilst wee lay thus Lmpiizoiicd, dayly attendillj 
what would bee done w"' \is, Mr. Bciijon, a wort 
citizen, now Sir George Beiiion, empeached by I 
Commons, for somewhat concerning a potition thi 
mislikod, came to a censure beefore the Lords, — in whi 
kind ho was culpable I can not now say,^ — but, bceu| 
fined, and by them committed to the Tower, I hoard i 
Member aske the Bhick Kod, wliitlier liis tiuo wore to 
y* King or to bee employetl towanls y' Irish wars now 
broken out. It was answered, all fines were to hys 
Mat? ; to w''' he re])iycd, he would have had hym lost

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hya hand for it. This was spoken by Mr. George 
Peard, a Lawyer who, notwithstanding his beeing one 
of y* severest men you could meete w"', told me the 
, Howse of Commons could distinguish beetweene faults, 
that he saw very little against me. 

44. Yet, for that onely (however, not impeached), I 
was, w"" others, committed, lay at a place in Covent 
Garden, such as y* Sergeant assigned us, all in one 
howse, tyl, y' 8"" April, I procured a petition, beeing 
not very well, and in a streight howse, to bee delivered 
to J* howse of Commons, shewing — 

That, having beeiie committed to their Sergeant, and 
remeyned in hys custody many days, to y" prejudice of 
my helth, examyned on severall articles, to w"'' I had 
declared my knowledge, I did desii'e that, beeing in- 
tiiTue of body, they would bee pleased to accept of Bayl 
for my appearance, at such tjme as they should think 
fit, I beeing very sorry to have had hand in any thing 
b hath offended y' hon''*' howse, etc. 

45. Upon it, y* 9 Apiil I was bayled, and so was 
[ M' Spencer (S' Geoi^e Stroode Ijing longer), but were 
I not to goe at all into Kent, nor more than 8 or ten 

miles out of London. As for bayling men by Order 

' of y'' howse of Commons, it was never before this 

Parlyament ; neither is it any formall way, by entiing 

into Recognizance, as in Courts of Record (an undoubted 

signe they have not an absolute illimited power in 

' committing), but by giving bond to their Sergeant, 

f who requyred of me, (by their dii'ections I suppose,) no 

lease then xx'? thousand Pounds for my appearance w'^'in 

four and twenty houres after I should bee called for by 

the howse. Truly the summe was so immence, 1 at 

first resolved to lye by it; for who could 1 procure to 

I enter into so vast an Obligation ? But beeing told it 

was onely forme, not really good in Law if it could be 

examjTied by it. would never be looked after, and find- 
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ing my very noble friends, my unltle, Francis j 
and S' Robert Filraor,' ready to jojii, each in a boo 
of 5,000', and myself of 10,000', I did, in y* end, sal 
mit unto it, though tyed not to make a steppe : 
Kent. 

46. "WTiere now much endeavour was had, to make thff 
Country disclaym the former petition ; and, for y' end, to 
j^ next Quarter Sessions (w"'' beegan on Tuesday, April 
y" 19, at Maydstone) there came y' had not of some tyme' 
usually appeered on j* Bench ; but they met w"' so great 
contradiction, and so earnest an affirming by many, that 
it did couteyn y* desires of )■* County, there was nothing 
considerable could bee effected by them to stop the 
subscrj^bing of it,' W'' went on cheerefully, and on y' day 
appoynted, it was brought up by many. When they 
came to y" Bridge, they found y" Gate of it shut against 
them by y* Sheriff of l-ondon, and there they were forced 
to quit their swords, bccfore they might bee admitted to 
enter y* Cyty ; so much mislyked it was to see men not 
willing to combyne w"' j-^ bowse of Commons in ruining 
the present government in Church or State ; or rather, 
that it did appeere, there were had so much wit, as to fore- 
see the commanding by Votes, Orders, Ordynances, and 
not by Lawes, must terminat in an enslaving them and 
their posteryty ; and so much coui-age as to let them 
know they would not wUlingly contribute to their owne 
misery. 

47. After this petition, w''' they entended thus to 
have styfled, was delivered, and they saw y" worst was 
intended, I beegan to be a suitor for liberty to goe into 
Kent, (where 1 had left my uife JUe and great w"' chyld,)

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w"* after some tyme T obtej-ned, and y^ 17 May returnetl 
to my howse, there resohing to live quyately and meddle 
as little as possible w"' any buisinesse whatsoever ; Yet, 
beeiug a Justice of Peace, and haWng a trjall, I went to 
y* Assizes then next follomng, in July 1642, of \V*', bee- 
ing the last publique meeting I was ever an actor in, it 
will bee necessary to make particular mention. 

48. Seeing thus drawne to Maydstone, there came to 
th' Assizes a veiy large Committee of y* Howse of Cora- 
mouB ; all I think had any reference to y^ County of 
Kent and were members of it (unlesse old S' Henry 
Vane): I asked one, to whome 1 was well known, what 
the intent was of so many gentlemen's coming from j* 
Parlyament ? He told me, about somewhat had reference 
to y* peace of y" County, This increased my wonder ; 
it beeing in a firme peace, w"'out any probabylyty of 
other ; except some of y* Parlyament's faction made it 
otherwise. After dinner, the Justices of Peace received 
this Order, and these instructions from y^ sayd Committee, 
as coming fiom the Howse of Commons. 

" Die Veneris, 22° Jclii 1&12. 
"Whereas this howse hath beenc credibly informed, tliat 
some ills affected persons, with in the County of Kent, iirc now 
endeavouring to disperse rumors to the scandall of the Parlya- 
ment, and to censure their proceedings against the promoters 
of y' late dangerons Petition, and that they have plotted for 
this purpos to meete at th' Assizes, the farther to extend their 
tnalitions designes ; It is therefore thought tit, and ordered, by 
the sayd Howao, that S' Edward Uales,' S' Henry Heyman,' & 
Edward Partridge,' S' Tliomas Peyton,* S' Thomas Walsing- 
ham,' S' Henry Vane,* Sen' et Jun',' S' Francis Bamham,* S' 
Peter Wroth," S' Norton Knatchbul!,"" S' Humfry Tufton," S'

The Instructions w^*" they acquainted us w"', were 
these, — 

" 49. You shall acqnaynt the Justices of Peace at the Bench 
w"' the contents of this Order, and let them know, that, out of 
y* howse'a tender care and affection to y" peace of that County, 
and the Kingdome, they have sent you downe w* Order and 
luatructiona, to use aU lawfiill wayes and means to presei-ve the 
sayd County, not onely in peace amongst themselves, but in a 
right understanding of the proceedings of Parlyament ; and doe 
not doubt of their reftdyneeae to comply w"' the desiro of thia 
howee therein."' 

Then &om themselves was added,— 

" It is desired, according to the Instructions of y" Howse 
Commons, that you will give your best ayde and asaistaaoi 
this Committee, in their performance of the commands o 
Howse, expressed in their Order herewith delivered : 

" 'ITiat, to this End, this Committee may bee seated a 
Bench, sutable to y' auctoryty and trust they represent, t 
ready to performe the commands of the howse, as ( 
shall requyre." 

50. The Committee, coming from Westminster, tha

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armed, first made tlieir publique appearance on y' Bench 
on Satui'day. July y' 23, in y aftenioone ; when tliey de- 
sired, by S' Henry Heyraan, their Speaker, a printed or- 
der, touchinge the illegalyfy of hys Ma*"' Commission of 
Array, might bee openly read ; w'^'' M' Justice Mallet 
(though he spake not one word as approving of it) did 
not think fit to give way uuto, conceiving hys power bee- 
ing derjTed unto hym by y*" Great Seal, he could not 
Bcbuit of ought came not that way. 

51. On Munday y* 25 July, S' Edward Hales, and some 
others, made a shewe of coming to j* Bench ; but the 
Court beeing just risen, they applyed themselves to y' 
Judge, who wished what they would impart to hym 
might bee publick beefore all y* Justices of y* Peace: 
aud, to y' end, sent to them to meete at his lodging after 
dinner, whither the C'ommittee soon after came, S' Henry 
Vane, Jun., beeing their month, who told hym he was 
" to impart somenhat unto hym from the Howse of 
Commons." To v^^' in eff'ect he answered, "That he 
came thither to administer Justice agreable to y" Law, 
tliat any thing concui-ring w"" that, aud coming fi'om y' 
body he should willingly embrace, and desired to know 
whither that they had to say to hym might not bee pub- 
lick." It was replyed, " it should bee afterwards ; but 
tliey first thought tit to acquaynt hymself v,-'^ it." On 
w''' he asked " whither it did not conccme the King V 
The answer was, " Not more then all things perteyning 
to y* government of y^ Kingdome." Upon this S' Henry 
Vane and h)'raself went into a private roome together, 
'(whether any others were w"" them I can not now call 
to iriynde) Btayd there prj-vately about half an hourc ; 
when they came out, what had past beet^veene them was 
read to us, beeing in effect denyalls to what had beene 
propounded unto hym; and then these former Orders 
and Instructions were made knowne to y' Justices of 
-peace. 
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52. Who the same aftemoone fell into a sadde an9 
serious consideration what answer was fit for them to re- 
tume. One was drawne ; but, as that w""'' issues frnm 
heads of differing tempers doth not ever pleas aU, (but 
is eyther too long, too short, something or other will 
^vant, or abound.) so that thus framed was cast on the 
table, where it lay as y' was not approved, yet i 
taking it in hand to reforme ; upon this 1 tooke it B 
thinking onely to abbreviate it for my owne satisfactioi 
as indeed I held it somewhat too long ; when I had done, 
I read it to them, and I know not by what fate, it i 
generally so well liked as, very few words altered < 
added, it was delivered to y* Committee.

" ] . That the first demand beeing grownded (aa wee conceive) 
Qpon nuHinformaticiii, and in it a great aspersion layd on this 
County, wee uot knovring of any such endeavors as are expressed, 
it beeing, as wee hope, likely to continue in a secure peace 
his Ma"" Justices of y" Peace, having their auctoryty coi 
unto them under the Great Seal of England, dare not, in 
execution of it, joyn w* any not so authorized. 

"2. That beeing demanded this Committee may sit apon 
Bench for y" performing y" commands of y* Howse of Commons, 
(unknowne to ub,) wee doe not know what place may bee sntable 
to the authoryty and trust they represent; nor that wee have*: 
power to place any on y* Bench not sent thither by y* like 
toryty wee sit there," 

53. But these giving no satisfaction, the 26 of Jul 
1642, the Committee replyed thus, and sent it u« byl 
Norton Knatchbull, a very honest gentleman. 

" Die Martis, July y' 26, 1642. 

" Whereas this Committee have received an answer yest^ 

day in y* name of hya Ma"°* Justices of Peace of the County ■ 

Kent, w* w''' they are alltogether unsatiafyed, and w'^' 

very mnch to the disservice of y* Howse of Commons ; 
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I therefore, according to the Instructions they have received fi-om 
that hovrse, (whereof a copy is hereunto annexed,) doe require 
the aayd Jastices, in the name of that howee, to be assistant to 

I this Committee in the execution and performance of the Orders 

\ and Commands of that Howee, as they will answer the contrary 
to the sayd Iiowse. And for this pnrpos this Committee doth 

' declare that they doe resolve to make their repayr to the Bench, 
' from tyme to tyme, (as they shall see cause,) duriug theae As- 
ia, there to put in execution the Orders and commands of 
that Howse aa occasion shall require." 

" The instructions of the Howse of Commons to the Com- 
mittee, 
"And for yonr better performing of the Orders, Instructions, 
and commands yon heerewith received from this howse, the 
Sherifa, Justices of Peace, Mayors, and all other his Ma''" Of- 
ficers are hereby requyred to bee assistant to you in execution 
and performance of the sayd Orders and Instructions." 

54. In the after noone, according to thejr Eeply, they 
all came to the Bench, but there they fonnd M' Jnstice 
Mallet, (who onely attended these Assizes,) not at all rea- 
dyer to comply w"' theii' desires. S' Heniy "S'ane (who as 
ChajT man of y* Committee, managed the conference, 
and spake cxelontly well, temperately, and soberly,) 
shewde a desire of proponnding somewhat tended to )* 
good of y* King, peace of y^ Countj-, mayntenance of y* 
lawes, and Ileligion. The Judge, on the other side, 
seemed to doubt whither those he intended to deliver 
were so, and therefore excused hys giving way to their 
propositions unlesse first made kno^vne unto hym ; sayd 
. he was most willing to obey the howse of Commons in 
I any thing consisted w"' hys charge, and the i)resen'atio]i 
of y' Law ; but whilst this was in agitation, so loude 
acclamations were heai'd, and such fear of styrrs beegan 
to bee apprehended, the Judge told hym if it went on 
Bo he should bee forced to adjonnie y* court, ^Vnd a 
whyle after, H' Heniy Vane, by command of the C'om- 
mitfee, retyred himself, and that night went home to 
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Fayr Lane. At their going of, some few followed th< 
crying for the " Parlyament," but beeing persons ney- 
ther for number or qualyty greatly considerable, were 
not as it seemed to me greatly regarded. 

55. After this I retyred to my lodging, intending to 
make myself ready to goe to my howse ; but hearing a 
very lowde shute, I went down to y* Bench, and found 
divers young Gentlemen, \iz* S' John Mayny,' S' John 
Tufton,^ S' Edward Filmor,^ M' W" Clark (slayn aftei^ 
wai-d in y* King's army),* had brought w"" others cer- 
tayn Instructions to y" Knights of y'' shire to acquaj-nt 
the Parlyament w"", w^'', w"* a Petition by them likewise 
presented, were to bee sent hys Ma^ at Yorke. ANTien 
I came, these had not beene read nor received by any. 
The Clark or hys agent refused y" doing of it, they bee- 
ing ofFerd to me, I excused the accepting, in reguard 
persons before me were on y* Bench. S' John Baker. 
W Spencer, etc. At last a young youth (I think y' 
ITndersherifs dark) was got to read them; some Par- 
lyament men sitting amongst others on y'^ Bench (having 
shewed no mislike whilst it was in reading,) at y" con- 
clusion of all, desired to know whither they were con- 
ceived to sit there as Justices of Peace ; for if so, Ihey 
must protest against whatsoever had thus past : it was 
answered they were not understoode to have approved 
any thing tliey heard. These Instructions were sent to 
the Knight of the Shire* by M' George Chute and some

digne punishment. Then, as Loyall subjects and good 

patriots, they require hym to offer their humble advise 

I for y" setteling the distractions of y^ tyraes, W* might 

I bee in giving hys Ma'> satisfaction in four particulai-s. 

1. In leaving y Towne of Hull in the same state It 
I was before S^ John Hotham's entrance.

To these Advises were joyned certaj-n reasons, and )■*

I York and London, I shall forbear farther to mention, 

then that on Thursday the 28th July. S' John Mayny,

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57. And heere I think I may note, y' beefore t 
there was never any men who so represented others'] 
Councell, as w*'' out their election they had no right t 
sitting in it, that ever refused to hear wliat was presented 
unto them by so considerable a party. If what was pro- 
pounded were not fit to bee graunted, certayiily it did 
not ill beecome to say so, w'-^ out using farther extrea- 
mities. How this would have beene interpreted in the 
Netherlands, where the elected are so strictly tyed to the 
Elector's instructions, as fayling in performing of them, 
they are subject to their censure; I shall leave others 
to conclude from y" Decree of Holland and "West Frise- 
land, 1587, lately piinted in y' Reepublica Hollandiie. 

AeBizea npon a credible InformHtion (as they aftj) that Bomethins sliould 
be done at this Aasize to the disturbance of the peace of this Count; ;

a distraction, that every man stands at a maze to see what the event is 
like to bo, and well weighing what a great fire a small spark may kindle, 
abhorring and detesting the thought of a CitiI War: we forthwith re- 
quire you to offer our humble adrieo, as faithfull and loyall Subjects to 
His Majestie, and good Patriots, nnd lovers of our Country, for sctlini; 
the distractions of these times, one prineipall means to effect it, we eon- 
cciro will be to giTe His Majestie full satisfaction in His just desirea in 
thrse four particular!, rii.) In presently leaving the Town of Sull in 
Bamo state it was before Sir JoAn i/b(*ani'<entranceinto it, and delivi 
His Majestic His own Magazine. Secondly, in laying aside the Mililf 
iintill n good Law may bo Iruued, wherein care may be taken, as w 
tlic Liberty of the Subject, as the dcfcnco of the Kingdom. That t

I them, according to the condition of their bonds, perso- 
nally to attend the howse. Upon w'^'' M' George Brag 
his servant gave notice to my Unkle, Francis FjTich, at 
Kensington, (though y* condition of my obligation re- 
quyred it should liave beene at my howse in Redcros- 
streete,') who, somewhat timorous, sent hys man to me 
all night to make me hast up. So I went immediately, 
leading my deere wife nwely brought a bed and very 
weak. 

59. 'Wlien I came and had rendered myself to y* Par- 
lyament, the 5th of August, w**'out ever any examination 
I was committed to the Sergeant, who sent me to y' 
three Tobaccopipes, nigh Charing Crosse, as a piisoner, 
where ha\'ing reraajned about 15 dayes, never sent unto, 
charged, or questioned, in y' least measure whatsoever ; 
they finding nothing could possibly bee objected against 
me, one came and told me y" howse was wUliug I should 
goe to my Brother Cholmley's' at Isleworth, w'*' I abso- 
lutely refused, seeing that must bee but to make another 
sute T might bee released thence ; onely I desired I 
might bee charged w"' j* breach of any Law ; to w''' the 
answer was, '• In these tymes the Howse could not looke 
at y" nice obsenance of Law ;" I replyed, " that might 
bee w"' those Qui belli sunt partiapes, where the Armies 
lay ; but for those did not at all engage, contra Iios nullum

Whilst I coiitinewed there, I giewe acquainted w"" two 
noble gentlemen, S' Basill Brook, and S'' Kenelme Digby, 
pereons of great worth and honor, who, whilst they ro 
mayned w"' me, made the Prison a place of deUght, such 
was their conversation and so great their knowlei 
but S' Kenelm Uigby was soone released, his iimocenll 
appearing to y" close Committee ; and y" other, havi ^ 
compounded w"" y* Sergeant and payd hys fees, was r&- 
moeved to y* King's bench ; where, though he were re- 
ceived by a verj' honest gentk'man, y' Speaker's brothe r,* 
yet hys charge was far greater then w"" me, paying M 
first 3' per weeke for hymself and man in his how 
w^'' after was reduced to fifty shilHngs, w*"*' beeing ca 
stantly payd, I have heard hym sometymes say he i 
as well as at hys owTie home. But this summe, howei 
it might perhaps not bee great for the one to receive^ 
yet was excessive for hym, whom the Parlyament had 
stript of all, to pay ; and might bee one cause w"' other 
vexations, of concluding hys days in that Prison. 

60. During this my restreynt, an horrid outrage y 
committed by Coll, Edwin Saudis,^ and others, sent 1 
the Close Committee, at y" Howse of S' W™ Butler,*] 
Teston ; his senant tortured by fyer, hymself, then at9 
wells nigh Tunbridge, on the nwes, flying to y" King. 
Tliis beeing tlie next day divulged, dispersed all my 
famyly in Kent ; it beeing beelieved and given out, thei 
intended to bee at my howse the night following.

61. Of this Inhumane Action (for who can tliink or 
call it otherwise, that knwe how it past, or hath read 
the first Mercurius Rusticus) T shall say no more ; but 
onely it was so disguised aboue, that I myself speaking 

I of it to a Parlyament Man, he told me there was much 
more made of it then it de8er\'ed. The truth beeing, y' 

I Col. Sandis, lead in scom by one of S' W™ servants into 
a privy howse, he, to make hym sencible of y^ affront, 
caused some pouder to bee put in y^ palme of hys hand, 
and so, after a military Punishment, had it set on iyer, 
w^'' though more then he «*isht, was nothing in compari- 
son of what was spoke ; and this I neede not doubt to 

' bee all y^ truth, he liavijig received it from one of y" 
Committee' employed in y' scmtyny of that fact. 

62. But as the scnaut told me, they did know better 
then 80 how he had beeue used ; for he, soone after the 
inquiry, making complaynt to my Lord of Essex of liys 
Usage, hys Lord'? spake honorably unto hym, as if hys 
infonnation were tr^ve, he shbuld bee so far fi'om pro- 
tecting Sandis, as he should liave reparations : after w^''

63. Ceitaynly, if he did countenance so abomynable 
an action, (for I have no other then y" partie's owne re- 
lation, whonie yet otherwise I never found false,) hee 
must mayntejTi the liberty of y*^ subject (so much talked 
of and so little practist) some other way, in j* propryety 
of theii' goods and freedome of their persons, then by 
the kno^vn lawes of j* Kingdome. 

G4. My Wife upon this, weak and sick as she was, 
retyred to her howse in London, — my famyly dispersed, 
myself in prison, out of mjTid,— S' Baaill Brooke, an 
honest, worthy gentleman, (whom I found in y" Ser- 
geant's custody,) remoeved in to y* King's bench, and I 
now solytary alone in a prjvate howse, — I beegan to 
think of delivering a Petition, and the 8"' of August, 
1642, procured a Petition to bee deUvered, w^'' in efiect 
spake thus: JM 

" To the hou'''° howse uf Commons, etc. ^^H 

" That beoing brought in by my buyl, 1 had attended their 
pleasure more then a month, to y" prejudice of my health, bee- 
ing Btreightly lodged, not permitted to styr to Church, tJiat I 
had nothing hythorto objected against me. That I never en- 
terteyned other tlioughls then what might tend to the good of 
y* KiiigiloiiH', and tln'rerore desired 1 might not he under the 
heavy burthen of their displnaaiiro, but retyre to my owno 
Ludginga, etc."

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65. Upon this petition I was again bajled y^ I2th of 
September, 1642, but advj-sed not to goe into Kent, w*^ 
I had no mind .to doe, things standing in the posture 
they then did ; yet, at y' giving securyty to y*' Sergeant 
of the Mace, I made knomic unto hjin 1 had a resolu- 
tion to travell. as I had a passe for y' puipos lying by 
me. And I well remember, S' Jolin Finch told me, if 
I gave hym warning, he would goe w"' me ; but y* noble 
gentleman, beeiiig soone^ after, by au unibrtunate fall 
from an horse, taken away, left me to prosecute the de- 
signe alone. 

66. Beeing got now to my bowse in Redcros Streete, 
the Kingdome in a flame, I endeavoured to settle some 
particular businesses I had as well as I could ; and 
trusting mychyldren to an old faythfull servant, 'of whom 
I therefore asked no rent for my bowse and land I had 
used to it in East Peckham and thereabouts, intended 
y making myself fit for a journey into Fi-ance ; and 
having sent my poore weake w4fe to take order about 
some things in Kent, having beene myself hardly ten 
days out of jnison, certejTi officei's of y* Parish there, 
Zelots for y" Porlyament, came to me to know what I 
would give upon the propositions of Publick faith." I 
told them bow much I had suffered by beeing long im- 
prisoned, for nothing that I knewe, now enforced to stay 
from my famyly in y^ country ; That mony I had none, 
That little plate I had, must of necessyty sene to feede 
me and myne ; yet I could give them no eerteyn answer,

67. They seemed w"' this reasouably well satisfyed, 
saying they would stay tyl they heard she was come J 
yet ^tenvards they never came to my howse to cnqu;' 
of me ; onely casually meeting one of them in Barbyci 
he asked me what 1 intended to doe; to whom I i 
swercd I was not yet resolved; and ho I heard no mon 
tyll upon y"^ Ordinance of y 29 November, somcbo^n 
left at my howse a Tycket of 400 pounds, for my twei 
tyeth part. Biit y' ordinance extending onely to tll/jl 
Inhabytants of London and parts adjacent, I did 
take myself at all included in it, my abode beeing tha 
rather by constreynt then clioice. Yet when their C 
cei-a came to gather it, I shewde them my howse, Q 
them whither tliey conceived all I had in it to bd 
worth 400 pounds, much Icsse was that y" xs"" part fl 
what I had ; 'ITiat 1 was no Inhabitant of London, t 
remayned in tovvne onely to bee ready if the howse e 
Commons called for me ; That I desired they woii] 
make this knowne to such as employed them, w^' thej 
^uoraysed to doe, but sayd it would bee better done \ 
myself; to ^v"'' I replyed, y^ summe was so iramence, i 
out all proportion, as I thought it would bee better fi-a 
them who saw what I had, and therefore would 1 
credited. They told me I might bee heard if I vrovii 
j>ay them y first 200 pounds, w''' I had not to lay downes 
al'ter this I heard no more of them tyll some came T 

that Scrru-o, alioulil Lave ihe siune Ailly repuid again, with interest for d 
furbeoronco tln'reof, from tlw timos Jialiursed.

68. By this I easyly saw how hardly men would be 
prest could not concur in making themselves slaves : for 
what was it other, to have our goods taken fntm us at 
y* will of others,' w"' out any dwe processe of Law l and 
resolved agajTi to goe beeyond sea ; onely I desired to 
see the issue of a Treaty about this tyme beegun at Ox- 
ford, bcetweene the King and Parlyament, the carryage 
and conclusion of w''' I leave you to see in y*" second 
tome of y* Collection of Orders,^ and shall onely say 
heere, tliat this was ye onely tyme in vt"^ there was any 
probabylyty of an accommodation ; yet was clogd by the 
two bowses w"" fi^e such' byUs, as if hys Ma''' had past 
them, they would, to my understanding, have brought 
such innovations in y^ Church, as must ha^e given no 
small scandidl to many honest persons ; and in &ie have 
beene found advantagious to none but y" Roman party. 

69. During this winter that I abode in Redcrosstreete, 
I had often recours to y** tower, had y* sight of sundry 
the auntyent Records of Parlyament there reserved, some 
of w^'' I procured to bee transcribed, of w"^'' hereafter.* 

70. Vhen I was nwely freede, S' Francis Bamham,* 
a right honest Gentleman, and a vei7 noble friend of 
myne, desired to speak w"' me,w'''' he did at the Temple. 
The effect of what he sayd was, to perswade me to give

weighty reasons as might come from a person of great . 
wisdome and judgment ; to all iv*^'' I could onely anBWfll 
that the thing alone restreyned me from giving waa 3 
poynt of conscience. That y* Howse, of W'' hymaelf WM 
a member, liad urged me to promis I woidd defend theJ 
liberties of the subject; That I held nothing more against 
them then to have men forced from their estates for fear ; 
That I had out of that respect, when 1 was not tj'cd w"* 
a Protestation, refused Shypmony ; That to give now 
would shew I did it not then out of other then a refraoia 
toi7 spirit, or some sinister end ; That I saw, if this v 
continewed, it would prove y' mine of y* Protestant reli- 
gion and y" lawes of y^ Land. Beside I did not love to 
have a King aimed w*'' booke law against me for my life 
and estate. He told me to y" last it would not bee pos- 
sible, should hys Ma''' come in a Conqueror, (v/'^ I wisht 
not,) he could, in so generall a defection, take away all 
men's estates ; but there would bee some means found 
to gayn a generall pardon for y* lives and estates of y" 
most, OS had beene in former Civil wars ; That hymsclf 
had given, and shewde me the manner of it. That it 
Mas w"' out y least thought of doing ought against y" 
King, his person or power, but for conBer\ing no other 
then y" lawful and just rights of y* subject, and abided 
in effect that of S' Edward Cooke, iSaltis popuU sujtrema 
lex.' To w""" 1 answered that of y" same auctor, *0^((tf«i

somewhat must bee onely the loosers by these wars. I 
have made the more pai"ticular mention of the discourse 
I had w"" this worthy Gentleman, not onely to shew 
what reteyned me from joyning w^'' the Parlyamcnt ; but 
y' the reader may see how men of wisdom, honesty, and 
judgment, w*'' none y* knwc hym can deny to have beenc 
dwe un to hym, wer at first led away by y' Protestations, 
promises, and pretenses, of those who ment nothing lesse 
then that they held out to y' world. 

71. About J* beegining of 1643, S' Christofor NevU, a 
noble gentleman, and my very worthy fiiend, came to 
me, told me there would bee no abode for us in j* Par- 
lyament's quarters ; and not long after going to see hym, 
he shewde me a Proclamation,' sent hym w"" advise from 
Oxford, of not at all complying w'^ y" Parlyament; that 
hya sister Goring had received j-^ like ; that he was re- 
solved to get a passe and goe out of theii' quarters ; that 
If I would, he could procure my name and my wive's to 
bee inserted in it. I profess I was at first sight amazed 
to see a King not able to give protection to hys people, 
yet declare it high treason to pay any assessment or con- 
tribution unto them, as y* w*^'' was ayding or assisting of 
them, prohyb)i;cd by y' Act of y' 25 Ed. 3. And where 
the Pai'lyaraent ' [for so men now called j* two howses) 
had publislit a Sequestration of y^ Estates of those had 
Toluntaryly contributed to hys Ma''', uot lying under y" 
power of any part of hys Army ; The King in this adds 
no qualyfication whatsoever ; and yet I have beene taught 
since,' tlie giving ayd in such a case not to have beene 
treason.

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72. By this all Men saw if hys Ma'> prevayled, th<^ 
must looke for nothing but y* extreamyty of Law, w"'" ina 
80 general! revolts, Princes have seldorae put in oxeco^l 
tion, and never fortunate in professing boeforehand ; i 
indeede what effect did it produce I but by making j 
adverse party more firraely corabyne against hjin fron^ 
whom they expected no favor, in y" end was a cause t 
hys utter mine. 

73. Some tyme after thia, I asked Mr. Adi-ian Scroopft'l 
what course he tooke (beeing y" Duke of Richmond'aa 
steward) to preserve hys Lordi" goods at Cobhain ; bilfl 
protested unto me, he durst take none ; having receive^l 
an expresse charge from my Lord y' he should not; and J 
yet, says he, I know there is a pycture of hys mother's 
he values above any thing ; by all this I saw the King 
was in good earnest had he pr<ispered ; and y' Men w* 
in y" Parlyament's power must deal waryly not to forfeit ^ 
aU. 

74. But to S'Chriatofor Nevel, first giHng hym many.l 
humble thanks for hys kind offer, as it well deserve*"" 

1 answered, '• that I had no estate in y* world but whal 
lay w"'in y" Parlyament's quarters ; that 1 had a wt&^ 
and five small children, beesides old servants, to provide 1 
for, left me by my friends, w''' I could not shake of;' 
that staying heere 1 might hope to get somewhat, but 
going to the King I did certaynly expose myself to their 
fury that resolved (for ought I saw) y* mine of all men's 
estates could not joyn w"' them. That I was not (for 
certaynly so I tooke myselfe) w"' in any y words of y 
Ordinance for Sequestrations. That I should not con- 
tribute to tlic?m willingly; that wliaf. was forced from me'fl 
the King, in justice, could not take amisse. That mjj 
body was not able to endure )■■ toyle of war, and shou] 
bee ashamed to live in Oxford and not bee in y' ArmH^ 
that of this I had good experience in my youth, wheal 
was both more able and had fewer to care for then now 
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lat for these reasons I durst not accept liys kind offer. 
But if he went one way, I would an other ;" beeing re- 
sohed to goe into France, against w*^*" I tliought there 
could be no exceptions, the law of Ric, y° 2^ beeing re- 
pealed.' 

75. Upon this I intended to hasteue ray joumy to 
those parts; and the 15 of May, 1643, some friends of 
myne going thither. I sent my eldest Sonne, then not 
much above seven years old, w"' them, and Hamnet 
Ward, now Doctor Ward, as Tutor w"' hym ; meaning 
myself specdyly to follow them. And heere, that y* 
reader may y° better judge how I was brought to con- 
clude upon this joumy in my declyning age, I think it 
not amisse to take a short \4eue of y" state or posture of 
the kingdome, how y* Justice of it was managed by 
8evei"all Committees, both in tliis and some other 
years. 

76.* The disputes beetweene the TCing (now in y" 
North) and the Howse of Commons growing, upon e^'ery 
message, higher and higher ; his Ma'^J, by .S' John Ho- 
tham, denyed entrance into Hull ; and resolute to hj-n- 
der y' bowses fiora enforcing their ordinances on y° 
subject as bjTiding ; many of eyther side beegan to fear 
the differences would not bee decyded onely by words : 
but mony, y" sineuea of war, beeing in jdenty to neyther 
party, it was hoped each would encoimtcr so great diffi- 
culties in endeavoring to rays an army, as might per- 
suade the most averse to fit termcs of peace. 

77. But to shew how they should bee supplyed, the 
two howses first brake y* yce, many of themselves sub- 
scribing to a contribution of Arms the 10"' of June, 1642,* 
and inviting all others to doe y' like ; suggesting, sucli 
as were about y* King, w^ out eyther fear of God or the

violence tending to y* dissolution of this government, 
the destroying of our J^awy, liberties, and propiiety, etc. ; 
that they did, therefore, for prevention of such e^ills, 
excite all persona well affected, to afford their best as- 
sistance, according to a Protestation by them lately 
framed for y mayntenance of the Priviledges and beeing 
of Pari"'* ; promising not onely 8' per cent, for all mony 
80 brought to Guildhall, (for of late the Exchequer was 
kept there by certayn officei-s of y* Cyty,) but considera- 
tion for y^ fashion of all plate, etc, 

78. What a vast proportion of ti-easure was caiTyed 
in upon these propositions (the repayment of w^'' bucing 
never executed, if at y" first intended, turned in y" end 
y" name of Publjck Ffaith to Publick fiiiud, in Latin, 
" Piibh'ca Jidfif, Pimicaji<h»') I shall not heere cnquyre ; 
it shall suffice me to say, it was so immence, it enabled 
them to rayse an Ai-my, and, by the power of it, mayn- 
teyning a maxime (on what gromids 1 know not) si'' 
made an bowse of Commons, and three an howse of 
Peeres, did frame Orders and Ordinances commanding 
y" subjects' estates, freedom, lives, after y' most absolute, 
if not Tyranicall, way hath beene ever secne amongst 
Christians ; for whereas th' Hollander ' hath reference 
to carry hyinself after their instructions and advise who 
depute them ; the Venetian " makes uo newe law, nor 
doth any thing extraordinary, but in an assembly of COft ; 
the Florentine hath a councell of xlviii :^ the French a 
Parlyamenl to counsell or rense what paifseth the Prince; 
these forty and tlieir Committees, responsable to noi 
but themselves, not supervised by any whomsoever, i

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exNcise the most absolute, ai"bitrary, illimited power, 
Europe ever saw ; having no colourable defence to up- 
hold the injustice of sundiy their doings, but '■'that ne- 
cessity comjteld them" " the preservation of the kingdoine 
lead them to it" " that it was carried by a few votes in ey- 
ther howse ;" to whom, as it seemed, all men were to sub- 
mit, as well their Judgment as obedience. Lord, of his 
goodness, gi'ant England never see y' like ! 

79. And though their wanted not men of iutegiity 
and wisdome that showed the absurdyty of such like 
positions, and that men were not to submit their opi- 
nions to any Votes whatsoever, but their obedience to 
Laws maile by King, T^ords, and Commons; yet, hanng a 
sword to bear them out, there was nothing of the contrary 
to bee barkened unto, how reasonable soever, but that 
they voted was to bee credited, as what the whole nation 
was obliged to beelieve y best and most just. 

80. And thus, under pretence of raayntejTiing the 
religion of the Church of England, they defaced (as su- 
pei-stitious or superfluous) all y" antique monuments of 
pyety and devotion; ruined the Cathedrals ; found means 
on easy terms (as not beeing payd what was dwe for 
service in y* wars or otherwise) to divide amongst them- 
selves those lands the Church had beene so many years 
possest of; denyed all fonner rights of Monarchy, yet 
w"" a Protestation of defending hys royall person, honor, 
and estate ; Seated in themselves an absolute power of 
taking from the subject all he could call hys owne, yet 
professing an upholding them in their lawfull rights, 
proprjety of their goods, and liberties. W"' y" first 
and second of these, as proper for the generall history 
of the tymes, 1 will not take on mee heere to meddle. 

81. Of y* third I shall remember, that, having got an 
Army, and finding Committees ready to forwaid their 
commands in all parts, they did. by little and little, force 
from the subject the greatest masse or treasure so short

a tynie had ever expended; yet first trying how it would 
rellish. So, upon ii jiretence diverse in and about London 
and Westminster had not payd equally to others for y* 
beginning this war, the 21) November, 1642,' thcyn 
an order for assessing such as had not contributed at i 
or not proportionably to their estates at the xx"* pai 
allthough, in their declai-ation of 10 Jime, 1642, tb 
had exprest no man's affection should bee measured ] 
the proportion of y" offer, so that he exprest hia j^ 
will to the service in any proportion whatsoever, yet thl^ 
expression now must not bee lease than a xx"" part Q 
bis Estate. 

82. This carryed on by so high an baud, as it fou! 
no great opposition, the 7'*" May, 1643, produced anotb 
Ordenance' for " persons in all parts to pay the fifth | 
of their yearly revenue, and y^ xx"* of goods and ( 
tela ;" but heere was a mischiefe to bee reniocved. 
these Ordinances Parlyament men themselves might con 
to bee taxed by others, as in former tymes had 
ever done ; to avoyd w'^'', care was taken y* 16 Decembi 
1642,* That no Member or Assistant to eyther How 
should bee rated but by that bowse where they attendei 
By n*'', all Parlyament men (except such as absentc 
themselves, not able to comply w'^ their honid inju«tioi 
escaped for y' most these taxes, as did the active Con 
mittee men in some Counties. 

83. How contrary this ^vas to former presidents, evea 
man knows y' remembered y* Acts of Subsidies; out ( 
■»*'' none wa.s excepted from beeing aasesst by hysneig 
hours eo nomine ' that he was lately or at present of j 
Parlyament.' I have seene many Petitions* on y* Pa] 
Kulla, y' no Member should have any thing to doe "

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assessing, collecting, or being Coutroiiler in y' guift 
given; but never any that themselves should not bee 
assesst as others were ; of w'"'', no question, one and an 
especiall reason was, y' the cotrnti-y might see their inte- 
gryty, and they who gave bee rated to y" guift by those 
that had no hand in it ; when now, y* same that gave, 
were not onely Commissioners, but forced others to pay 
what them listed ; levj'ed it, and expended it so aa did 
onely conduce to their owne ends. 

84. Now if any Oi-denance did at first speak w"* some 
moderation, in y" execution they and their Committees 
(who' were to bee borne out by both bowses) were most 
barbarous. And therefore they made them so ambi- 
guous as they might bee interpreted variously, according 
to successe ; W'' increasing, was allwaies y" more severe 
and tjTanous to such as, standing for y* auntient laws 
and trwe liberty of the subject, did seeme to misltke or 
oppose their arbyti'ary government ; or, if he lived 
quiatly, had a good estate, and did not comply w"" them 
farther then necessity (for y* saving of it) inforced 
hym, something or other must bee foimd to bring hym 
^.iL i^ ye liyt q{ jjjgjj tQ t,eg sequestred : and this went 
much according to y* qualyty and revenue of the per- 
son ; of \V'' take this one of many may bee produced. 

85. A gentleman,' riding abroad in y' countiy, meetes 
a stranger unknowne to hym coming fi-om London ; asks 
hym, what nwes there X The party tells (that w"'' was 
indeede false) of a defeat geven to y" Parlyament's 
forces. lie, upon this, told it others, so as hi y"^ end it 
came to y" Committee's ears, who sent for hym, told hym 
he must reveal to them how he came by y* report.

Sequestration, What should 
he doe I The person was unkn()^vne to hym ; how to 
find hym impossible. But see j' chance. They gsM 
hym some tj-me to seeke hjTn, during tt'*^'', riding abroi 
he lighted on y" same body, whom he carrjed beefore ^ 
Committee, y' did not deny to have told it hym, and y' 
he had it from such an one in London. \Vhen they 
saw there was no way by this stratagem to bring in th«j 
Gentleman y' had somewhat, y^ others not so consid 
able, they let y" inquisition fall. 

86. But to cast an eye upon y' is more generall, and 
is by themselves printed, the 2 of October, 1643.' Uixin 
a pretense of saving Tjmber Trees, w^** y" poore, necessi- 
tated for want of fewell, (hys Ma'^ having Newcastle,} 
did in many paits destroy, they allowed certayn to enter 
in to and cut onely the fellable woods of Bishops, etc., and 
such as were described in an Act of Sequestration (of 
w^'' hereafter). But finding tlie King's army eyther not 
able or not vvilling to lielp the oppressed, and men ready 
to execute their commands (for prima dominandi spes in 
ardito; tibi aii< iiigresmis, adesse studia et viinistros? etc.), 
the 16 Apnl, 1644, they fell upon y* Tymber of sundry 
persons ; and amongst others, of S' George Sends,* of 
Kent, who was so far from beeing at Oxford, or in Arms 
against them, as he hath publisht' in print (to w^ I 
have not heard any thing in opposition), that beeing 
forced to compound for hys estate, they could not chargi

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hym w"' any delinquency, but about a taxe, w**', beeing 
unequall, he refused, yet, upon abatement, payd ; not- 
witbstanding waa sequestred, seven years impriaoned, and 
forced to 3,500' composition. 

87. What the Ordinances of Sequestration were I 
shall shew elsewhere. It shall suffice heere to remem- 
ber, that having them for a cuUor, they and their Com- 
mittees (for what one did, the other would maJte good) 
did exercise a tyranny no tyme or hystorj' can paralell ; 
depriving men of their estates, who never had part in y' 
war ; forcing them to a sute beefore a Committee of 
Lords and Commons (w'', under y' two bowses, or ra- 
ther j'^ howse of Commons, waa y^ supreame Court of 
Judicature in those cases) for recovery of that was il- 
legally, by power of y sword, taken from them (for 
they ever put y* accusetl to play )■" after game); seizing 
at y fii'st uj>on all be had ;' beeginning with execution, 
^yfii ye party, beeing stript, must at hys unspeakable 
charge seeke to get of. Now, if there were no colour- 
able shew of contyneiving y* Sequestration made, to defer 
judgment so as they might, eyther by delays weary hym 
out, or by hys necessities enforce hym to give over the 
sute ; but, if that would not bee, but that they must 
come to a Resolution, and y* Committee, from whom bee 
appealed, would have hym sequestered that they might 
pray longer on hys estate, then, though the Orde- 
nance' described onely ceitayn notorious Delinquents, 
y' had beene causers or instruments of y" publique ca- 
larayties, as subject to that punishment, tliey would (to 
bring him under it) enforce a construction contrai-y to 
all rules of foimer tymes for interpreting statutes y' ever 
yet was seene. Neither was there hope what they thus 
by violence tooke fi-om him might in fine satisfy for his

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error, as was y* use of our princes, when a subject 1 
hys land extended' for a Fine on a Misdemeanor in y* 
Star Chamber; but what ever they made, eythor by sale 
of wood, receipt of revenue, or othenvise. must bee re- 
puted as nothing when he came to repurchase his estate. 
But if any were so fortunate as to get out of y* Premtt' 
nyre, which was rare (had he a considerable Estate), it 
was allmost an impossybilyty to get satisfaction for y' he 
had beene by force deprp'ed of. Why \ Beecaus y" 
Souldyai7 were possest of it ; and they, y* Committee, 
could not tell how to pay it but out of their own purses. 
Of all or most of which I had the sad experyence as the 
reader will see. 

88. Certajmly their seveiyty was so notorious, and 
their extortions bo fidl of scandall, a-s y" Officers of y* 
Army (who ever seemed to me more full of Honor and 
mercy then y^ howse of Commons) did desire,' y* first of 
August, 1047, Compositions on Sequestrations might bee 
lessened ; and Cromwell, in hys speech of )•" 1 2''' of Sep- 
tember, 1654,^ told the Parlj'ament then assembled, 
" Poore Men under their arbitrary power were driven 
like flocks of sheepe, by forty in a morning, to y*' con- 
fiscation of Goods and Estates, without any man beeiug 
able to give a reason that two of them hod deserved \» 
forfeit a shilling." But to look a little farther into 
their Ordenances. 

89. The first Order* for sequestrations ivas, that those 
by them employed should bee subject to such dyrectioi 
for alowance to Delinquents as both howsesdid rcqa:"^

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By W'', wliilst it resided in the Parlyament, some (as my 
Lady Finch of Forditcb) hyred their husband's estates 
by iriends made in one or other howee ; so as they lived 
and sujjported themselves. But >■* King, after the taking 
of Bristoll, sitting downe beefore Glocester, and not 
likely to carry it, they, out of fear of hys approach to 
London,' y" 19 August, 1643, issued a second, leaving 
the conferring this to their Committees, or any two or 
more of them ; and where y" former words were for alow- 
lance to bee given Delinquents in generall, these were 
restrictive for tlieir wives and children onoly ; so as one 
unmarryed could not get a farthing ; and y* they did 
give was so pared by their officers, as little or nothing 
came to the distressed man's purs. If I forget not, S' 
George Sonds told me the Committee of Glocester, of 
whom he hjTed hys estate, (it beeing by y* two bowses 
assigned to majTitein their Guanison,) did alow him, 
for y° taxes and payments by hyra made on their Orde- 
nances, xiiij" and vi'' in y* pound. An other gentle- 
woman'' spake of a greater proportion out of land she 
had. 

90. But their Armies prospering, this (though not so 
beneficiall as y" first) was in a great measure taken of,^ 
it beeing made voyd* to all whose fathei-s or husbands 
abode in the King's quarters, by a subsequent one of y' 
8 of September, 1645. And afterward, y* 17 March, 
1648-9, assigning a very short tjme for men to come 
in and perfecting their Compositions, they resolved all 
persons not rendeiing themselves and submitting ac- 
cording to J** tjTues and rates by them prefixed (w*'' were 
greater then formerly) to have theii' estates confiscate, no 
further alowance to* wife or children. 

91. Now a certayn consequent of Sequestration, espe- 
eyally of an estate lay nigh Ijindon, was felling y

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woods upon it, in w''', if any did coraplayn their Ageno 
went further than y Ordenance warranted, the first 
difficulty was to get any witnesse ahiwed ; hut if that 
could not hee absohitely, at least some exception ma 
bee layed to enervate his testimony, as beeing maJ 
nant, ill affected to the proceedings of Parlyaraent, ( 
such like ; then to delay the trj'all from day to day, to 
y* starving a suitor (so far as y expectation was as in- 
supportable as y' injury) ; to question whither it were 
Tymber they had feUed, though oke of thirty years' 
grouth, wherein, all that grewc out of old stocks were, 
by their interpretation, to hee cast out, of what growth 
so ever, contrary to y* Kentish Proverb, — 

■' The tree that growcs on y" father's head, J 

Ib as good Tytnbi>r ae uver nna br^nd." H 

92. But if the suitor would not desist, and, having 
overcome the tedious difficulties of sending to, and re- 
turns fi-om, y* Country Committees (for tliey above were 
to credit nothing but as y" other theh' Agents, and y* 
parties against whom y coraplajnt came, did certify), 
expected their resolution and some rights to bee done 
hym ; there appeering nothing to justyfy the insupport- 
able oppressions by hym susteyned, but j* will of y^ 
that did it ; the Chayrman would give an Order, eytber 
for hys absolute Sequestration on their desires, or, at 
least, such as did rather embolden them in what they 
did, then any way discountenance them for ought they 
had done ; beecaua they were not to discourage the wel- 
affected, nor incourage y° other party; and this, too, 
after that boord (if not y* verj" pci-sons themselves, upon 
certifycat, of y" County) liad by letter answered, '• 'llien! 
did appcere to them no cause of sequestration," U] 
}'• same evidence hath beene done. 

93. And heere 1 must adde a word, though, in 
liut n repetition of wlint is allrend)-. that those 
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following RhadamantliuB his example, Castigatqiie audit' 
guedolos suHffitque faten\ &rst seized on your Estate, w** 
was easjly done, had jou any one enemy in y' Commit- 
tee, bee J* fault what it woiild : then you were to sue to 
understand what your crime might bee (w'^'' vras enough, 
if you could not approve and run mad in complying w**" 
their horrid ways), w'"' they would not bee w illin g to tell 
you, especially if there were any opinion you were not 
w^in y* Ordinance, but would put you of ' y', " perhaps 
it came from above to them," " they could say nothing, 
beeing not a full Committee," or y* like; if upon this, 
you applyed youi'self to them at Westminster, the first 
question w*'' them would bee, " whyther you had not 
beene seqtiestred by the Howse," then a day must bee 
given for y' inquiry: if, at the tyme prefixt, y' were 
not found to have beene, then all you could hope for 
was, they would send to your Country to understand 
the causes of it ; they and their Agents, in y* mean 
tjTne, receiving y rents, cutting downe y* woods, and 
possessing all as absolute masters of y" Estate; terryiy- 
ing y* party, " it should bee worse w"" hjm, if he did not 
submit unto them, and acknowledge hymself a Delin- 
quent" 

94. But if he could not bee induced, neyther by y* 
threats were voyced abroad, nor by y delays of each 
Committee, to quit hys owne innocentie ; but y' they 
must deliver the causes brought hym w'''in Premunire ; 
and hys Delinquentic were not notorious, but question- 
able ; some while after, he should have the accusation 
delivered hj-m, but might not know hys accusers; and 
then perhaps he might obtejTi an Order to stoppe the 
felling of wood, w**" was not absolute tyl hys cause were 
determined ; but tyll such a day, at vr='' time y' Commit- 
tee were free, and their Ministers again beegan to make 
havock, then they, at their great charge, must get 
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counsel to move again. Thus men were at continui 
expence ; all they had taken from them ; in the ' 
forced to confesse themselves offenders, though noth 
contraiy to law was objected against them, and were eo 
far from having any part whatso ever i'l )* wars, as they 
lay imprisoned for j-* most during y" continuance of 
tbem, as I myself can testyfy. 

95. As these were their comportments to privat ] 
sons, so were they not lesse tyranona in theyr publick ■ 
exactions. I shall not (rather I can not) remember all 
y' ways the people were by them peeled. It shall suf- 
fice to remember they first brought in y' Monster 
Excise, unknowne to our Aunceators, w"* so great ex- 
clamations detested in former Parlyaments, erected an 
office for regidating of it, declared, the 22 July,' 1643, 
what shoidd bee payd for Tobacco, Wine, Beere, strong 
and small, Syder, Peny, Grocery, Silks imported, Ftir8,j 
Linnens, Thread, Wyer imported. 

9lj. This beeing publisht about y* 1 of August, i 
peny was demanded on it, tyll they did perceive how jj 
would bee swallowed ; and indecde the very name havi 
beene heeietofore so odious, as nothing more, it i 
wisely done, many hoping it would not have beene c 
gested ; themselves, I beeleeve, beeing of y' persuasi(» 
for having, y* 8''' of October, 1642.^ declared a ramo! 
which was then spread, that the Howse intended to 
assesse men's peuter, and lay excise on that and other 
commodities,' to be false and scandalous, raysed by ill- 
affected persons, and that tended to y"^ disservice of y* 
Parlyament, it was fit first to make an essay how it 
would rellish. 

97. The 11 of Sept., 1043,* this Ordinance was

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annulled, and another Excise or new impost set upon 
Tobacco, Wynes, Strong Waters, Beere, Ale, Cyder, 
Perry, Grocery, Dniggs, Mercery, Silks imported, 
Linnen, Drapery of Linneii, Haberdashery, Upholstery, 
Saltery, Soape, Drapery of WoUen, nwe and old Skins, 
and leather imported, Glasse men. But this, if y'^ rates 
were more moderate (w''' I leave to y' search of y" 
curious), as pretended, yet y" number of things excise- 
able were increased, was immediately put in execution 
by a power, found more ready obedience then ship 
mony ; and beeing for y^ most upon imported commodi- 
ties, it was hoped they would not have forced men to 
pay for that of necessity went into y^ mouth. But y' 
9 January, 1643-4,' assured y'^ contrary, they then im- 
posing it upon flesh, victual!, salt.^ And now, when 
wee had neither Silk, Linnen, nor wollen to cloth us 
with ; flesh, beere, nor salt, to put in our bellies, un- 
taxed ; I could not imagine how they could goe farther, 
and I conceive all history woiUd bee at a stand ; yet, 
after all, they found a nwe invention to cheat their 
stomachs, who dwelt about y* City, compelling all, no 
members of eyther Howse, or Assistant of y howse of 
Peers, to pay for a weekely meal, as it should bee taxed 
or assessed by certayn therein appoynted, 

98. This Excise upon flesh {as what the poore beegan 
to feele made us of a free people slaves) was very 
grievous, and much resented by many, and caused a 
gi'eat insurrection of y* Butchers and others in London, 
y* 16 of February, 1646-7. Upon w'^'", the two bowses, 
y" 22 of Febniary following, taking into consideration 
the many tumults it had raysed, declared that. As no- 
thing could have draune them to the resolution of 
that imposition, but y" preservation of y* Kingdome, 
Religion, Lawes, and liberty, from utter mine, so they 
could not find any other means to draw in y^ malig-

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nants and neutralls, who had endeavored all cunning ^ 
ways to evade what f well affected liad so willingly 
bore ; that, considering the great difficulties they had 
overcome by tlie recei]>te and credit of this Excize and 
some other helps, as maj-nteyning armies, relieving Ire- 
land, satisfying, in some measure, >" Scots, they did hope 
no well affected person would look what they had con-J 
tributed that way. That for y" continuauce, if it shaHJ 
bee considered to how many well affected they had all- ' 
ready engaged for monies borrowed the Excise ; what 
expence they must bee at for setteling this Kingdome, 
and reducing Ireland ; they were confident no under- 
standing person can desire or expect this \ea\y (w* they 
found the most equall and indifferent course to goe 
through 80 many great affayres) should ceas. Yet thejU 
declare, when they shall have overcome, in some ( 
measure, these engagements, they shall make it appeere 
how much more ready they are to eas the people of 
this charge, then they were willing at first to impose y* 
same. 

99. This declaration printed fild y= world with asto- 
nishment, and such as had beene wholy devoted to y 
two howses beegan to fear they should not meete w*i 
more liberty then they had enjoyed beefore these warTB:j 
but indifferent men saw playnly they must never see ' 
that monster totally buryed, it beeing the most equall 
course to rayse mony. They lauglit to see tliem keeiie 
their first principles of abusing y" people by promises 
of better tymes. And I doe well remember some did 
then say, there was nothing hut y" Army could moderat 
the TjTanny the subject lay under ; and for my part, I 
am confident that Howse of Commons had never re- 
drest it in the least, had they beene sollicited by any of 
lesse power to persuade then the Officers of y Army ; 
upon whwse intreaty,' and their drawing nigh liOndon,.

100. About w'' tyme there happened to me a passage 
not unworthy the remembring, in effect as foUoweth : — 
Going up to the Parlyaraent w"' one of y* Howse of 
Commons, a person who stoode in y Lobby beofore y" 
entring in, w"" severall petitions in hys hands to present 
them each member, gave me one (as supposing me one 
of y* number), couched in very Iiigh language (such as 
at other tj-mes would not have beene endured), concern- 
ing certayn prisoners had, by some power deryved from 
them, beene restreyned. Going downe the stayrea, I 
cast mjTie eye upon it, when one of them following, 
told me he saw 1 looked on their petition. I replyed, 
" I did on one was given mee above, that mee thought 
spake very boldly." " Sir," says he, " it is tyme,forwee 
see these men that sit there have nether truth nor 
honesty ; for they have had our persons and estates at 
their command; and now, instead of y* lyherty they 
promysed, and wee expected, they imprison us (who 
have gon along w'*' them) on every slight occasion. And 
of their truth wee have had a late experyment, for upon 
y* rising of the Butchers, they declared nothing but 
necessity had enforced them to y raysiug mony by way 
of excise. That they could not take it downe, it bee- 
ing securyty to other men for monies lent; yet now 
(says hee) the Army is coming up to London, they, 
apprehending the Butchers and common People may 
joyn w"* it, puU them out and shake of* their auctoryty, 
they can lay it downe in some partictdars, as flesh, etc. ; 
if it bee for securj'ty of others, how can they meddle w"" 
it ? If not, why did they not doe it beefore ? And onely 
now they may apprehend the army will enforce them." 

101. I thought not fit to hold long discourse w"' so 
discontented an humor ; though, for my part, I could 
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not tell how to answer hjTn ; but I told it a Parlyamel 
man,' who seemed to me to think he spake in a greai 
measure truth, but that their intent was, to satisfy those 
creditors otherwise, Certaynly these ways by w*''' th^ 
made men hope for liberty were very rugged to get 1 



102. And indeede when I consider, how is it poseiW 
to bee otherwise ? for who erer undertooke to deal i 
y' is improper for them but it proved so * If tlxe hand 
would walk, the feete write, how unapt were they ! So, 
if the Howse of Commons, who were chosen to petition 
and expedite the affayres of others ; to assent in maki 
lawes by which themselves as well as y" poorest is to h 
governed ; to see how j* necessary charges of y* com- ' 
monwealth may bee furnished ; will apply that care 
should bee for y* general], to conduce onely to their 
owne private ends; if, in lifu of making lawes to bee J 
governed by, they will themselves bee governors; 
instead of beeing givers to y^ ICing, they will bee t 
expenditors themselves, as well as y* graunters of ; 
taxe, wee have of late had experyence how beneficia] 

it is. 

103. But beecause the pretence ever was, Neceasytt/ € 
forced fftem to latj f/iose imvience hirthens on y peo^^M 
w*^'' no age will, I tear, ever see taken off; it %vill not 
bee amisse to cast an eye a little upon it, and what they 
were, so pressing, that forced them to such nwe unheard 
of paths to draw mony from y* subject. And, for my 
part, I professe I can not imagine other then their owne 
ambitious appetites, w"'' y" whole Kingdome could not 
suffice for. It is not conceivable, that, in effect, the 
King and Princes revenues, the inliannced customs, the 
ordinarj' payments of Subsidies, Polp-mony, etc., would ( 
not have defrajed th' expence of any home war whaftjp 
soever, w"" out such nwe unheard of ways, as exctM

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seqiieBtration, and y^ I'ke, for drayning their purses and 
ruining their estates, w''' they ought by good lawes make 
more suer, not, by ai'bitrary ordinances, destroy and 
ruine. 

104. This Island hath had in former tj-mes both do- 
mestick and forrajTi wars, yet the subject never prayd 
upon as by these Men. When Edward y* 3 euterd upon 
those great expeditions against France, hee easyly saw 
he was to receive great support from hys people in as- 
sisting Flanders, and carrj-ing his armies into France. 
The 13 Ed. 3,' it fell in consideration, and propounded 
to give hys Ma''' the tenth Lambe, Fleace, etc., for two 
years, w^'' y* Lords eaayly assented to ; but j* Commons 
excused themselves tyU they could confer w"' their 
Counties. The issue was, a Parliament was concluded 
to meete j* 21 January following ; when y* Commons 
thought fit' to present the King w"' xxx thousand sacks 
of wool, the Lords styll continewing in their former 
persuasion of y x"' fleece, etc. About the middle of 
Lent following, an other Pari, met, in w''' hys Ma'^ had 
that imposition first layd^ upon merchandize, is since 
knowne by y* name of " Tunnage and Poundage,"* and 
likewise the ix"" Lambe, fleece, sheafe, etc. 

105. These, I think, were y' greatest guifts were ever 
given or taken from y* subject beefore these tj-mes ; and 
the collection of this latter was so full of ti-ouble, so 
much to y" vexation of j"* Commons, as the second* pay- 
ment seemes to have beene bought out for xxx thousand 
sacks of wool.®

Lambe for hys Ma'^ was not yeaned, nor )* fleece shon 
or Sheafe cut, and God had blessed hym w"* a grei 
Victory at Sea, by w^'' this kingdome was secured ; but 
hys necessities encreased for want of treasure to keepe 
hys allies together and finne unto hym. Upon w'^, I 
sent the Earls of Arundell, Glocester, and S' W" Tn 
sell, w"" Letters to y" Prelats,' Earls, etc., expressing t 
same : who fouud no other way of relief, but to ossifl

107. After which I doe not meete w*'' any great nw 
extraordinary charge (more then y sub.sidy of Tannage 
and Poimdage continued) given to y' Prince, tyll y* 51 

l&mb, and fiecce on tbeir catates ; and from tho burgesaea a ninth of their 
morables at their true value. The whole ParliameDt, also, granted a duty 
of 40». on each sack of wool eiported, on each three hundred wood fells, 
and on each last of leather, for the name term of jears. But, dreading the 
arbilrary spirit of the Crown, they expreaaly declared that this grant was 
to continue n« longer, and was not to be drawn into precedent. Being 
soon after senaibie thai this supply, though considerable and very unusual 
in that ago, woidd come in slowly, or would not answer the Ring's urgent 
necessities, both from his past debts aod his preparations for war, they 
ngrcod that 20.000 sacks of wool should be immediately granted him. and 
their value bo dedncted from the ninths whieh were afterwards to be le- 
vied,' ■ — JIh m f. — E D .

two 15"" and Two 10"", to bee payd by Candlemas en- 
suing; w''' y* year following, in y* Parlyament held at Glo- 
cester,^ is sayd to have beene y" greatest guift had beene 
ever given any prince to bee payd in so short a tyme. 
And the same year, at Westminster,* they renwe teste 
mony, setting an higher rate then in Edward y 3'^ days, 
and where the Parlyament, beefore* they had increased 
y* subsidy of Tunnage and Poundage to a marke more 
on every sack of wool, and so on others, beesidea 6'' y" 
pound on marchandize, on this gift hys Ma''', coming 
into Parlyament. was pleased to take them downe. It 
were tyme lost to run through all y" Kings of this 
Island ; no one of them will ever be found to have de- 
manded 80 much as these men did actually leavy from 
y* people. "When King Hen. y* 8,^ 1523, joyning w"" 
Charles y* 5"", intended such a war in France as had 
not beene scene, he demanded onely a fifth, liz'. 4'*' y" 
pound, in four years to bee payd, W'' could not bee 
gayned. 

109. When Hen. y^ h'-^ was engaged in y' great war

Since the publication of our first Volume, we have ascertained 
beyond a doubt, that the documont given by Bering to Cotton 
wfts not a copy of the " Articles," but the Great Charter itself. 

We have in our possession Sir Roger Twysden'a own inter- 
leaved copy of Cowol's Interpreter, copiously annotated with 
his autograph MS. " adversaria." 

Among ihem, gitb Hfulo " Magna Charta," he writes ; — " Y* 
" King finding himself allmoat alone, forsaken by hys nobylyty, 
" condescended to a meeting at Runningraead, (wee call it 
" Renymed,) nigh Stanea, in Middlesex, y' 1-5 of June, 1215, 
" where he graunted to them Magna Chnrta, our r^>ij nf irhii-h 
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we geene, under hyg Seale, in y hands of 8* Edwat 
" Deer'nig, wlto gave it .S*" Bub. Cation." 

Thia, at once, identifies the copy of the Great Charter, with 
the Great Seal attaclied, in the Cotton Collection, a& that which 
waa presented by Sir Edward DerJng to Sir Robert Cotton. 
It is the copy, dnmaged by the fire, which is exhibited, framed 
and glazed, in the MSS. Boom in the British Mnseonj. 

But how are we to account for Dr. Smith's assertion, by 
which we were led astray in the observations (now proved to 
be erroneous) pp. 52-54 of our first Volume ? He either spoke 
&ora mistaken recollections, or he most have seen and handled 
some other copy, (abstracted from the collection before the fire) 
which he erroneously supposed to have been Dering'a copy, or 
Dering must have given hirn a copy of the Articles aa well as 
one of the Charter itself. Be this as it may, it is due to the 
cause of Truth, to acknowledge the error into which Dr. Smitli 
beguiled us, and to announce the important discovery wl 
we have made among the valuable remains of the learned 
Roger Twysden, — L.B. L.

After our first Volume had issued from the press, it was 
cursorily intimated to us that the beautiful Anglo-Saxon Helics 
collected by W. Gibbs, Esq., at Favereham, were excavated 
from a field called the " King's Field," in that pariah. 

This seemed to ua too important a fact to be passed over 
unnoticed ; because, if we could ascertain that they were so 
found, and that the field in question had borne the designa- 
tion of the " King's Field " from early times, we might infer 
from the richness of the ornaments, and the burial of the war- 
horse, that Mr, Gibbs's relics are those of a royal sepulture. 
We therefore placed ourselves in communication wiih that 
gentleman, and were much gratified at receiviug the following 
reply:— 

" 'I'he field where they were dug up has been from t 
" immemorial, known by the name of the ' King's Field ;* 
" auti<{uariau friend of mine, who has been for some years 
" engaged on a history of Faversham, can trace the name for 
" upwards of eight hundred years past. I may add, that a por- 
" tion of the relica were found in making the railroad through 
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"ihe field in question, and the others in digging out the 
" earth for brickmaking."

In his Preface to the ' Historyes of Troye' Caxton says : " I 
was born and learoed mine English in Kent in the Weald." 
How he would havo pronounced his own name, we may gather 
from a comparison with the mode in which others were pro- 
noimcod in that district, and this we learn from the form in 
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which they present themi9E>tves in old manuscripts, at b t 
when the scribe wrote by ear, taiA had no settled law of spoUi 
to guide him. 

In manuscripts of the fourtoonth and fifteenth centimes, i 
find Hadlow invariably written Haudloo or Haido ; PraDi:^lj| 
is wiitten Franncklyn j Alchin, Auchin ; Mailing, MauUl 
Wanting, Waunt.ing ; Addington, Audinton. These names H 
all selected fi-om the Weald, or the neighbourhood of HadlcM 
Were it necessary, ws could yet add a large number n 
have however cited sofficient to prove that in the Weald, i 
specially in that part in wliifh Hadlow is situated, the a 
pronounced broad.

Johea Frevi' 
dat viginti marcas, etc." In Eugltsb thus : — " Cambridgt 
John Freville gives twenty marks for license to eufeoSf John i 
Carleton and John de Selvie in the manor of CAraroN." In t 
' Inquisitiones post mortem,' 4 Ric. II., No. 33, in a record of 
the same estate, we find Elena, the widow of Sir John Frevill, 
having, as her dowev, the third part of the manor of Caxton in 
Cambridgeshire. It must therefore hdve been pronounce 
Cadsston, or it never could have appeai-ed in that form in ti 
'Originalia.' In the fourteenth century, then, Caxton i 
CxitsTON were one and the same name. 

Fuller Bays that, " Wilham Caxton was bom in that townj 
(i'.-'. Caston). Caxton, as wc have seen, tells ua himself ti 
was born in the Weald of Kent. We must look, therefore, 1 
Caxton, iill<i» Caubton, in the Weald, for hia birth pi are. Nai 
ill the jwiriah of Hadlow (itUa^ Haulo) in the Weald in t 
manor or ville of Causton. Lat« in tJie foiirtt>onth century I 
was possessed by a family of the same name, " Db CaustokJ 
one of whom we conclude to have bi^en our illustrious 'IV» 
gnijiher. 
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t may be well to add that the manor of Causton whb held of 
the honour of Clare, the lords of which, in the fifteenth centuiy, 
were that dacal and royal house by whom William Gaston was 
warmly patronized. Their forest of South Frith, close to Caus- 
ton, deacendod, through one of the coheiresses of Gilbert de 
Clare, Lord of TunbridgOj to Richard, Duke of York {father of 
the Duchess of Burgundy and Edward IV.), whose widow poa- 
seaaed it at her death. 

We tliink, from the above premises, we can with safety 
assert that CArsTON in Hadlow may take to itself the honour of 
having been the birthplace of William Caxton, and our Society 
may congratulate itself on having been the first to decide tliis 
interesting fact, which has been hitherto a subject of hopeless 
inquiry. — L, B. L.

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For a complete elucidation of the following Records, a 
strong temptation presents itself to reprint the fourth 
and fifth chapters of book ii. of Blackstone's Commen- 
taries, wherein the entire history of ancient English te- 
nures is most lucicUy treated; but we must not occupy 
our pages ^vith information that is readily accessible to 
all who choose to interest themselves in our early con- 
stitutional history. A few quotations with reference 
to the different kinds of tenure, and specially that by 
knight-service, will suffice for our present purpose, an 
explanation, namely, of the origin and nature of the 
Inquisitions which form the subject of this paper. 

" Almost all the real property of this kingdom Ja by the 
policy of OUT laws supposed to be granted by, dependent upon, 
and Iwlden of some superior lord, by and in consideration of 
certain services to bo rendered to the lord by the tenant or 
possessor of this property. The thing holden is therefore styled 
a toit-ew^mt, the possesaora thereof h-tiaiits, and the manner of 
their possession a tenure. Tliua all the land in the kingdom 
is supposed to be holden, mediately or immediately, of the 
king; who is styled the lord jiaramo-utit, or above all. Such 
tenants as held under the king immediately, when they granted 
out portions of their lands to inferior peraons, became also 
lords with respect to those inferior peraons, just aa they thera- 
aelves were still tenants with respect to the king ; and, thus 
partaking of a middle ndture, were called inesu^, or middlu. 
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loi-dB. So that if tlie king granted a manor to A, and 1 
granted a portion of the land to B, now B was Sfu'd to hold | 
A, and A of the king ; or in other words, B held his lands i 
mediately of A, but mediately of the king. The king there- 
fore was styled lord paramount; A was both tenant and lord, 
or was a mesne lord ; and B was called tenant jxiravail, or tbo 
lowest tenant ; being he who was sapposed to maka avail, 
profit, of the land." 

" All tenures being thus derived, or supposed to he derive* 
from the king, those that held immediately under him, in right 
of his crown and dignity, were called liis teiiants in capUv, or 
in chief; which was the most honourable species of tenure, 
but at the same subjected the tenants to greater and more 
burdensome services than inferior tenures did. This distinc- 
tion ran through all the different sorts of tenure ; of which I 
now proceed to give an account. 

" I. There seem to have subsisted among our ancestors fon 
principal species of lay tenures, to which all others may 1 
reduced : the grand criteria of which were the natures of t 
several services or renders, that were due to the lords f 
their tenants. The serrices, in respect of their quality, \ 
either frcv or base services j in respect of their ijuantOy t 
the time of exacting them, were either certain or i(7if«r/<w 
Free services were such as were not unbecoming the c 
of a soldier or a freeman to perform ; as, to serve under 1 
lord in the wars, to pay a sum of money, and the like. Bat 
services were such as were fit only for peasants, or pera 
of a servile rank ; as to plough the lord's land, to makd 1 
hedges, or other mean employments. Hie i-erlrtin servioC 
whether free or base, were such as were stinted in qtuntil 
aud could not bo exceeded on any pretence ; as, to pay | 
stated annual rent, or to plough such a field for three dayi 
The "nrcrtaiii depended upon unknown contingencies: 
do military service in person, or pay an assessment in lieu 
it, when called upon ; or to wind a horn whenever the Sot 
invaded the realm ; which are /rc^) services : or to do whi 
over the loni should command ; which is a Imsd or Tilllf 
service. 

"Where the service vrm/ree, but >inrrrliiiji, as militaiy a 
vice with homage, that tenure was called the tenure in ofaivi ~ 
pt-r nentitium militare, or by koight-sonrice. Secondly, wbd 
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* the service was not o^y free, but also certain, as by fealty only, 
by rout and fealtyj etc., that tenure was called /iienimaoctijifiHi, 
or free socage. 

" Tile first, most universal, and esteemed the most honour- 
able species of tenure, was that by knight- service, called in 
Latin gercitlum Mtlifare. ... To make a tenure by knight-ser- 
vice, a determinate quantity of land was necessary, which was 
called a knight's-fee (feodum militare), the measure of which in 
3 Kdw, I. was estimated at twelve ploughlands, and its value 
(though it varied with the times) in the reigns of Edw. 1. and 
Edw. II. was stated at ±20 per annum. And he who held this 
proportion of land (or a whole fee) by knight- service, was 
bound to attend his lord to the wars for forty days in every 
year, if called upon ; which attendance was his rndilifuH or 
return, his rent or service, for the land he claimed to hold. If 
he held only half a knight'a-fec, he was only bound to attend 
twenty days, and so in proportion."^* 

I'here were also^ 

" Seven fruits and consequences, as inseparably incident to 
the tenure by knight-service, viz. 1, Ajdsj 2, Reliefs; 3, 
Pkiubb Seisin; -1, Wardship; 5, Maeitaoidh ; 6, Fines poe 

Alienation; and 7, Escheat." 

To each and all of these the King had a claim from 
tenants in capife, i.e. from those who held immediately 
from the Crown by knight-service.^ 

1. By the first, " Aids." the tenant was bound to ran- 
som the King's person, if taken prisoner ; to provide the 
costs of making his eldest son a knight ; and to find a 
portion for marrying his eldest danghter. 

2. By the second, " Relief," the tenant had to pay a 
fine, or " Relief," to the King, on the death of his an- 
cestor, as a composition for taking up his estate ; but 
this was only demandable if the heir was of full age at 
the time of his succeeding to the estate, when he did 
his fealty and homage to his lord ; that is, he took an 
oath to be faithful to his lord, and did homage bykneei-

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iiig before hiin, ungirt, uncovert-d, and holding up ' 
hands both together between tliose (if his lord, who sate 
before him, and professing that lie lUd become his "mnn, 
from that day forth, of life and limb and earthly honour," 
and he then received a kiss from his lord. At tiret the 
" Relief" was an arbitrary payment, and at the will < 
the lord, so that if he pleased to demand an exorbiti 
Relief, it was, in effect, to disinherit the heir, and thoj 
it became one of the greatest grievances of military" 
tenure. After various struggles between the Crown and 
its tenants, the composition was finally fixed at lOOtf, for 
every knight's-fee. 

3. By the tliird, " Primer Seisin," the King had J 
right, when any of his tenants by knight-service l 
cajiite died, to receive of the heir (if of full age) 09 
year's profits of the lands, if they were in pos 
and half a year's profits if they were in reversion, I 
pectant on an estate for life. 

4. By the fourth, viz. " Wardship," if the hch' we^ 
nndcr age of twenty-one, being a male, or fourteen, 
being a female, the King was entitled to the guardian- 
ship, which consisted in ha\ing the custody of the body- 
and lands of such heir (without rendering any accooi 

of the profits) till the age of twenty-one in males, 1 
sixteen in females.' And when the heir thus came^ 
full age, provided he held a knight's-fee hi caplfe uni 
the Crown, he was to receive the order of knighthoi 
and was conijtellable to take it upon him, or else pay! 
fine to the King. On arriving at full age, the heir l 
his writ " de atate probanda." A jury was summoiB 
to inquire into his age, returning their verdict on oeM 
on which, if prov(--d of full age, he obtained livery $ 
seisin of Iiis lands. Occasionidly, fmmis were atteraptt 
on the ('rown, by false ri-presentations nf age, and i 
vestigation became necessary. Among tlie Inquisitioi 
arc frequently found the evidences used on thi'se pre ~ 
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age, — an exceedingly interesting class of documents, 
which we shall print in onler as they occur. 

5. And during the same period of nonage, the fifth 
incident, viz. the light of MariuagI!;, " raaritagium,"^ ac- 
crued to the King over his tenants. By this, while the 
infant was in ward, he had the power of tendering him 
or lier a suitable match, without disparagement or in- 
equality, which, if the infants refused, they forfeited to 
him the value of the raamage, that is, so much as a jury 
would assess, or any one would boiid Jide give for such 
an alliance; and, if the infants married without his con- 
sent, they forfeited double the value. 

6. The sixth incident was the "■ Fine," which the te- 
nant was obliged to pay to the King upon every aliena- 
tion of his land, which he could not effect without a 
license from the Crown. If he did, it was in ancient 
strictness an absolute forfeiture of the land. But this 
severity was mitigated by the statute 1 Edw. III. cap. 12, 
which ordained, that in such case the lauds should not 
be forfeited, but a reasonable fine be paid to the King. 
It was also settled by the same statute that the Crown 
should not demand more than one-third of the year'y 
value for a license of alienation. 

7. The last incident was " Escueat," whereby, if the 
tenant died without an heir, or convicted of treason or 
felony, the estate reverted or " escheated " to the Crown. 



The description here given is that of knight-service 
proper, which was to attend the king in his wars. There 
was also another species of knight-ser\ice of a more ho- 
nourable nature, but attended with the same fruits and 
consequences. Such was the tenui-e by ' grand ser- 
' jeanty,' per magnum servifium, whereby the tenant was 
bound, instead of serving the King generally in his wars, 
to do him some special hcmorary senice in person, such 
as to carry his bauncr, hia sword, or the like, or to bo 
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his butler, champion, or other officer at his coronatiffl 
only a tenant of thin kind was not bound to pay aid ( 
escuage; andwhik' the tenant by ordinary knight-sen 
paid five pounds for a " Relief" on each kniglit's-fec 
the tenant by grand serjeanty paid one year'a value i 
the land whether it was much or little. 



" These services, both of cliivalry iind grand seijeanty, i 
all peraonal, and uncertain as to their quantity iind duratia| 
Jlut the personal atteudiuipe in knight's-aefvico growing tronU^ 
some and inconvenient in many respects, the tenants fom 
monns of compounding for it ; by first sending others in till 
stuad, and in process of time making n pecuniary satisC 
to the lord in lieu of it. This pecuniary satisfaction i 
came to be levied by assessmentB, at so much for every knigld 
fee, and therefore this kind of tenure was called «eutaffiui 
vruhim being then a well known denomination for money, 

" By the degenerating of knight -service, or personal militaiyJl 
duty, into escuage, or pecuniary assessments, all the advantages 
(liithor promised or real) of the feodal conatitution were de- 
stroyed, and nothing but the hardships rcmttined. lustuad of 
forming a national militia composed of barons, knights, and 
gentlemen, bound by their interest, their honour, and their 
oaths, to defend their king and coimtry, tho wLule of tJiia sys- 
tem of tenures now tended to nothing else but a wretohof 
means of raising money to pay an army of occasional morcei 
ries. In the meantime the families of all our nobihty g 
under the intolerable burdens, which (in consequence of t 
fiction adopted after the Conquest) were introduced and I 
upon them by the subtlety and finesse of the Norman lawyei 
For, besides the scutagos to which they were liable in defect fl 
personal attendance, which however wcru assessed by thoM 
selves in pai-liament, thoy might be called upon by the king a 
lord paramount for attl«, whenever his eldest son ^ 
knighted or his eldest daughter married ; nut to forget t 
ransom of his own person. 1'ho heir, on the death of his i 
cestor, if of full age, was plundered of the first emolumn 
arising from his inheritance, by way of ivti>/ and ffrimer » 
and, if nnder age, of the whole of his estate during infatM[ 
And then, as Sir Thomas Kmith very feelingly complui 
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'when he Cftme to bis own, after he waa out of imnhhi-p, hia 
woods decayed, houses fallen down, stock wasted and gone, 
lands lot forth and ploughed to he barren,' to reduce him still 
further, he waa yet to pay half a year's profits as a fine for 
suing out his licenj ; and also the price or value of his marriage, 
if he relnsed stich wife as his lord and guardian had bartered 
for, and imposed upon him ; or twice that value if he mftrried 
another woman. Add to this, the untimely and expensive 
honour of hrujhIlmoiJ, to make liis poverty more completely 
splendid. And when by these deductions his fortune was so 
shattered and ruined, that perhaps he was obliged to sell his 
patrimony, be had not even that poor privilege allowed him, 
without paying an exorbitant fine for a lii'iuise of aUeimfUm, 

" A slavery so complicated, and so extensive as this, called 
aloud for a remedy in a nation that boasted of its freedom- 
Palliatives were from time to time applied by successive acts of 
parliament, which assuaged some temporary grievances. Till 
at length the humanity of King James 1. consented, in con- 
sideration of a proper equivalent, to abolish them all ; though 
the plan proceeded not to effect. 

"At length the military tenurea, with all theii" heavy appen-. 
dages (having during the usurpation been discontinued) were 
destroyed at one blow by the statute 12 Car. II. c. 24, which 
enacts, ' that the court of wards and liveries, and all wardships, 
liveries, primer seisins, and ousterlemains, values and forfeitures 
of marriages, by reason of any tenure of the king or others, 
he totally taken away. And that all fines for alienations, te- 
nures by homage, knight-scr\-ice, and escuage, and also aids 
for marrying the daughter or knighting the son, and all tenures 
of the king In capite, be likewise taken away. And that all 
sorts of tenures, held of the king or others, be turned into free 
and common socage ; save only tenures in fninkalmoign, copy- 
holds, and the honorary services (without the slavish part) of 
^^^ grand scrjeanty.' A statute, which waa a greater acquisition 
^^K to the civil property of this kingdom than even Matfim Cnria 
^^B itself: since that only pruned the luxuriances that had grown 
^^1 out of the military tenures, and thereby preserved them in 
^^H vigour ; but the statute of King Charles extirpated the whole, 
^^H and demolished both root and branches."

Thus far we have cited from Blackstone, somewhiit 
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copiously perhaps, but we have done so in order thac 
we may be spared hereafter the necessitj' of endless notes 
and discussions during the progress of our transcripts. 
Our readers too are thus furnished, at the onset, with a 
running commentarj-, elucidating nearly every question 
that may aiise during the examination of these InquL^ 
sitions, as necessary to explain the Records before l 
for the rest, we woidd urge our readers, learned or v 
learned, to study caiefully the fourth and fifth chapter! 
of the secoud book of Blackstone's Commentaries, and 
can promise them much enjoyment in the perusal of that 
luminous writer's history of the origin and nature of the 
feudal system and its requirements, as specially exem- 
plified in early English Tenures. The study too of these 
chaptei"s uiU enable them to appreciate correctly 1 
Records now presented to them. 

In order to ensure to the Crown the rights which ^ 
have enumerated, when a supposed tenant by knighfl 
service m c«;j?Yedied, "Inquisitiones post Morteip" wei 
taken, by nrtue of the King's n-rit, directed to the sheri 
or escheator of the county or district in which the pai 
died, requiring the said officer to summon a jury to Ihp 
quire — if the deceased held in capife — of what lands he 
had died seized, — and by what services the same were 
held, — who was the next heir, — and of what age '. 
was,— and to make their return upon oath and under » 
in order that the King might ascertain his rights < 
wardship, marriage, etc., and take the lands into 1 
own liands during the minority of the heir, or pen 
nently if the estate had actually escheated. 

These writs and the returns to them,* made by td 
escheator and his jury, are preserved among the pubis 
records of the kingdom, from the early part of the reig 
of Henry III. TJiere are, as might be expected, maj 
dcticiencies, especially in the more early periods ; buj 
ivith these exceptions, a series of them ir presented fi'oq 
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tliat period till the abolition of the Courts of Wards 
and Liveries by Charles II., when all tenm-es by knight- 
ser\'ice, and of the King in capife, were abolished. 

The great iniportanee of these records to ordinary 
county history has long been acknowledged. In the 
descents of family and property, they are the best evi- 
dence that can be produced, and nearly the only one on 
which we can thoroughly rely. Moreover, if the tenant 
was convicted of treason or felony, it appears on these 
Records, which often furnish an actual " extent " or 
survey of the manors and lands held by the tenant, with 
thfir quality and measurement and value, recorded in full 
detail. Many obsolete customs too are here recorded. 
But, to this county, it is impossible to overrate their v^ue. 
To us they are not merely interesting items in archteolo- 
gical research, but they are the indispensable evidences, 
in many instances the only title, which some of us have 
to our property. Herein are specified what particular 
estates are held by the custom of Gavelkind, and which 
are exempt therefrom. 

Many an estate has been partitioned among coheirs, 
on an intestacy, to which the younger brothers had no 
more right than an utter alien in blood, and the elder 
son has thus been unconsciously robbed of his inheri- 
tance, merely from ignorance of the fact which these 
Records woidd have de\-eloiied, that his estate was ori- 
ginally held by knight-service, and therefore exempt 
from the operation of Gavelkind. Within the last four 
yeare the writer of these lines has himself rescued two 
important estates from being lost to the elder son, by 
the eridence supplied from these very documents which 
we here purpose to print, in regular series, for the use of 
our county. In the instance of "Pedes Finium," we have 
printed the Record entire in the original Latin, because 
a short heading in English suffices, in those Records, to 
give the wliole substance of the document ; but in these

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Inquisitions, which contain minute details of CT-eTy pap- 
ticuhir attaching to the estate in question, no abstmet 
would suffice. In tliese therefore, for the couvenienco 
of the general reader, we have rendered into English all 
the items of the llecord. It will enable him to trace 
the descent of families and property from a very early 
period ; and ever and anon, in cases of intestacy, the 
heir, in this county, will here find a clue to save himself 
from the distribution of his estate among younger bro- 
thers, securing thereby, in almost every instance, a result 
for which the father, had he made a will, would moat 
probably ha^e provided. 

The English translation will suffice for general 
poses ; in eiery instance we have given the reference 
the original llecord, so that, in those cases where legal 
evidence ia required, the party needing it can always 
obtain by this reference a verbatim copy of the original, 
whicli mil be undeniable evidence in all the Courts of 
Law in the kingdom. 

Literary friends in whose counsel we have great confi- 
dence, have, we are free to confess, ad\1sed tlie non-ad- 
mission of these Records, and the " Pedes Finium," into 
our Volume ; but we have so strong a conviction of their 
conferring something of much higher benefit to our 
Members than mere archaeological information {wliich, 
by the way, is of itself, in these instances, exceeilingly in- 
teresting), that we have resisted theu' counsel, and printed 
them. It rests with our Members to decide whether they 
approve the step or no. If any strong intimation be given 
(which we can hardly anticipate) that they are not accept- 
able, they shall be discontinued. As we descend to the 
fifteenth and sixteentll centnries, we have in these In- 
quisitions the most minute particulars, (very often eveu 
descending to actual fields,) of tlie manors and estates of 
deceased tenants in mpite: and, after a study of theaa 
Records, through their course ;is it proceeds, tho rci 
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will find himself as conversant with the early histoiy of 
the lands in his parish, as he is of the farms aiound 
him in the present day. Connected with the " Pedes 
Finium," he will trace them through all their aliena- 
tions, and map them out as readily as though he had 
lived in the times whose changes they record. 

We have given, at page 298, a facsimile of one of the 
earliest writs, and the return of tlie Inquisition to it, 
viz. that of William le Taillur, relating to his estate in 
Milton, etc. ; it is a fair sample of the earliest of these 
Inquisitions. We have selected it, as an instance where 
the Juiy, in their return, eai-efuUy distinguish between 
the lands held in Gavelkind, divisible among all the 
brothers, and those held by knight's-service, not so divi- 
sible, Having now made our readers acquainted with 
the nature and history of these liceords, we proceed to 
print them in regular series. 

But we must tii'st render our cordial acknowledgments 
to our old and valued friend, Tliomas Duffus Hardy, Esq., 
and the officers presiding o\"er the different departments 
of the General Record Office, for their unremittingly 
kind attentions. To that gentleman, and to the Rev. J. 
Hunter, H. J. Sharpe, Esq., the Rev. Professor Brewer, 
W. Nelson, Esq., J. J. Bond, Esq., C. Cole, Esq., J. Burtt, 
Esq., and W. B. Sanders, Esq., we cannot be sufficiently 
grateful for the valuable assistance rendered to ua in pre- 
jiaring for publication the Records which we have used 
in this and our former volume; and we cannot refrain 
fiom adding our testimony to the great efficiency of the 
office, and to the uniform courtesy and attention rendered 
to those literary students who have occasion to consult 
the Public Records.

(2.) It should be noted lipre, that all the rights which 
tached to the King over his tenants by knight's-sorvico in ra- 
pite, belonged also {with the exception of " rrimer seisin " and 
" Fine for alienation "} to all feudal lords over their tetmnts 
who held of them by knight'a-aervice. 

The position of those mesne lords, as intermediate between 
the Grown, whose tenants they were, and those inferior tenants 
of whom they themselves were lords, is fully explained at p. 4. 

(3.) The wardship and marriage of the heir were fruitful 
sources of revenue to the Lord ; they were saleable as ordinary 
chattels, and were bo treated. " The guardian in chivalry waa 
not accountable for the profits made of the infant's lands dnrinff 
the wardship, but received them for his own private emolument, 
Bubject only to the bare maintenance of the infant ; and this 
guardianship being deemed more an interest for the profit of 
the guardian than a trust for the benefit of the ward, was sale- 
able and transferable, like the ordinary subjects of property, to 
the best bidder." (Hargrave, cited in a note to BlackstonCj 
vol. ii. p. 70.) And the same remark applies to the right of 
marriage, " maritagium." This power led to such grievous 
oppression, that, in Magna Charta, and all the charters of li- 
berties, wo have this clause — "Heirs shall be married without 
disparagement." p!n the Great Charter it is further added, — 
" Ita quod antequaio contrahatur matrimonium, ostendattir 
propinquis de consanguinitate ha^redis," — it was to be an- 
nounced to the blood relatives.] " Without disparagement," 
— that is, — If they were given in marriage before the ag© of 
fourteen, which was deemed their age of discretion, they might 
disa;^ee to the match, if any kind of disparagement existed j 
and by the Statute of Merton (20 Hen. III.) heirs of any age 
were not to be compelled to marry at the command of thoir 
lord ; but then, when they came of age, they were to pay their 
lord whatever sum might have been given for their marriage. 
The words of the statute are these: — "Yf any heyre (of what 
age soever he be) wyll not marrye at the requeste of his Lurde, 
he shall not be compelled thereto, but, when he commeth to

No. 52, 
31 Hen. III., 1247. The Writ alone is extant; the Inquisition 
itself is wanting : we therefore omit it from our text.

With regard to the origin of this pri\'i]ege it is to be (A* 
aerved that, anciently, Princps converted to Christianity g 
great immunities to the Clergy, iuler nlia. exemption of ti 
persons from criminal proceedings, even in capital cases, b 
secular judges. The Privilege of Clergy is said to have hat 
beginning from an encroachment of the Pope iipou the tempt 
power in behalf of the Clergy, whom he (iiiduavuuroil to ftXtA 
from the jurisdiction of lay judges, in ctu<o of life and miimbj 
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which the temporal courts would only partly yield to ; and, 
first they would indict clerka of felony as well as others, and 
proceed thereon, until the Ordinary did demand them, and if 
the Ordinary would not demand them, the King's Court pro- 
ceeded to conviction, attainder, and execution : and if the Or- 
dinary claimed clerks before conviction, then an Inquisition 
was taken whether the party was guilty or not, and if acquitted, 
he was discharged, but if found giiilty, then delivered to the 
Ordinary, to bo dealt with according to the Ecclesiastical Canon, 
The privilege, thus restrained, was confirmed by Statute of 
Westminster I. cap. 2 : — 

" It is provyded also that when a clerke is token for gylte of Felo- 
nye, and is demaunded by the Ordynaryc, lie shall be delyverod to 
hym accordjng to tbe privylege of holy church, in auche paryll as 
belongeth to it, after the custome afore tymes used. And the Kynge 
ndmonyshed the Prelates and enioyned them upon the fay th that they 
owe hym, and for the commen profyte and peace of the reahiie, that 
they wbiche be indyted of suche offoncea by solempne inqueate of 
Inwefull men in the Kynge'a courte, in no maner shall be delyvered 
without due purgacyon, so that the Kynge shall not uede to provyde 
any other remedye therin." 

The Ordinary, when the accused was delivered over to 

him on his demand, "would not be satisfied with the proofs 

adduced in the profane Court, but set himself formally to work 

to make purgation of the offender by a new Canonical trial, 

!■ although he had been previously convicted by his country, or 

perhaps by his own confession. This trial was held before tho 

Bishop in person, or his deputy, or by a jury of twelve clerks ; 

and there first the party himself wus required to make oath of 

I his own innocence ; neit there was to be the oath of twelve 

I compurgators, who swore they believed he spoke the truth ; 

I then witnesses were to be examined upon oath, but on behalf

issue for the King, whose title accrues by the attainder, not fay 
the Inquisition." — Jacob.

(59.) Here we have an unusually clear and unbroken dean 
of a manor from the Conquest down to days of regular record. 
It may bo questioned however on what evidence the jury hud 
founded their verdict. It seems hardly credible that there 
should have been only three generations from the time of tho 
Conquest to John.* Still it is possible. If we supjtose the 
Conqueror's grant to have been made to the first 'IVj-au when 
he was twenty-five years old, as late as 1085, and that at the 
age of forty-five he had his son Hugh, this would make tho 
date of Hugh's birth 1105. Now, suppose that this Hugh 
be forty-five years old when his son Robert was bom, this 
would be in the year 1150, and would bi-ing it within the limita 
of possibility that this Bobert lived to be dispossessed by John. 
Tlie forfeiture of the Norman's lands was about 5 John, i.e. 
about 1203, when {on our supposition) Robert Tryan would 
have been fifty-throe years of age. If we suppose him seventy- 
three at the period of his expulsion, we shall have sufficient 
latitude for readily acquiescing in the dechiration of the jury, 
for then his father and grandfather need neither of thi;in have 
been more than thirty-five when their respective sons were 
bom. On the rebellion in Normandy, by which John lost that 
province, he seized upon the possessions which any of the 
rebels happened to have in England, and thus the Innd in
